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TIME'S NOT ON 
TRIBE'S SIDE 


Whither Tribe, a “gay Rolling Stone” that 
communications giant Time Warner had 
| slated for a September debut? 

Well, the September launch is definitely 
| out of the picture, says editor Maer 
Roshon. And Time Warner has backed out 
| as the magazine’s primary sponsor, though 
it may sign on later as a minority interest. 

| “At this point everything is up in the air,” 
| says Roshon, formerly the editor of the 
now-defunct QW, a New York City-based 
| magazine that succeeded the ground- 
_ breaking Outweek. “I’m hoping we’ll be 
| able to put the magazine out by the end of 
| the year. We have some serious interest 
we’re following up on.” 

Some speculate that Time Inc. Ventures, 
| the corporation’s magazine-start-up divi- 
| sion, pulled out in response to a high-pres- 
sure letter-writing campaign sponsored by 
| the American Family Association, a Missis- 
| sippi-based religious-right group notorious 
| for its boycotts. 
| But Time Warner spokesman Peter 
| Costiglio denies such allegations, saying, 
“The reason we decided not to invest in 
Tribe is because our plate was simply too 
full.” And in an interview in the Washing- 
| ton Times, the Reverend Donald Wildmon, 
| the leader of the American Family Associa- 
| tion, asserted that no such letter-writing 

campaign has taken place. 

But sources at Time Warner dispute the 
company’s reasoning. 

“They said in the [New York] Times that 
they were only focusing on publications 
| that would make millions of dollars a year,” 
says a source who asked to remain anony- 
mous, “Well, no magazine at Time Inc. 
| Ventures makes million of dollars a year.”

WELD'S WHITE 
HOUSE SPECTER 


In a development that could put a 
| damper on Bill Weld’s presidential ambi- 
tions, US Senator Arlen Specter (R-Penn- 
| sylvania) was in lowa last week, testing the 
| waters for a possible 96 campaign. And 
Specter, a leading pro-choice Republican, 


will be among a slew of hopefuls speaking 
at the lowa GOP convention this weekend. 

“We need to take the anti-abortion plank 
out of the platform,” Specter told the Des 
Moines Register last week. “The basic phi- 
losophy of the Republican Party is less gov- 
ernment intrusion.” 

Though he emerged as one of Anita 
Hill’s principal tormenters during the 
Clarence Thomas hearings, Specter has a 
long-standing reputation as a moderate. 
And Specter, whose political ties go back to 
his days as counsel to the Warren Commis- 
sion (he invented the “magic bullet” theo- 
ry), would be able to raise significant fund- 
ing if he decides to run for president: he’s 
Jewish, and would likely receive substantial 
support from the Jewish community. 

Specter seems slightly more willing than 
Weld to address the problems posed to the 
GOP by both secular and religious right- 
wingers. 

“Far-right activists must be part of the 
team rather than a divisive group that de- 
mands conformity and exclusion,” says 
Specter. “I respect the far right. We can’t 
win without the conservative or the far 
right, but we can’t win with only the con- 


servative or the far right.”

DAVE BARRY 
GOES OFF-LINE 


It’s easy to violate copyright law in cy- 
berspace — and that has led Knight-Rid- 
der to yank Dave Barry’s and Mike 
Royko’s syndicated columns. 

According to a message posted on the 
Internet by Brad Templeton, publisher of 
ClariNet Communications Corporation, 
ClariNet will stop receiving the columns as 
of June 23. ClariNet distributes a vast 
quantity of copyrighted material, most of it 
from wire services, in Usenet newsgroups 
whose names begin with clari. Internet 
providers pay a small fee to ClariNet to 
subscribe to those newsgroups, which are 
then made available to users at no addi- 
tional charge. 

But apparently one user who perused the 
newsgroup clari.feature.dave_barry decided 
to e-mail a Barry column to everyone on an 
Internet mailing list — a list that included 
a Knight-Ridder employee, who reported 
the incident to management. Knight-Rid- 
der’s retribution was swift and terrible. 

Cybernauts are protesting the loss, argu- 
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ing in the newsgroup clari.net.talk that 
breaking copyright laws on the Net is no 
different from doing it anywhere else. 

But one user pointed out that the real 
problem is the efficiency of cyberpiracy, 
not the mere fact of its existence: “With 
computers and e-mail, an effectively unlim- 
ited number of copies can be made quickly 
and without cost... . It takes time and 
money for me to clip an article from a 


newspaper and mail or fax it.”

ONE MAN'S 
MARRIAGE VOWS 


You may remember Marc Halberstadt, 
the man who for the past decade has made 
wife-hunting his full-time profession, but 
who has not yet found anyone to marry. 
He’s the guy who produced Women’s Feel- 
ings News (Men too!), a newspaper with 
headlines such as BOYFRIEND INTIMIDATED 
BY GODDESS WITHIN HER. 

When the Phoenix reported on Women’s 
Feelings (“Urban Eye,” Styles, January 1, 
1993), Halberstadt was operating at a safe 
distance — in Fairfield, lowa. Now, 
though, he’s living in Cambridge and has a 
major new stunt planned for June 30. 

It’s the “world premiere” of Halber- 
stadt’s film, How To Meet Strangers in a 
Movie Theater, a two-part hype for his 
book, a lengthy personal ad entitled What 
Do You Think of My Face? Call Marc Hal- 
berstadt (617) 491-2085. 

Halberstadt made the movie in 1992, but 
only now has he found a theater willing to 
show it: the Norwood Cinema. 

Here’s how it works: before the 7 p.m. 
regular feature film, the theater will show 
the two-minute first half of How To Meet 
Strangers. Then Halberstadt, live and in 
person, will pop up to advise any interested 
theater-goers to stick around for further 
instructions. After the regular feature, at 
about 8:45 p.m., Halberstadt will escort 
those people to the lobby, where he will 
lead them in “interpersonal communication 
exercises” developed by John Gray, author 
of Men Are from Mars, Women Are from 
Venus. 

That portion of the evening will last 
about two hours, at the end of which par- 
ticipants will view the two-minute conclu- 
sion to Halberstadt’s film, an “unabashed 
commercial” for his book and for the “live 
personals ad” he hopes to perform in pub- 
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lic in the near future. Halberstadt’s movie 
is free to anyone who buys a ticket to the 
regular feature, which will probably be, fit- 
tingly, Four Weddings and a Funeral. 

The Norwood Cinema’s artistic direc- 
tor, Garen Daly, says he’s always been 
struck by how unsocial a night at the 
movies can be, given that people ignore 
each other during the film. Also, he adds, 
Halberstadt is “an engaging kind of guy.” 

Engaging? Not yet. Halberstadt wants 
to impress some potential soulmate via 
this movie, but he realizes the risk in- 
volved. “If I marry a woman,” he explains, 


“boom! I’m out of business.”

CAUSE-RELATED 
PROFITEERING 


At first, the idea seemed preposterous to 
corporate America. Passing on profits to 
socially responsible causes rather than 
shareholders ran counter to every lesson 
taught at Harvard Business School. 

It took a couple of ex-hippies, Ben Co- 
hen and Jerry Greenfield, the founders of 
Ben & Jerry’s, to show that what’s now 
known as “cause-related marketing” can 
be lucrative. Soon, more-mainstream 
companies were following suit. 

But now, says a new study issued by the 
Roper Organization and Boston-based 
Cone/Coughlin Communications, cause-re- 
lated marketing is at an ethical crossroads. 

“More people are buying into the 90s 
valueship,” says John Mohrbacher, social- 
marketing director for Cone. “And once 
you get into a crowded field, you’re natu- 
rally going to have people pushing the out- 
side of the envelope in terms of correct 
practices.” Mohrbacher points to the 
1980s practice of “green scamming” — 
corporations that, for instance, built an 
environmentally friendly fagade while they 
dumped toxic waste out their back doors. 
Ultimately, Mohrbacher says, such prac- 
tices lead to consumer skepticism. 

The results of the study — which sur- 
veyed 1981 adults nationwide — show 
why businesses in search of new cus- 
tomers may be tempted to stretch the ethi- 
cal boundaries of causé-related marketirig: 

* 78 percent say that when price and 
quality are equal, they are somewhat or 
very likely to choose the product associat- 
ed with a good cause. 

* 71 percent say cause-related market- 
ing is a good way to solve social problems. 

* 84 percent say they have a more posi- 
tive image of a company if it is doing 
something to make the world better. 

Equally significant, though, is the find- 
ing that 58 percent suspect cause-related 
marketing may be a disingenuous way to 
improve a company’s image. 

And that’s why Mohrbacher says busi- 
nesses must be careful not to sully the rep- 
utation of an entire industry. 

“There is a momentum building, and it 
can go either way,” he says.

he Olympic Games have so 
torched themselves — from 
the walloped knee of Nancy 
Kerrigan to the overweight 
Jamaican bobsled team, 
from the omnipresent corporate symbols 
to Letterman’s mom — that satire can 
barely compete, let alone earn a medal. A 
trio of rubbery Catalonian clowns with 
slapstick attitudes and geeky 
clothes, El Tricicle parodies 
the hallowed contest — 
which, you will recall, had its last summer 
outing in Barcelona — with a distinctly 
European sensibility, mixing deft physical 
humor with puppy-dog sentiment. Inven-

tive and at times hilarious, Slastic is also a 
bit on the flabby side — the show deserves 
a Silver, though a few wild antics, some of 
them (ironically) having nothing to do 
with sport, are worthy of the Gold. 

The Olympics merit a more wicked 
grilling than they get in Slastic, which is 
too soft to take on the world cult of the 
amateur hardbody. The show’s title refers 
to an imaginary sponsor that manufactures 
everything from sports equipment and ac- 
cessories (sweaters with eight arms for the 
complete athlete) to vitamins guaranteed 
to add acres of muscles to anemic males. 
Commercials with syrupy pop jingles play 
before and after spoofed sporting events, 
and the athletes wear Slastic logos on their 
teeth, stomachs, and behinds. But the dig 
at business greed is about as tough as the 
lampoon gets in terms of realpolitik. And 
given the savage skewering of commercials 
in this country, the barbs are 
too cute to have much bite. 
Moreover, the repeated use of 
Slastic, including having the brand name 
on a bag of doggy snacks in order to sneak 
in a long and laughless sketch featuring 
the guys as dogs, becomes tiresome. 

Most of Slastic consists of Joan Garcia, 
Paco Mir, and Carles Sans in human 
form, goofing around on the subject of 
athletics, and when the threesome stick to 
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GOOFING ON ATHLETICS: when the threesome stick to mug- 


ging and manhandling the body beautiful, they wangle smiles. 


mugging and manhandling the body beau- 
tiful, they wangle smiles and giggles. A 
take-off on boxing gives us three men in 
the ring with only two stools to sit on and 
a bell that rings at the whim of the gods. 
The high point comes when two of the 
fighters, sitting face to face, punch each 
other in slow motion. Here El Tricicle 
shows off its balletic grace; this is Raging 
Bull dunked in the manure of the ridicu- 
lous. And the trio score high marks with a 
wonderful send-up of tennis — the ball’s 
attached, by way of a flexible rod, to a 
fickle umpire’s hand. There’s also a funny 
episode about skiers who wobble and 
hobble their way around on skis. The shot 
and the javelin become lethal weapons, 
judges forget how to start races, and con- 
tenders pick their noses to wipe snot on 
each other. 

The last bit is a tipoff that El Tricicle, 
though compared to the Marx Brothers by 
at least one critic, is more like a better-be- 
haved version of the Three Stooges. With 
a much greater flair for mime, needless to 
say, particularly in a sketch involving three 
diapered babies playing with a giant beach 
ball. What tiny tots have to do with sports 
is a mystery, but since my favorite bit had 


nothing to do with the Olympics I’m not 
going to complain. A chess game between 
two old coots — one a nasty cheater, the 
other stricken with the shakes — is a cruel 
laugh riot. Not only do the pieces fly off 
the board, but the old boys end up taking 
each other on in slo-mo arthritic frenzy — 
a tap on the shoulder is crippling. Add 
drippy poignant music and you have a vi- 
sion of the aged that’s funnier than, and 

just about as moving as, The Gin Game. 
Craziness like that helps get you 
through Slastic’s rough patches, which in- 
clude the aforementioned dog imperson- 
ation and a skit wherein the trio play col- 
liding pool balls. Audiences should also be 
advised to work out before coming to the 
Loeb Drama Center. El Tricicle likes to 
get physical with the spectators — pop- 
corn and what looks like shotput shots are 
launched into the seats. And at one point 
the boxers take their battle into the crowd, 
pummeling spectators while going at each 
other in the aisles. The performers are no 
respecters of the press, either: this critic, 
despite his cheetah-like reflexes, was 
punched up. So when you head for the 
sports satire Slastic, be ready to put up

EVOLVED MALE 

Regarding Maureen Dezell’s “The 
Evolved Male (At Last)” (News, May 
27): Foot-stamping italics don’t con- 
vince me: “MEN UNDER 35 ARE DIFFER- 
ENT.” I also had trouble absorbing 
that, in “moaning about women who 
want them” both to talk and to do di- 
apers, “middle-agers . . . assume (as 
members of their generation are wont 
to) that they represent the hearts and 
minds of many. And they do speak 
for large segments of the population.” 
Thus Maureen licenses herself to 
speak for many. Myself, I judge peo- 
ple case by case. I enjoy MD’s work, 
and wasn’t going to respond to this 
lapse until, a week later, I read letters 
about the article by two readers. 

Like Dezell, Amelia Copeland and 
Nancy Jenal assume that “evolution” 
can occur only under the tutelage of 
feminism. And, whatever the best 
method of child-rearing may be — 
e.g., having two lesbian moms — the 
assumption is that it is males who 
must evolve, and do it according to 
Woman. Maybe rubbing a boy’s nose 
in the right part of the Zeitgeist can 
be sufficient to teach him his man- 
ners, or at least someday cause him 
to converse while wiping a baby’s ass. 

Not that ironically, Maureen’s arti- 
cle supports the same habit that pro- 
duces sexism: group-think. 

Except maybe when you are pre- 
dicting who will eat or drive or invest 
what, extrapolating one man’s atti- 
tude, or 20, to represent the modus 
operandi of a generation is silly. In a 
subsequent Phoenix book review of 
Sexing the Millennium (Phoenix Liter- 
ary Section, June), Maureen criticizes 
author Linda Grant in words that de- 
scribe her own article: “Suffice it to 
say that her survey sample makes her 
analysis suspect.”

OUTREACH 


Rose Austin’s spin-control efforts 
as executive director of the Massa- 
chusetts Cultural Council have often 
propelled her agency’s PR concern 
into realms of fantasy, but none of 
her public statements has been quite 
so jaw-droppingly meretricious as her 
recent (Letters, June 10) response to 
Maureen Dezell’s June 3 report on 
the MCC and its critics. If Dezell’s 
piece is to be faulted, it is for treating 
the Council too gently. 

If the MCC really feels that “artists 
are the backbone of the cultural com- 
munity,” then Austin, Chairman Josi- 
ah A. Spaulding Jr., and company are 
expressing their appreciation rather 
perversely. In the October 1993 grant

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cycle, it became clear that the MCC 
was quite simply not funding art. 
What the agency has been funding is 
education and social-service pro- 
grams that range from the reasonably 
creditable to the highly suspect. 

It was fully predictable that State 
Representative Thomas Finneran of 
the Massachusetts House Ways and 
Means Committee would end his an- 
nual attempts to block or reduce 
funding to the MCC once its leader- 
ship had proved to his satisfaction 
that the agency’s funding disburse- 
ments would have almost no connec- 
tion to artists making art. The artists’ 
fellowship program benefits a handful 
of artists in three disciplines. 

Artists Trust, after making an ini- 
tial investment of $117,700 and addi- 
tional MCC funding, plus seed money 
from the Nathan Cummings Founda- 
tion, has come forth. with three issues 
of an overproduced, mediocre news- 
letter and one three-day networking 
opportunity for those who could af- 
ford it. For this the Massachusetts 
Artists Foundation, once a nationally 
envied service organization for artists, 
has been jettisoned. 

Most of the press has let the Spaul- 
ding/Austin regime at the MCC get 
away with cultural murder. Although 
Maureen Dezell’s coverage of the 
MCC is sporadic and overly cautious, 
she is the one reporter who has been 
assessing this sorry situation with a 
semblance of integrity and insight.

NO BORROWING 
PRIVILEGES 


In reading Bill Marx’s book review 
of John Barth’s latest novel (Phoenix 
Literary Section, June), | came across 
a few lines of text that seemed rather 
familiar. My curiosity piqued, I de- 
cided to check, and found that these 
lines resembled very closely part of an 
article by William Gass (“Autobiogra- 
phy in an Age of Narcissism,” Harp- 
er’s magazine, May 1994).

If I already have my eye on histo- 
ry; if I know, when I am gone, my 
jottings will be looked over, won- 
dered at and commented on, I 
may begin to slant stories, plot 
small revenges, revise, lie and 
look good [page 49]. 


Is this a case of the postmodern “re- 
cycling” that Mr. Marx writes about? 
It is infuriating to find, within Mr. 


Marx’s long and badly constructed 

book review, the unacknowledged, 

nearly identical words of another 
writer.

PUSHING BUTTONS 

Five years ago: June 23, 1989 

> When Rupert Murdoch’s labor negotiations with his 
Boston Herald became tense, Mark Jurkowitz reported on 
the staff's discontent with the media magnate. 

“Frustrated with the pace and substance of contract ne- 
gotiations, Herald newsroom employees began wearing 
their SAY NO TO NOTHING buttons last Wednesday to 
protest Rupert Murdoch’s latest contract offer. (The but- 
ton, with white lettering on a black background, is a take- 
off on the anti-drug slogan Herald management so likes to 
push.) Some veterans of the contract wars are also sport- 
ing the last button to be issued in such circumstances, one 
that reads JOAN RIVERS GOT MY RAISE.” 


FARRAKHAN FORECASTS 

10 years ago: June 26, 1984 

» During a weekend visit, Nation of Islam leader Louis 
Farrakhan spoke at Boston’s Arlington Street Church and 
also talked to the Phoenix. Michael Rezendes commented 
on Farrakhan’s preparations to “move his once ardently 
separatist organization into the mainstream of American 
public life.” 

“Just how far Farrakhan wants to take his organization 
into mainstream America remains unclear. In his address at 
the Arlington Street Church, Farrakhan displayed his 
supreme oratorical abilities: in one moment shaking his fist 
and declaiming with the ferocity of Malcolm X, and in anoth- 
er smiling cherubically and crooning in a voice like cream. 

“Farrakhan seems to know where he’s going, though he 
may not have had time to look at all the angles, or perhaps 
just doesn’t care to make his plans clear right now. ‘I do 
believe,’ he said, employing his most sonorous tone, ‘that 
in time the Democratic Party and the American public — 
particularly the white public — will accept the presence of 
Louis Farrakhan and the Nation of Islam.’” 


INCREDIBLE CLINT 

15 years ago: June 26, 1979 

> In his review of Escape from Alcatraz, Stephen Schiff 
explained why the audience need not worry about the 
film’s conclusion. 

“You see, the big question 
— will he escape? — has al- 
ready been answered in the 
ads, the trailers, and the title 
— not to mention the movie- 
goer’s instinct. Can anyone 
imagine Clint Eastwood fail- 
ing to escape? What chance 
do iron bars and concrete 
walls have against those steely 
eyes, polished-granite cheek- 
bones, and cable-like sinews? | 
Faced with Clint Eastwood, 
the walls of Alcatraz may as 
well pack up and leave for the 
mainland. I mean, why fight the inevitable?” 


WHEEL DEAL 

20 years ago: June 25, 1974 

>» North End resident Frank Romano saw the potential for 
profit in Boston’s bountiful harvest of wayward hubcaps. 
Tom Sheehan visited the “dealership” outside of Romano’s 
home and even learned some tricks of the hubcap trade. 

“ ‘I’ve got a little bit of everything — Buicks, Olds, 
Fords, a few Mercedes and Continentals,’ he says. ‘I sell 
them for $2 or $3, maybe $5 tops for a Mercedes. 

““Boston’s a hubcap gold mine — especially in the win- 
ter, when you got all the potholes. That’s when the hub- 
caps boom. 

“Keep your eyes on the ground all the time, 
mano, ‘and you won’t miss anything.’ ” 


HIP HAMLET 

25 years ago: June 25, 1969 

» At a time when “the gap” was generational, not fashion- 
able, Paul Bernath discovered the spirit of cooperation in 
Mason, New Hampshire, where plans for a “Hilltop Hap- 
pening Pop Festival” fundraiser demonstrated the village’s 
unusual “power of love and understanding.” 

“While the world around them is turfing into a battle- 
ground where the ideologies of the elders and the youth of 
the nation are clashing with ever-increasing fury, Mason is 
busy resolving the differences of age and involvement. 

“In this tiny hamlet, surrounded by the fertile green hills 
of New Hampshire, the elements of ‘straight’ and ‘hip,’ so 
often opposing each other, are breaking down barriers 
‘right’ and ‘left.’ ”

the media take the blame

he incomprehensible saga 
of O.J. Simpson has been 
remarkable not only for the 
way it’s twisted the nation’s 
intestines but also for its 
utter unpredictability. One aspect, 
though, was entirely predictable: that the 
news media would eventually be named an 
unindicted co-conspirator. 

If there is a given in public life, it’s that 
no major event can occur without a 
hand-wringing, breast-beating, finger- 
pointing recitation of the sins of the 
press. These sins — rumor-mongering, 
distortion, and sensationalizing, among 
others — are solemnly pronounced to be 
somehow responsible for the degradation 
of our culture. 

In many cases, journalists themselves aid 
this process by gathering in the musty halls 
of academia or before C-SPAN’s cameras 
to engage in endless debate over their treat- 





ment of . . . Gennifer Flowers . . . William

say in the Boston Globe. 

“The media were like vultures,” 
derly man snorted. 

“] just think there are other things go- 
ing on in the world,” added another gen- 
tleman, accusing the press of misplaced 
priorities. 

It’s difficult to write about the press as 
an institution. The idea of media-as- 
monolith is a simplistic myth that makes 
no more sense than visiting the broad sins 
of “government” on tens of thousands of 
public-sector workers. “Media,” remem- 
ber, is a plural noun. 

Nevertheless, to the extent that journal- 
ists do run in a pack, the press pleads 
guilty. That pack mentality has been at 
work in the Simpson story, too, but that 
doesn’t make the press culpable for what 
has befallen him, or even for how the sto- 
ry’s played out. In fact, it just so happens 
that in the strange case of Orenthal James 
Simpson, journalists may be the only ones 
without blood on their hands. 

Certainly that can’t be said. for Simp- 
son, at best a spouse-abuser, at worst a 
murderer; for the criminal-justice system, 
which treated his wife-beating as an aber- 
ration rather than a serious problem; or 
for the incompetent Los Angeles cops, 
who let a double-murder suspect wander 
around while letting him know they were 
piling up a mountain of evidence. It

First, critics railed that the former foot- 
ball star was a victim of trial-by-media. 

Then, on June 17, District Attorney Gil 
Garcetti followed up his embarrassing ad- 
mission that his men had misplaced the 
suspect by taking his frustrations out on 
the press, noting Simpson had managed to 
escape from his house even though re- 
porters were surrounding it like a horde of 
locusts — as if journalists had been depu- 
tized to bring him in. 

Simpson himself took a swipe at the 
media when he implored in his suicide- 
note-that-wasn’t: “Please, if I’ve done any- 
thing worthwhile in my life, let my kids live 
in peace from you, the press.” 

Garcetti and Simpson were cynically 
playing into public antipathy toward the 
press — antipathy that was on full dis- 
play on June 20, three days after Simp- 
son’s low- -speed car chase, when the 
Monday-morning quarterbacks had their 





would have been a wonder if Simpson 
didn’t run. 

If this episode reveals anything about 
the media, it’s that far from being pit bulls, 
they’re usually docile lapdogs, waiting to 
be petted and fed. 

Consider a few specifics for which the 
press is often — and wrongly — held ac- 
countable: 

© The leaking game has become a 
disingenuous sideshow. Sources feed 
journalists to suit their purposes and 
then cry foul. 

Yes, Simpson’s protestations of inno- 
cence were undercut by leaks, but those 
leaks were coming from law-enforcement 
sources. Under cover of confidentiality, 
people with access to valuable information 
ladle it out to those whose livelihoods de- 
pend on. their being first with the news. 
Then the leakers profess, in the words of

Claude Rains in Casablanca, to be “shocked” to see their 
words in print or on the airwaves. 

A few years back, National Public Radio’s Nina Toten- 
berg and New York Newsday’s Tim Phelps were hauled be- 
fore a special Senate investigator, who ordered them to re- 
veal who leaked Anita Hill’s allegations, even though that 
information was provided by the very body that wanted 
them to fess up. (They didn’t.) 

In 1992 then-US Representative Nick Mavroules was 
besieged by grand-jury leaks before his trial while the 
prosecutors feigned dismay. This trial-by-leak worked, as 
Mavroules ultimately pleaded guilty. 

In 1990 then-Suffolk County District Attorney Newman 
Flanagan blasted the publication of unsubstantiated leaks 
that wrongly blamed William Bennett for Carol Stuart’s 
murder, even though Flanagan’s investigators were the 
source of the misinformation. 

Despite complaints that O.J. Simpson has been con- 
victed in the press through idle, voyeuristic speculation, 
the truth is that the most damaging information was being 
handed off by those who knew more about the investiga- 
tion than anyone. As the Stuart fiasco proved, reporters 
are only as good as their sources. If you object to trial-by- 
media, blame the guys with the badges. They can stop it. 

@ The media are often accused of hounding 
celebrities into submission. But rarely do they burrow 
below the public persona. 

The Simpson case should put to rest the silly idea that 
the media make a fetish out of peering into the closets of 
the rich and the famous. That’s not really how it works. 
Yes, the press loves to train the spotlight on celebrities, but 
there is a tacit deal: You keep your nose clean while the 
camera’s running, and we won’t make any attempt to find 
out who you really are. That’s a good bargain for the 
celebrity, given that massive doses of publicity are the 
mother’s milk of the modern-day star. 

No one should be surprised that the darker side of O.J. 
Simpson remained a mystery, even though he was, super- 
ficially, one of the best-known people in the world. Or 
that colleagues such as ABC’s Al Michaels and the 
Globe’s Will McDonough, both of whom worked with 
Simpson on TV, were stunned. Or even that his history of 
wife-battering went largely unpublicized. For as much as 
we in the media pride ourselves on our skepticism, we're 
gullible hayseeds when it comes to the demons that afflict 
our heroes. 

Who knew that Mickey Mantle was a hopeless alcoholic 
who staggered through the ’80s in a virtual blackout? 
Who knew that Michael Jordan — who mercilessly bashed 
the media during the press conference at which he an- 
nounced his retirement — had a serious gambling prob- 
lem? How many of us were aware — pre-Donna Rice — 
that Gary Hart couldn’t keep it in his pants? Or that Mag- 
ic Johnson was fanatically promiscuous? 

Only the few celebrities who wear their pathologies on 
their sleeves — be they Roseanne Arnold or Kurt Cobain 
or Mike Tyson — reveal much of themselves to their star- 
struck public. The rest, like Simpson, can be as familiar in 
our homes as a favorite relative while remaining safe from 
the allegedly ruthless glare of the media. 

@ You can’t blame the press for having its finger on 
the nation’s pulse. 

Those who bemoan the attention paid to the O.J. Simp- 
son story — such as the people quoted in the Globe piece 
— complain that the focus should be on such stories as 
nuclear tensions in North Korea, slaughter in Rwanda, 
and instability in Haiti. You see this syndrome in talk radio 
when an offended caller demands to know how dare the 
host talk about, say, the Bobbitt case when the Croats, 
Serbs, and Bosnians are killing one another in Yugoslavia. 
The caller, of course, has somehow managed to absorb ev- 
ery scandalous detail even while claiming to have paid no 
attention to it. Meanwhile, every host knows that doing a 
show on the Balkan bloodshed is the surest way to silence 
the phone lines. 

The media are saturated with simple, sexy stories largely 
because those are what interest the majority of readers, 
viewers, and listeners. One need look no further than the 
tale of Nancy Kerrigan and Tonya Harding, which, in the 
end, turned out to be nothing more than the story of a 
bruised knee and of two young women who are walking 
indictments of our educational system. 

In journalism today there is a raging debate — sparked 
by fears that the public is growing bored — over whether to 
give people the stories editors think they want or the stories 
editors think are important. Sort of a cod-liver-oil-versus- 
candy debate. To the extent that candy holds sway, Kim Il 
Sung will be out and the Menendez brothers will be in. 

People blame the news media for sating their gut-level 
appetites, but no one working in the news industry ever 
signed up to be America’s conscience. I watched the sur- 
real freeway chase with scores of other hypnotized diners 
at a downtown Legal Seafoods and felt the most powerful 
sense of communalism I’ve experienced since seeing the 
Woodstock movie. This was a story about the most fa- 
mous American ever to be accused of murder evading a 
manhunt while threatening to kill himself. They save 
scripts like this for sweeps months. It was even the lead 
piece in the June 19 New York Times’s world-defining 
“Week in Review” section. (For the record, Kim II Sung | 
was relegated to page five.) Even the Gray Lady knows 
any media outlet that fails to recognize what is being | 
talked about at the water cooler is doomed to irrelevance. 

What’s so jarring about the Simpson case is that it un- 
hinged us from one of our few remaining core images — 
that of the infallible, golden All-American. Reeling from 
the pain and confusion of watching their icon fall, some 
have sought refuge in another erroneous truism: 

The media must be to blame. Q

— in 1982 — his campaign 
for governor imploded after the Boston 
Globe revealed he’d embellished his ré- 
sumé and lied about his past. When he 
launched his latest campaign, many ob- 
servers wondered whether he would dam- 
age his reputation once again. 

But by surviving the Republican State 
Convention last month, Lakian cleared a 
major hurdle in his quest to be taken seri- 
ously. Although he barely got the 15 per- 
cent of the delegates he needed to qualify 
for the Republican-primary ballot, that’s 
more than Janet Jeghelian, who was better 
known, or Gary Todd, who’d spent nearly 
a year trying to drum up support among 
the Christian right, was able to accomplish. 

Even though Lakian is a long shot, he 
remains a problem for convention nomi- 
nee Mitt Romney, who’s widely touted as 
someone who could give US Senator 
Ted Kennedy the toughest challenge of 
his career. 

Like Romney, Lakian has great personal

wealth, and he’s not afraid to spend it in 
furthering his political ambitions. Unlike 
Romney, Lakian is running as if he has 
nothing to lose, making himself freely 
available and offering thoughtful, well-ar- 
ticulated positions on controversial issues. 

And the Romney forces, despite their 
public attempts to marginalize Lakian, are 
deeply concerned that Lakian may try to 
cast Romney as a tool of the Republican 
and religious right. At a time when the 
Romney campaign is working to convince 
Republicans that the train is leaving the 
station, there’s Lakian standing on the 
platform, waving his arms, and imploring 
would-be passengers not to get on board. 

After the convention, Romney surrogates 
made repeated public appeals to Lakian to 
get out of the race. Boston Herald colum- 
nists Joe Sciacca and Wayne Woodlief 
quickly joined the chorus. Romney sup- 
porters privately whisper that they will win 
the September 20 primary by resurrecting 
Lakian’s 1982 résumé enhancements. And 
they say that by running against Lakian’s 
“character,” they can subliminally raise 
questions about Kennedy’s character with- 
out appearing to engage in a personal as- 
sault against Massachusetts’s most endur- 
ing Democratic politician. 

After a dozen years of wandering \@ 
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his character, and has achieved a kind of 
redemption from his follies of ’82. 


Back to Worcester 

Lakian takes the wheel of his Mercury 
Villager minivan and heads for his home- 
town of Worcester, to the three-decker 
homes and working-class neighborhoods 
where he was raised by his widowed moth- 
er.

Lakian’s life experience — especially as 
a Worcester teenager in the 1950s — is 
reflected in his political philosophy, which 
is anchored by a fierce defense of individu- 
al rights. Driving up Route 290, Lakian 
gestures to an area off the side of the road. 
“There was a barn over there where we 
came and danced at night,” he says. “I’m 
an issues guy, but I’m one of the few Re- 
publicans who is totally opposed to cur- 
fews, which doesn’t please my right wing.” 

He then launches into a fascinating, 
iconoclastic take on the decline of individ- 


| ual rights — a take you certainly won’t 


hear from the establishment politicians 
he’s running against. 

“For the past 50 to 70 years,” he says, 
“this country has been in a state of abnor- 
mality. We’ve had the Great Depression, 
World War II, and the Cold War, which en- 
franchised the state with usurpation of eco- 
nomic and political liberties. The FBI and 
the CIA were able to abuse a 
person’s liberty in the name 
of the national interest. The 
first reaction by society to 
that usurpation of liberty 
came from the left. The affir- 
mation of individual rights 
against supreme government 
came from the left. In my op- 
position to curfews, I’m com- 
ing from the right, but I un- 
derstand the left argument. 

“Curfews are a state usur- 
pation of innocent people’s 
right of mobility,” Lakian 
says. “If a local government 
wants to impose a curfew 
through a public vote, that’s 
fine. But it should not be im- 
posed by a state or federal 
government.” Of course, by 
supporting local plebiscites, : 

Lakian endorses the right of : 

the majority to take away the: 

rights of the minority, which 

flies in the face of constitu- 

tional protections. But it’s 
nevertheless a refreshingly 

populist alternative to the authoritarian ap- 
proaches to crime advocated by much of 
the political establishment. 

Turning up Pelham Street, the site of 
the triple-decker in which his family lived, 
Lakian exclaims, “Oh God, there it is. I 


|| was two years old. There was no central 


heating, just an old stove. I remember my 
grandfather taking a cane to walk to work 
in the ice and snow. The bottom of his 
cane was a spike to keep him from slip- 
ping on the ice.” 

Lakian’s father died when a truck he 
was driving collided with a trolley car. “I 
think back on it now,” the son says. “How 
incredibly tragic a time it was for my 
mother. Her brother was killed in Nor- 
mandy in 1944. My dad died in April of 
"45. The two men most important to her, 
other than her father, had died. Dad was 
32. Uncle was 28.” 

Lakian’s upbringing as the child of a 
single mother, attending public schools, 
guides his position in favor of school 
vouchers — although he opposes giving 
public funds to religious schools. 

“My mother was a very sophisticated 
lady, an accomplished musician, but she 
had no money,” Lakian explains. “The 
East Kendall School that I attended, she 
knew it wasn’t good enough. If she had a 
voucher, she would have picked a different 
school. I remember my mother’s distress 
over having no choice but to send me 
where the bureaucracy wanted to send me. 
The social bureaucracy screws inner-city 
people for its own bureaucratic and union 
greed. I think vouchers would elevate all 
schools by bringing more competition be- 
tween them.” 

Lakian’s working-class upbringing and 
anti-establishment philosophy could 
prove a potent mix in a one-on-one con- 
test with Kennedy. But the already- 
formidable obstacles facing Lakian are 
compounded by Mitt Romney’s mas- 
querading as a Weld-style social moder- 
ate. The Romney campaign is, in fact, 
more steeped in the party’s right wing 
than his publicists have admitted. 


Up against the right 


The ascension of Governor Bill Weld 
in 1990 appeared to have settled the 


1994 


Massachusetts GOP’s internecine war 
between the traditional moderate wing 
and its far right, which surged in the 
1980s under the leadership of then-party 
chair Ray Shamie, a former member of 
the John Birch Society, an extreme anti- 
communist organization. 

Shamie, who ran unsuccessful races for 
the US Senate against Ted Kennedy in 
1982 and John Kerry in 1984, has been 
one of the most influential anti-choice 
voices in the Massachusetts Republican 
Party. He worked hard to deliver the gu- 
bernatorial nomination to his fellow pro- 
lifer, Steve Pierce, in 1990. He packed 
that year’s convention with 900 appointed 
delegates, many from the right-to-life 
movement, some of whom shouted “Baby 
killer!” at the pro-choice Weld and his 
designated running mate, Paul Cellucci. 

But over the past year, Weld has been 
tossing bouquets to the Republican right, 
an about-face that can only be explained 
in the context of Weld’s widely rumored 
national ambitions. This spring, Weld 
wrote a letter to the Conservative Cam- 
paign Fund, in Virginia, boasting of his 
support for anti-choice candidates and 
judges (“This Just In,” April 22). Weld 
also declined last week to repudiate the 
US Senate candidacy of Virginia Republi- 
can Oliver North. 

Weld, by being seen as 
the force behind the Rom- 
ney campaign, can improve 
his standing with the Re- 
publican right. If Romney 
were to beat Kennedy, 
Weld could turn to wary 
conservatives from the Car- 
olinas to California and 
brag that he helped elect 
one of their own. 

And though Weld has — 
publicly, at least — re- 
frained from joining the 
chorus of Republicans trying 
to get Lakian out of the race, 
his organization’s tacit sup- 
port of Romney has proved 
a major obstacle for Lakian. 
Weld’s overweening influ- 
ence with the State House 
press corps may help explain 
why Lakian and the Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial candi- 
dates haven’t received credi- 
ble coverage. In particular, 
the press has ignored Rom- 
ney’s right-wing bent. 

But Romney is no Weld Republican. His 
refusal to support the Freedom of Choice 
Act, which would codify Roe v. Wade, be- 
lies his claim that he’s pro-choice. In fact, 
it would be more accurate to characterize 
the Romney campaign as an extension of 
the Shamie wing of the party. Shamie was 
a mentor to State Treasurer Joe Malone, 
who’s a leading Romney supporter. Politi- 
cal consultant Charlie Manning also got 
his start with Shamie, and he works for 
Malone, Romney — and Weld. Former 
Shamie and Malone fundraiser Priscilla 
Ruzzo is now Romney’s fundraiser. 

Shamie — a man who in 1984 called 
John Birch Society members “very sincere, 
patriotic Americans . . . decent people from 
the mainstream of America” — is himself a 
Romney supporter and fundraiser. 

Romney also has the support of a num- 
ber of pro-choice Republicans who are 
ready to overlook their candidate’s opposi- 
tion to the Freedom of Choice Act. Rom- 
ney’s staff claims his opposition to the act 
is based on his belief that it would override 
state parental-consent laws. But the text of 
the law proposed in Congress (Senate Bill 
25) clearly states: “Nothing in this Act 
shall be construed . . . to prevent a State 
from requiring a minor to involve a parent, 
guardian, or other responsible adult before 
terminating a pregnancy.” 

The Romney campaign insists its candi- 
date is pro-choice, but he is against public 
funding of legal abortions, even in the con- 
text of a national health-care plan (al- 
though Romney says such a provision 
would not be a “deal-breaker”). It would 
appear that the right wing of the state GOP 
finally realizes that taking an anti-choice 
position in Massachusetts is political sui- 
cide, and is selectively modifying its stance. 

How else to explain the mass defection 
of pro-life delegates from Gary Todd to 
Mitt Romney at the Republican State Con- 
vention? Todd, who is unalterably op- 
posed to abortion rights, ran exactly the 
kind of guerrilla campaign that in the past 
has attracted considerable support from 
the religious right. 

And how else to explain Joe Malone’s 
revelation last week that he, too, is now 
pro-choice? “My position has changed

since 1990,” Malone told the Phoenix. “I 
recognize the need for that choice to be 
made by a woman. The courts have spo- 
ken, and I respect the position of the 
courts and would do nothing to battle 
against women’s right to choose.” 
Malone’s Democratic opponent in the 
treasurer’s race, State Senator Shannon 
O’Brien (D-Easthampton), made, a big is- 
sue of Malone’s anti-choice position at this 
month’s Democratic State Convention, 
which no doubt had a lot to do with Mal- 
one’s switch. In fact, Malone put out a 
press release touting his new position this 
past Tuesday, the same day O’Brien held a 


|| press conference slamming him on abor- 
|| tion rights. But Malone remained silent on 


May 14, when Republicans for Life listed 
him as pro-life in a flier distributed to 
GOP-convention delegates. Malone’s evo- 
lution may also be a signal that he plans to 
challenge Democratic US , 

Senator John Kerry in 1996. 

However encouraging the 
Republican exodus to the 
pro-choice promised land 
may be, it should not be for- 
gotten that a candidate’s 
stand on abortion rights has 
often provided a window into 
her or his view of the world 
— into more-general atti- 
tudes about tolerance, femi- 
nism, and liberty. Now that 
everybody’s happily pro- 
choice, what’s not clear — 
especially in Romney’s case 
— is whether that’s anything 
more than cynical political 
expediency on that one issue. 

Romney also reveals how 
difficult it is for him to sup- 
press his right-wing instincts 
by the lack of enthusiasm 
with which he supports a 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 
on gays in the military. By 
contrast, Lakian — who is a bona fide 
decorated war veteran — says the “don’t 
tell” part of the policy is what’s really 
wrong. 

“You ought to be able to say ‘I’m gay’ 
and serve,” Lakian says. “It should be a 
matter of conduct, of your behavior on 
the base, in combat, or when performing 
your official duties. And the regulations 
should apply to all sexual conduct, not 
just to gays.” 

There is a refreshing consistency to 
Lakian’s politics — whether he’s dis- 
cussing abortion (he was pro-choice even 
in ’82), health care, tax policy, curfews, or 
school vouchers. Lakian talks of his pas- 
sion for “the enfranchisement of individu- 
als to make their own decisions. In some 
cases, the government has to subsidize 
that, in some it has to be cooperative, and 
in others it has to get out of the way.” 

On the one hand, Lakian advertises his 
“conservative convictions,” and on the 
other, refers to himself as being part of the 
“left wing” of his party. It’s Lakian’s pop- 
ulism that provides the consistency. His 
views reflect the ambidexterity of most 
voters more closely than do those of either 
Kennedy, the doctrinaire Democrat, or 
Romney, the doctrinaire Republican. 


Romney’s mistakes 

Romney has not made himself available 
for in-depth questioning on abortion or 
any other issue. It’s difficult to imagine 
Romney, for example, talking with a re- 
porter for five hours without any aides 
around to protect him, as Lakian did. 

In fact, Romney’s programmed cam- 
paign style is emerging as one of his can- 
didacy’s most glaring weaknesses. On sev- 
eral recent occasions, Romney has goofed 
on the issues, revealing a campaign in 
which the candidate is carefully controlled 
by his handlers. 

For instance, last week Romney held.a 
press conference on welfare reform at 
which he said that “able-bodied adults 
without dependents” should be required to 
hold a job. By definition, the AFDC (Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children) pro- 
gram only grants welfare to péople with 
kids. Romney consultant Charlie Manning 
later told the Globe that Romney meant to 
say “pre-school dependents.” Romney also 
advocated a prohibition on “federally 
funded welfare benefits to illegal aliens,” 
apparently unaware that illegal aliens are 
not eligible, under current federal law, for 
such benefits. Manning’s band-aid on that 
gaffe was to say that Romney meant to 


fants and Children (WIC) program. Yeah, 
that’s the ticket. 

At the GOP convention, Romney’s press 
secretary, Ann Murphy, told him how to 
answer a question about abortion and na- 
tional health care before he could speak 
for himself (“This Just In,” May 20). 

And during a subsequent meeting with 
the Herald editorial board, Romney was 
asked about his leadership of the Mormon 
Church (Romney is a long-time church of- 
ficial, a former bishop and chief adminis- 
trator for the regional diocese), but was 
interrupted by Charlie Manning, who told 
him not to answer. (Manning counters 
that Herald columnist Joe Fitzgerald’s ac- 
count of that meeting was inaccurate, and 
says Fitzgerald wasn’t even there. Man- 
ning does admit, though, that after Rom- 
ney had told the Herald that he supports 
the federal crime bill’s racial-justice 
amendment — a Kennedy-sponsored at- 
tempt to mitigate against racial disparity in 
the enforcement of the death penalty — 
Manning later called the newspaper to say 
that Romney did not, in fact, support it.) 

According to Lakian, his 
opponent has been similarly 
irresolute when it comes to 
gun control. 

“I took part in more than 
30 forums where Mitt said 
he would vote against the 
Brady bill and against an as- 
sault-weapons ban,” says 
Lakian, who opposes both. 
“A month later, he reversed 
himself. The most important 
debates in the crime bill were 
over guns and racial quotas, 
and Romney’s been blowing 
in the wind.” (Romney says 
he’s always supported the 
Brady bill.) 
“I am what I am,” adds 
Lakian. “I'll disagree with 
anyone over what I believe 
in. He’ll lie, and they’ll say 
I’m the one who doesn’t 
have character.” 
Charges a veteran GOP 
operative who supports 
Lakian: “Romney’s not ready for Ted. He 
doesn’t know the issues. There’s no sulfur 
in his nostrils. He needs to have a John 
Lakian taking swipes at him, which is why 
I don’t understand this heavy-handed ef- 
fort to get Lakian out of the race. 

“Look at the Republicans who have won 
statewide office in recent decades,” the 
operative adds. “You want an Ed Brooke, 
a Bill Saltonstall, a Henry Cabot Lodge — 
a moderate. Lakian’s not a knee-jerk con- 
servative. He’s a modern 20th-century 
man. He hasn’t been cloistered all his life.” 

Joe Malone, who’s backed off his post- 
convention call for Lakian to disappear, 
offers an inadvertent endorsement when 
asked about Lakian’s past foibles: “In 
1982, every Republican had two strikes 
against him. The overall atmosphere is 
much better now for a Republican. Run- 
ning for office is a huge learning curve to 
go through, and sometimes you feel like a 
pinball.” 

Lakian, unlike Romney, has been 
through that learning curve. He also seems 
more confident than he did 12 years ago. 
“He’s so much more mature and interest- 
ing this time,” says Andrea Lakian, his 
wife of 17 years. “He’s not as impulsive, 
more caring and interested in the people 
that we meet. There’s this populism within 
him that has grown and a lot of that has 
grown out of pain.” 

Glancing toward the woods near his old 
neighborhood, Lakian talks of that pain: 
“My mother separated me from -her hus- 
band [she remarried following the death of 
Lakian’s father], and I think that gave me 
my ability to persevere alone. Some people 
call that courage, others call it a lack of 
ability to communicate. But it really goes 
back to the long walks I would take 
through those woods as a kid. Sometimes 
in Vietnam, when it was really heavy fire, 
my memories would flash back to being 
alone here, and it would give me comfort. 

“I often ask myself, ‘Where does this 
demand for freedom come from? Why do 
you have such an aversion to being con- 
fined?’ It comes from having grown up 
and seen the frustrations of a very literate 
family who had absolutely no control over 
their economic lives. I felt their frustration 
as a child and determined-early on that I 
would not live like that. It comes back to 
freedom of choice. 

“Romney represents the establishment 
who want to tell the rest of us what’s best

The Virtuecrats’ real agenda

is the politics of hypocrisy 


by David Futrelle 


ime and cement dealers be- 

ing initiated into the Knights 

of Pythias . . . Farmers plow- 

ing sterile fields behind sad 

meditative horses, both suf- 
fering from the bites of insects . . . Wives 
and daughters of Middle Western country 
bankers, marooned in Los Angeles, going 
tremblingly to swami seances in dark, 
smelly rooms . . . Owners of the principal 
candy-stores in Green River, Neb., and Ty- 
rone, Pa. . .. Women with babies in their 
arms weeping over moving-pictures in the 
Elks’ halls at Schmidtsville, Mo. . . . 

Such was H.L. Mencken’s definition of 
“virtue.” And if his examples seem a bit 
dated today — the piece was written some 
70 years ago — the overall portrait is de- 
pressingly accurate. There is something 
crabbed and pinched about the virtuous 
life. A bit of virtue may be necessary to 
keep us all from sliding into barbarism, as 
Freud suggested in his magisterially pes- 
simistic Civilization and Its Discontents. 
But we don’t have to like it. And we don’t 
have to celebrate it. I can hardly imagine a 
less inspiring ideal. 

But virtue — or at least the idea of it — 
is making a comeback. A recent Newsweek 
cover story heralded the rise of a new “poli- 
tics of virtue.” Across the country, 
Newsweek’s Howard Fineman reports, 
Americans seem to be yearning for a revival 
of the simple verities of the virtuous life 
“nostalgic for a more orderly age” in whict 
“good character” was the highest social at- 
tribute. “And of course when politicians see 
a chance to play savior,” Fineman observes, 
“they’re happy to respond.” 

For once, a Newsweek trend story seems

to be about an actual trend: a surprising 
number of politicos — from Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton to Peggy Noonan — have be- 
gun to talk fervently (if a bit vaguely) about 
the importance of virtues seemingly bor- 
rowed from the Boy Scout creed: Loyalty, 
Trustworthiness, Obedience, Reverence. 
Bill Clinton plans to hold a “character con- 
ference” at the White House; the Character 
Counts Caucus, set up by Pcte Domenici 
and Sam Nunn in the Senate, is promoting 
something called the National Character 
Counts Week. I can’t wait. 

Bill Bennett, the former Bush-adminis- 
tration drug czar and moral bully, is clearly 
the leading Virtuecrat, as Newsweek has 
taken to calling them. Last fall he released 
a hefty 800-page volume called The Book 
of Virtues. This collection of morality tales 
and platitudes, grouped under headings 
ranging from “Self-Discipline” to “Hon- 
esty,” has since become a bestseller. Ben- 
nett, who now travels around the country 
giving lectures on good character, makes a 
logical enough Virtuecrat; after all, he’s 
made a career of hectoring others for their 
moral deficiencies. 

The Book of Virtues is, as Bennett ex- 
plains in his introduction, a sort of moral 
primer, a “how to” guide to the virtuous 
life. Bennett includes in his collection much 
that is mawkish and simplistic, fit only for 
children — that is, if one assumes it is 
somehow appropriate, in the name of 
morality, to fill the heads of children with 
reassuring lies. For many of the book’s po- 
ems and stories teach “lessons” that are 
plainly false. 

Bennett quotes Aesop: “There is no trea- 
sure without toil.” He might have done 
better to quote Marx’s gloss on this old 
truism: that the one who toils is not always, 
or even usually, the one to whom the trea- 
sure goes. Bennett quotes Edgar Guest in- 
veighing against negative thinking: “Can’t 
is a word none should speak without blush- 
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ing;/To utter it should be a symbol of 
shame . . ./Arm against it as a creature of 
terror,/And all that you dream of you 
someday shall gain.” 

It’s not, I think, that Bennett believes life 
is always, and invariably, fair, or that suc- 
cess always goes to the most virtuous. No 
one who has gotten as far as he in the sor- 
did world of politics could possibly believe 
such patent nonsense. He is certainly 
aware — contrary to his favorite clichés — 
that slow and steady does not always win 
the race, that honesty is not always the best 
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BENNETT: 


policy, that not all who persevere will con- 
quer in the end. But he honestly believes 
that it is best that others accept his favorite 
truisms as true. He knows better — but 
they should not. The Book of Virtues does 
not, in the end, practice what it preaches: it 
is, despite the 60-some pages Bennett de- 
votes to the virtue of honesty, an exercise 
in duplicity. 

None of this, of course, is altogether 
new. Those in positions of authority have 
always had a weakness for this particular 
brand of situational ethics. The historian 
William Graebner, studying high-school- 
commencement addresses from the 1950s, 
detected a subtle difference in the mes- 
sages given to middle-class students on the 
college track and to their working-class 
counterparts in the trade schools. Both 
were counseled to strive for “maturity” — 
which at the time was the highest of all 
virtues, the one that subsumed the rest. But 
virtue meant different things for those in 
different locations on the social totem pole. 
For the middle-class youngsters, the matu- 
rity they aspired to was all about leader- 
ship, initiative, the art of command. For the 
working-class youngsters, maturity was a 
less inspiring ideal: it meant punctuality, 
obedience, a resigned acceptance of their 
lot in life. 
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replacing reality with 
mawkishly childish truisms. 
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And so it goes today. For, say, the aver- 
age inner-city teenager, the politics of 
virtue means little more than having to lis- 
ten to a great many more patronizing 
speeches about the virtues of just saying 
no. For the Virtuecrats, it’s another oppor- 
tunity to bask in the glow of their pre- 
sumed moral superiority. 

The Virtuecrat, in spreading his or her 
particular brand of uplift, invariably as- 
sumes the stance of a stern parent, deliver- 
ing patronizing sermons to the children (or 
to adults who are assumed to be essentially 
children). The Virtuecrat is always 
talking down to the audience — and, 
as with a stern parent, behind the 
words lies the threat of punishment. 


Moral lassitude 

It’s easy for the Virtuecrats to tell 
who needs these stern words the most: 
material failure, in their view, is gener- 
ally indicative of moral lassitude, and so 
the poor face the brunt of such moreal- 
izing. According to Senator Charles 
Robb, for example, the problems faced 
by the black poor stem not from racism 
but from “self-defeating patterns of be- 
havior, the new enemy within.” (Robb; 
whose political future is now in doubt 
due to his various improprieties, sexual 
and otherwise, is undoubtedly some- 
thing of an expert on self-defeating pat- 
terns of behavior.) 

Neoconservative economist Glenn 
Loury, in a recent article in the Times 
Literary Supplement, makes if anything 
a starker argument. Loury complains 
about “the disappearance of virtue 
from American discourse,” and blames the 
“liberation” movements of the 1960s (he 
puts the word in quotes) for robbing public 
debate of the moral terms needed to ad- 
dress what is, in his mind, fundamentally a 
moral crisis. Loury, who is black, blames 
inner-city poverty largely on “patterns of 
bad or self-destructive behavior adopted by 
young people in these communities. . . . 
Stated directly and without benefit of eu- 
phemism, current conditions in poor black 
communities reveal as much about the dis- 
integration of urban black society as they 
do about the indifference or hostility or 
racism of white society.” But no one can 
speak honestly about this disintegration, 
Loury claims, because “moral” language is 
no longer permissible in politics. “Put sim- 
ply, clear expressions of fear, disgust, dis- 
may, contempt, shame — sentiments which 
we all know are widespread — have no 
place in our political discourse.” And thus 
we all suffer. 

Actually, fear and contempt, far from be- 
ing absent in the discussion, have a long 
(and hardly noble) tradition in American 
political discourse. On the stump in the late 
1850s, for example, Abraham Lincoln 
blamed the financial failures of the poor on 


their own carelessness and lack of disci-

pline; for him, upward mobility was not 
only an ideal but a duty, and those who 
could not climb the ladder deserved to be 
trodden upon. “If any continue through life 
in the condition of the hired laborer,” he 
explained, “it is not the fault of the system, 
but because of either a deperident nature 
which prefers it, or improvidence, folly, or 
singular misfortune.” Few among the 
poverty pundits today would be so gener- 
ous as to include the possibility of misfor- 
| tune as a cause for failure. 
| Such expressions of fear and contempt 
| generally reveal more about the speaker 
| than they do about the subject at hand. 
| The politics of virtue has much to do with 
| the making of assumptions and surprising- 
ly little to do with careful consideration of 
the facts. “Discussing the problems of 
poor African-Americans in terms of values 
| obscures many urgent issues confronting 
policymakers,” historian Stephanie Coontz 
| has noted. “For example, a recent study of 
| three different ethnic neighborhoods in 
| Brooklyn, New York, all relatively poor, 
found few differences in premarital sexual 
activity and responsibility between blacks 
| and whites. . . . Indeed, in one national 
| study, poor African-American, officially 
| absent fathers actually had more contact 
with their children and gave them more in- 
formal support than did white, middle- 
class absent fathers.” 
It’s not exactly a coincidence that the 
pronouncements of the Virtuecrats are of- 
| ten at such remarkable variance with the 
facts. The Virtuecrats are actually not terri- 
| bly interested in the real world: theirs is a 
symbolic politics, an opportunity for more- 
or-less comfortable Americans to blame the 
various uncertainties and injustices of the 
| world on a set of convenient scapegoats. 
Theirs is, above all, a politics of vindic- 
tiveness, of narrow intolerance. These are 
the people who blame the “breakdown” of 
American society on lesbians and gays, on 
| immigrants, on the “dissolute” poor. These 
| are the proponents of political “tough love” 
| that is more tough than loving: work-or- 
| starve welfare reforms, three-strikes-and- 
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you’re-out mandatory sentencing laws, and 
on and on. (Again, not much of this is new. 
Abraham Lincoln was not only a forerun- 
ner of modern poverty theory, but he was 
also an early proponent of “tough love.” 
Bennett includes in The Book of Virtues a 
letter from Lincoln denying a loan to his 
stepbrother, John D. Johnston, whose fi- 
nancial difficulties, Lincoln felt, were a re- 
sult of “some defect in . . . conduct.”) 
Nowhere is the vindictive anger underly- 
ing the politics of virtue more obvious than 
with the issue of crime — or, more precise- 
ly, the issue of punishment. In her appropri- 
ately titled A Rage To Punish, former crimi- 
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for laws that do not reduce crime but cost 
billions of dollars each year.” 


ing in platitudes 

But it would be hypocritical to attack the 
Virtuecrats for their hypocrisy: most don’t 
even pretend to exemplify the virtues they 
so righteously preach. Oliver North, for 
example, who speaks eagerly and often of 
the virtues of virtue, is best known, after 
all, for failing to exhibit much of the virtue 
of honesty, at least when explaining his ac- 
tions to Congress. But, as his media advis- 
er, Mike Murphy, explained to Newsweek, 
it’s more important to talk a good game

nal-court judge Lois G. Forer notes that the 
United States imprisons more people than 
any other country in the world. Over the 
last several decades, the criminal-justice 
system that has grown harsher and more 
punitive: incarceration rates, which re- 
mained relatively stable from the 1920s un- 
til the early 1970s, have since then more 
than doubled. We spend more on prisons 
than on education — and yet our crime 
rates remain stubbornly high. 

Punishment, Forer notes, is designed 
less and less as a means of deterrence and 
more and more as a kind of symbolic re- 
venge. In one 1984 poll, Americans cited 
“vengeance” more often than “deterrence” 
as their prime reason for supporting capi- 
tal punishment. “The rage to punish is a 
costly American obsession,” Forer argues. 
“One must ask why Americans and their 
elected representatives believe that punish- 
ment is moral, what justification there is 


about virtue than to exemplify it in your 
own life. “It’s not the politician’s own 
character that gets him credit,” Murphy 
suggests. “It’s whether he’s willing to 
stand up and say there is a moral crisis — 
in illegitimacy, crime, education.” 

North, now running for Senate in Vir- 
ginia, exemplifies what clearly is the prime 
virtue of the new Virtuecrats: certainty. As 
Lynn Rosellini notes in U.S. News and 
World Report, North brings a “zealous sense 
of mission to his Senate campaign.” But 
zealotry is hardly an unambiguous virtue, if 
a virtue at all. “Anyone who thinks the Lord 
has raised him up to do special deeds tends 
to see his critics as agents of darkness, and 
North is no exception,” Rosellini writes. 
“His world is peopled by saints and sinners, 
and he delights in pointing out the latter. 
Expressions like ‘radical homosexuals,’ 
‘militant feminists,’ ‘pro-abortion fanatics’ 
and ‘cultural elites’ roll from his tongue like 
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caustic kisses from the Lord.” 

Similarly certain is Rush Limbaugh, who 
in his latest book, See, I Told You So, cele- 
brates “old-fashioned virtues like fidelity, 
chastity, sobriety, self-restraint, self-disci- 
pline and self-reliance, and responsibility.” 
Tellingly, Limbaugh leaves “humility” off 
his list. 

But that’s not the only virtue Limbaugh 
has trouble with. Though Limbaugh help- 
fully provided a back-cover blurb for his 
friend Bill Bennett’s book (describing it as 
“a superb collection, certain to fortify you 
and yours for a lifetime of morality, good- 
ness and right thinking”), he doesn’t seem 
to have read it very carefully. Bennett cele- 
brates, among other things, the virtue of 
compassion. Limbaugh is not so sure com- 
passion is a virtue at all; in fact, he devotes 
considerable time on his shows and in his 
writings to ridiculing liberal “compassion 
fascists.” In See, I Told You So, his only 
concession to the notion comes in the midst 
of a clumsily grandiloquent plea for lower 
taxes, arguing that people will naturally be- 
come more compassionate if they don’t 
have to “fear that an excessive portion of 
their earnings will be confiscated.” Silly me 
— I thought virtue was its own reward. 

It’s not hard to point out the logical falla- 
cies and inconsistencies of the politics of 
virtue. Logic, after all, is not the point. The 
new invocations of virtue have a powerful 
irrational appeal, giving people a sense of 
control over a life that often seems out of 
control. Virtue is, above all, an orderly ideal. 

And that is part of the problem. For life 
is not orderly — and not only life in gen- 
eral, but our own lives in particular. We 
are all a mass of desires and longings. 
There is much in all of us that is far from 
virtuous — and most of us, if we have 
been “civilized” at all, feel shame and guilt 
about our hidden depravities. 

The politics of virtue is, in its essence, an 
attempt to project our uneasiness about our 
own forbidden desires onto others. And that 
is why it is so often harsh and punitive. 
Those who are perpetually eager to find the 
faults in others would do better to turn their 
attention inward. There they would be likely 
to learn something about real human frailty, 
real human faults — and they would be 
likely to learn something, as well, about the 
virtue of forgiveness. Q

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NE LOOK AT THE EVER-EXPANDING PRICE TAG OF 

the Central Artery/Tunnel Project and there’s 

little doubt why taxpayers sense something is 

amiss with the largest public-works project in the coun- 

try: in the mid 1980s, the cost was estimated at $2.5 bil- 

lion. One year ago, the price stood at $6.4 billion. Today, 

project officials say it’s $7.7 billion, of which 85 percent 
will come from the federal government. 

As costs rise and the project’s completion date contin- 
ues to be pushed back (the project is now at least six 
years behind schedule, and set to be finished in 2004), 
state officials offer a litany of explanations. Unmapped 
utility lines, unanticipated soil conditions, weather delays, 
community opposition to the design of a bridge that will 
span the Charles River — all have been cited as culprits. 

Throw into the mix the inherently complex nature of 
building a 3.1-mile tunnel under Boston Harbor to Logan 
Airport and replacing the elevated Central Artery with an 
underground expressway and, officials say, there is good 
reason why their estimates have been so far off. 

But an investigation by the Phoenix into one of the first 
major construction contracts completed on the project — 
relocating the Porter Street sewer line, in East Boston — 
tells another story. Indeed, for taxpayers concerned about 
how their money is being spent, Porter Street is an in- 
structive and disturbing case study. 

State documents obtained by the Phoenix through the 
Freedom of Information Act show a project beset by mis- 
management and lax oversight. Enough so that a contract 
that was originally awarded for $20 million is now worth 
$31 million — an increase of 55 percent — and was 
completed three months late. 

State records also show that project officials, in their 
attempts to avoid further costly delays and to compensate 
for design and management mistakes, routinely ordered 
contractors to proceed with extra work before settling on 


_& price. It’s a practice that construction engineers say not 
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only contributes to escalating costs but also encourages 
contractors to submit inflated “cost proposals,” knowing 
the final price will be negotiated. (A proposal, in this case, 
is a contractor’s cost submission for extra work that may 
be done before or after a final price is settled on and ap- 
proved by project officials.) 

In fact, state documents reveal that officials from the 
lead contractor on the Porter Street project — J.M. 
Cashman, Inc., of Quincy — agreed during negotiations 
to drop or reduce more than $5 million in costs that it 
had originally claimed as due compensation for work per- 
formed by it and its subcontractors. 

Some of those cost adjustments were the result of ac- 
counting mistakes and the give-and-take that is often part 
of negotiations over compensation for extra work. But in 
other cases, where work had already been completed, 
project supervisors confronted Cashman with field 
records kept by on-site engineers that contradicted the 
company’s cost claims. 

In addition, project officials on numerous occasions 
said cost proposals from Cashman and its subcontrac- 
tors were “excessive” and “without merit,” or lacked 
proper documentation. One of those extra-work pro- 
posals was a $3.4 million claim by Cashman for “ex- 
tended overhead,” which would have boosted what was 
originally a $20 million contract to at least $34 million 
— a 72 percent increase. 

Project officials argued that Cashman was already 
compensated for the work that included the disputed 
overhead claim. Cashman disagreed, and appealed by 
submitting another cost proposal, according to project 
spokeswoman P.A. Carr. That, too, was denied, she 
says. When informed by the Phoenix that their latest 
proposal had been denied, Cashman officials declined to 
say whether they would pursue legal action to recover 


those costs.

Project officials’ challenge of Cashman’s $3.4 million 
bill was not the only time the contractor was questioned 
about its overhead-cost claims. 

In November 1992, for example, Cashman submitted a 
$557,349 extra-work proposal. The proposal contained a 
charge that caused the state’s project managers to cry 
foul: the company claimed for itself $10,877 in overhead 
costs for a subcontractor’s work. 

During price negotiations, state records show, project 
managers reminded Cashman that its contract prohibited 
such mark-ups — and for good reason. Unlimited ap- 
proval of overhead costs for subcontracted work would al- 
low contractors to tack on unearned charges for every 
subcontractor they hire. The more subcontractors, the 
more built-in charges. It’s a practice known by engineers 
in the construction industry as “cost pyramiding.” 

Cashman withdrew the claim, according to state records 
| of that meeting. The company also agreed to lower nu- 

merous other costs and to narrow the project’s scope. 
Cashman ultimately accepted $152,196 for the work. 

Yet several months later, Cashman submitted another 
claim for overhead costs for a subcontractor’s work — 
this time for $2929. Project officials again refused to al- 
low the charge — one of at least seven attempts by Cash- 
man to claim about $25,000 in overhead costs for work 
performed by subcontractors, according to state records. 
Documents show that on at least two occasions “NO!” 
was scrawled in the margins of the state’s copy of Cash- 
man’s cost submittal for subcontractors’ overhead; slashes 
were put through the figures. 

Though state records show that Cashman eventually 
agreed to withdraw the claims, company spokeswoman 
Ellen Marlette says, “We have no recollection of dropping 
specific charges for specific reasons. We agreed to an ag- 
gregate figure.” 

At the same time, Marlette says, “We are entitled to that 
[overhead] mark-up. This is standard 
industry procedure. We defend that.” 

But project officials evidently be- 
lieved otherwise, citing standard claus- 
es in the state’s construction contracts. 
Project watchdogs say it’s unclear 
whether other Big Dig contractors 
have tried to claim overhead costs for 
subcontractors’ work. 

Some of those same watchdogs, 
however, worry that the Porter Street 
project’s ongoing cost problems are a 
strong indication that the $7.7 billion 
estimate may soon be obsolete. 

“This confirms some of my worst 
fears about the project,” says Thomas 
Hammond Jr., director of the Massa- 
chusetts House Post Audit and Over- 
sight Bureau. The House Post Audit 

.and Oversight Committee, of which 
the bureau is a part, earlier this year 
opened hearings on the artery/tunnel 
project. 

“In the private sector, people try to 
get paid for whatever they think they 
can get paid for,” Hammond says. 
“From their perspective, they might as 
well keep trying. I think it’s incumbent 
on the state’s project managers to 
make sure the contractor’s persistence 
isn’t necessarily rewarded. I think this 
is something we may need to look at 
ourselves.” 

In addition to its work on the Porter 
Street project, state officials have also 
begun scrutinizing J.M. Cashman — 
whose president, Jay Cashman, heads 
the influential trade group Construc- 
tion Industries of Massachusetts — on 
a number of other fronts. For example: 

* The state attorney general’s office 
last year opened a criminal investiga- 
tion into alleged wrongdoing involving 
extra work J.M. Cashman performed 
on the $4.3 billion Boston Harbor 
cleanup, for which the company is the 
lead contractor. 

* The AG's office is also planning.a.. 
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” Artery. Critics say lax management has led to! 


a rush-hour atmosphere on the artery/tunnel project,/ 


connection with the Harbor cleanup, charging the firm 
dumped tons of fill it removed from Deer Island onto 
protected wetlands and a hazardous-waste site in Lynn 
(“State Plans To Sue Harbor Contractor,” News, April 
8, 1994). Sources say the state and Cashman represen- 
tatives are in the midst of negotiations. 

¢ Last year, the Massachusetts Water Resources Au- 
thority (MWRA), which is managing the Harbor cleanup, 
fined the company $276,754. The MWRA said J.M. Cash- 
man used women and minority subcontractors in name 
only to win multimillion-dollar contracts that fulfilled mi- 
nority set-aside laws. The company denies the allegation 
and is challenging the fine. 

¢ And two months ago, artery/tunnel officials stopped 
dirt-disposal operations after state Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection (DEP) investigators found that sed- 
iment from dirt piles placed by J.M. Cashman onto Spec- 
tacle Island had slid into Boston Harbor. Noting the po- 
tential damage to the Harbor’s ecosystem, DEP commis- 
sioner Tom Power said, “Obviously, someone was not re- 
ally paying attention.” 


Work now, bill later 

The more than $5 million shaved off Cashman’s request 
for payment for extra work on the Porter Street project 
shows a certain level of scrutiny by the Big Dig’s privately 
contracted managers — a joint venture of two corporate 
giants, Bechtel Corporation and Parsons Brinkerhoff 
Quade & Douglas, Inc. 

But critics say the state is in large part responsible for 
the disputes with J.M. Cashman. Because the state wanted 
to avoid more of the same costly delays that have plagued 
the project since it began, Bechtel/Parsons and state offi- 
cials put the Porter Street contract on the fast track. The 
upshot: Bechtel/Parsons routinely negotiated, and the 
state approved, a price for the no-bid extra work given to 
J.M. Cashman after the work had been performed. 

“The cart is before the horse,” says one former state 
civil engineer familiar with the Porter Street contract. 
“Where else in state government do they get a contractor 
on board, have him do all the work, fill out his time sheets, 


then ask him to fill out a proposal? In this case, Cashman 
is simply following the incentives put in front of it. The in- 
centives are: put in a fat proposal and go for all you can.” 

Because Bechtel/Parsons has been awarded contracts 
both to design and to manage the artery/tunnel project, 
some critics have warned that taxpayers’ interests are not 
being served (“Gold-Diggers,” News, February 26, 
1993). The reason, they say, is clear: how likely is it that 
Bechtel/Parsons, the management firm, will acknowledge 
a design flaw by Bechtel/Parsons, the design firm, as the 
cause of a cost overrun — particularly when it can just as 
easily attribute such problems to unanticipated job-site 
conditions? 

Exacerbating the problem, says a 1990 report issued by 
the state inspector general, is the Massachusetts Highway 
Department’s “wholesale dependence” on Bechtel/Par- 
sons, which the report says “is cause for genuine alarm.” 
As of March 1994, the highway department, which has fi- 
nal say over project-management decisions, had 39 full- 
time workers on the project. Bechtel/Parsons had 1031. 

The Porter Street sewer relocation typifies this arrange- 
ment’s perils. Design and management mistakes resulted in 
two contractors that were working on different phases of 
the project being on the same work site at the same time. 

“The major problem currently at hand is that [the con- 
tractors] are literally walking all over each other,” accord- 
ing to an October 1992 letter to project supervisors from 
a J.M. Cashman official. 

Bechtel/Parsons, though, was not held financially ac- 
countable. Instead, to prevent further delays and acceler- 
ate its construction schedule, the state’s project managers 
ordered J.M. Cashman to work overtime 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, company president Jay Cashman said 
in a written statement to the Phoenix. This accelerated 
schedule was responsible for $6.5 million of the $11 mil- 
lion cost overrun, he wrote. 

“There doesn’t seem to be any bottom-line accountabili- 
ty here,” says Dr. David Tuerck, executive director of the 
Beacon Hill Institute, a conservative economic think tank 
that’s part of Suffolk University. Last year the institute is- 
sued a critical report on cost overruns on the project and 
estimated that, at current rates, the to- 
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save time — — but'it can also be costly. A case i in psn fom ter Str 
erline-relocation project: — . 

On August 6, 1993, J.M. Cashman requested $228, 632 to build on install . 
two extra concrete tubes (or “ducts") to carry utility wires. But afte 
field logs and engineering reports, the state’s Big Dig project mane 
Cashman’s cost proposal unsupported. A discussion of the proposal in a ‘Novem 
ber 1993 Massachusetts Highway Department interoffice memo concluded: “The — 
contractor's proposal does not have any verifiable back-up documentation to jus- 
tify the costs.” 

Before Bechtel/Parsons negotiators went to the bargaining ihe records show 
they decided to offer JM. Cashman $165,000. J.M Cashman had already com- 
pleted work on the ducts when its representatives met that December with Sect 
tel/Parsons negotiotors. : 

“B/PB [Bechtel/Parsons Brinkerhoff] began negotiation explaining to IMC 
[Cashman] that they had performed an audit of the JMC proposal versus B/PB’s 
field records and could not find justification of numerous costs and expenses — 
claimed by JMC,” according to the state’s record of that meeting. 

Cashman representatives asked how Bechtel/Parsons arrived at its offer, and 
then countered with a proposal of $190,000. Calling the figure “excessive,” 
Bechtel/Parsons countered with an offer of $175,000. When all was said and 
done, both sides settled for $179,423 — $14,423 above what the state’s manr- 
agers had set out to pay and $49,209 below what Cashman had originally said 
was a fair price. 

A good deal for taxpayers? Not necosaerily Before work was begun, an inde- 
pendent assessor enlisted by project managers had estimated the ctirengir cl 
$88,194. at ae ) after 
such as labor and equipment, that had e -eede 
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tal cost of the artery/tunnel would 
climb to more than $12.4 billion. 

“The record of the Porter Street 
outfall project is a good illustration of 
how little control the taxpayer has over 
the cost of large-scale public projects,” 
Tuerck says. “The record points to a 
process in which two parties [Bech- 
tel/Parsons and Cashman], neither of 
which bears the ultimate cost of fi- 
nancing the project, negotiate potential 
overruns on the basis of criteria under- 
stood only by them. The result, as we 
see, is a more-than-50 percent cost 
overrun limited only by Bechtel’s will- 
ingness to modify some of the numer- 
ous contract amendments submitted to 
it under the pressure of completion 
deadlines.” 

Peter Zuk, the artery/tunnel project 
director for the Massachusetts High- 
way Department, declined repeated re- 
cent requests by the Phoenix to com- 
ment on the Porter Street contract. 
But in an interview last year, Zuk said 
of the then-incomplete sewer project: 
“I admit to you that we make mis- 
takes. In a public project this size, in 
retrospect, you would say you’d do 
things differently.” 


Exceptions to the rule 


Extra-work orders — which ulti- 
mately become the basis for contractu- 
al “change orders” and, thus, more 
money — are reviewed by several par- 
ties. In theory, the Massachusetts 
Highway Department and the Federal 
Highway Administration (FHWA) first 
review and approve the need for extra 
work. A work description is then for- 
warded to the contractor, which in 
turn submits a price proposal to pro- 
ject officials. The state’s project man- 
ager, in this case Bechtel/Parsons, is 
then mm to review and negotiate 
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and, ultimately, the highway depart- 
ment’s board of commissioners sign off 
on the negotiated price before work is to 
begin. 

But with the Porter Street contract, 
project officials deviated from this pro- 
cess, which was designed to check po- 
tential exorbitant costs. Even Cashman 
officials, according to records obtained 
by the Phoenix, had reservations about 
the project’s emphasis on haste. 

“Virtually every change order from 
the Massachusetts Highway Department 
on this project has been issued with the 
direction to proceed immediately, allow- 
ing no time for a proposal to be submit- 
ted and negotiated prior to start work- 
ing,” wrote Cashman’s senior project 
engineer, William Spielvogel, in a May 
1993 letter to Bechtel/Parsons’s resi- 
dent engineer. “In many cases these 
change orders are issued sometime after 
the work is complete.” The letter voiced, 
among other things, J.M.Cashman’s 
concerns about going ahead with more 
extra work before a price was ham- 
mered out, and the lack of timely pay- 
ment under such conditions. 

Because delaying a project while price 
proposals are being negotiated and ap- } 
proved can cost a lot of money, con- 
struction experts say that starting work 
before a price is agreed on is sometimes 
in everyone’s best interest. But that ap- 
proach should be an exception, accord- 
ing to three construction engineers in- 
terviewed by the Phoenix. 

Along with leaving open the possibility 
of expensive litigation and prolonged 1+ 
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In 1990, several months before construction work began on the multibillion- 
dollar Central Artery/Tunnel Project, the US attorney's office in Boston set up o 
fraud-and-corruption telephone hotline to field reports of malfeasance on the 
Big Dig. That phone line has since been disconnected. Recent newspaper re- 
ports suggest it may be time to reconnect: 

* In February 1993, the Phoenix reported that state officials and the private 
joint venture hired to manage the project — Bechtel/Parsons Brinkerhoff — 
had approved millions of dollars in questionable no-bid contract amendments 
known as “change orders.” The story cited politics, mismanagement, and insuf- 
ficient oversight as being at the root of the overruns. 

¢ In March 1994, the Boston Globe reported that the FBI is investigating al- 
legations of fraud involving a number of construction companies working on 
the Big Dig. The financial abuses reportedly included double-illing, subcon- 
tractor over-billing, contractbid collusion, and the submission of false insur- 
ance claims. In the same issue, the Globe wrote that a US Transportation De- 
partment report had attributed cost overruns on the $7.7 billion project to =! 
“Massachusetts politics,” “overwhelmed” oversight, and a lack of planning. 

* Last week, the Boston Herald reported that Governor William Weld’s chief 
campaign fundraiser, Peter Berlandi, represents a construction firm that is seek- 
ing millions of dollars in contract changes for its work on the project. The con- 
tract changes must be approved by the Massachusetts Highway Department, 
which is replete with Weld appointees, and Bechtel/Parsons, for whom Berlan- 
di also works as a consultant. 








cost disputes — such as the $3.4 mil- 
lion disagreement over “extended overhead” costs — 
there are other potential pitfalls. 

For instance, had project officials routinely signed 
“lump sum” contract amendments with Cashman for ex- 
tra work, the total price would have been agreed on be- 
forehand; the firm would have been required to stay with- 
in the specified amount or risk cutting into its profit mar- 
gins. But Big Dig managers typically approve contract 
amendments for extra work under which the firm’s prof- 
its are guaranteed regardless of the final cost — which 
adds to the potential for abuse, says Richard C. Vaughn, 
a professor emeritus of engineering at lowa State Univer- 
sity and author of several engineering books, including 
Legal Aspects of Engineering. 

“The risks involved in construction are assumed by the 


owner,” says Vaughn. (In this case, the “owners” are the 
state and federal governments.) “He does not know with 
any certainty what the project will cost until it’s complete. 
This is the problem. Since the profit is tied to costs, the 
costs may be quite high. As we have found in the military, 
$800 toilet seats might pop up. There is no real control 
over it. The contractor has what amounts to an incentive 
to dishonesty — a financial reward for running up costs. 
And the pressure of competition can cause even the most 
honest contractor to wonder whether he shouldn’t hedge a 
little here and there.” 

It’s for that reason that the federal government now re- 
frains from such extra-work orders in all but special cases, 
says Neil Lichtenstein, a US Navy engineer who manages 
ship-overhaul projects along the East Coast.

q “We shy away from that kind of ar- 
rangement because of how much moni- 
toring is required to confirm what the 
contractor claims is spent,” Lichtenstein 
says. “It just takes too much manpower.” 

When those cases do arise, Lichten- 
stein says, contractors must sign a “Not 
to Exceed” contract-modification form, 
which requires them to get permission 
before proceeding with further work 
once a pre-determined dollar amount is 
reached. 

Artery/tunnel spokeswoman P.A. Carr 
declined to respond to the Phoenix’s re- 
peated inquiries about whether such 
stipulations are applied to Big Dig con- 
tractors. 


Tough talk 


Without conducting a complete audit 
of each Porter Street contract, it’s diffi- 
cult to discern how thoroughly Bech- 
tel/Parsons’s engineers monitored labor, 
equipment, and materials used by con- 
tractors for extra work on the Porter 
Street project. What’s clear, however, is 
that though some field records kept by 
Bechtel/Parsons engineers supported 
3 Cashman’s claims, there were also nu- 
merous discrepancies between those 
field records and cost proposals submit- 
ted by Cashman. 

On one extra-work proposal, for in- 
stance, there was “a $25,000 difference 
from what JMC [Cashman] proposed 
and what B/PB_ [Bechtel/Parsons 
Brinkerhoff] could justify,” according to 
state records. J.M. Cashman questioned 
Bechtel/Parsons’s documentation, but 
eventually accepted $65,000 for the 
work — $21,000 below what it had originally proposed 
as fair compensation and $4000 above what project man- 
agers had set out to pay. The project’s “Record of Negoti- 
ation” attributes part of the state’s raised offer in this case 
to an unexplained “business decision.” 

And it’s those types of business decisions — in which 
contractors can bargain for higher compensation — that 
critics say underscore the inherent flaw in postwork price 
negotiations. 

“The problem I’ve seen is the government isn’t as vigi- 
lant on the other side of the table,” says the House Post 
Audit Bureau’s Thomas Hammond. “Ultimately, you have 
to establish that your representation is extra tough at the 
bargaining table. If you don’t establish that up-front, the

contractor is going to put in for as much as it can.” 

Part of that toughness, says the former state engineer 
who reviewed the Porter Street records, should be holding 
contractors responsible for repeatedly submitting claims 
that project managers determine are unjustified. 

“What contractors can do is try to get away with whatev- 
er they can in the hope they won’t get caught,” he says. 
“And if they are caught, they won’t get punished. Usually 
all that’s done is they cut back the price . . . and they’re 
free to try it again.” 

Indeed, on the Porter Street job, the state routinely al- 
lowed J.M. Cashman to drop what project officials said 
were questionable parts of its cost proposal, apparently 
without consequences. In one bargaining session, for in- 
stance, state records read: “Contractor agreed that certain 
indirect costs were excessive or without merit and would 
be withdrawn.” For a variety of reasons, that contract 
change was ultimately negotiated down from Cashman’s 
proposed $9.3 million to $6.1 million — more than half 
the $11 million in extra costs project officials approved for 
the entire Porter Street project. 

On another extra-work project, the state’s managers re- 
fused to approve payment to Cashman for labor and equip- 
ment it claimed for work done entirely by a subcontractor. 
“Cashman took no exception to this deletion,” according 
to the state’s record of the meeting. 

Cashman spokeswoman Ellen Marlette offers this expla- 
nation for any disparities between J.M. Cashman’s propos- 
als for work already performed and what the state shows in 
its on-site records: 

“In the heat of getting things done, if there are small dis- 
crepancies, they would be largely clerical in nature — at 
their worst. We stand by our record-keeping. We are 
scrupulous in maintaining records of time and materials in 
accordance with the highest of industry standards.” 

Asked why J.M. Cashman on many occasions accepted 
payment that was substantially lower than what it originally 
said it cost to do the work, Marlette replied, “Like in any 
business, there is room for negotiation. Virtually every 
business transaction is replete with negotiation, and it is 
simply in the climate of doing business that these adjust- 
ments are made. . . . We may have agreed to a different 
dollar amount, but we have no recollection of acknowledg- 
ing that we billed for anything improper or inappropriate.” 

For every questionable cost proposal the state catches, 
Hammond wonders how many of them get by the state’s 
project managers, who must plow through the blizzard of 
paperwork that comes with any project this size. 

“The Massachusetts Highway Department simply can’t 
get to the level of detail to do the kind of oversight that’s 
necessary on a project of this magnitude,” Hammond says. 
“Then the question is: if they’re not doing it, are you com- 
fortable with Bechtel/Parsons? It becomes a question of 
who is watching whom. 

“There clearly has to be more oversight from the feds on 
this project. You need someone with resources and detach- 
ment. I don’t believe the state has the resources for it. And 
you would think that since they’re paying the bulk of the 
money, they would be more determined to protect their in- 
terests.” 

The Federal Highway Administration’s Boston office has 
only six full-time professionals — a project manager and 
five engineers — keeping an eye on the artery/tunnel pro- 
ject, according to the FHWA’s Massachusetts Division ad- 
ministrator, Donald Hammer. 

From those numbers, it’s clear that even though the fed- 
eral government is funding most of the project, it’s trust- 
ing the oversight responsibility to the state. That in itself 
may help create a perverse dichotomy: whereas federal of- 
ficials have the most direct incentive to control costs, crit- 
ics say state officials are more concerned about keeping 
the project on track, thus maintaining the flow of money 
and jobs. 

Over the last five years, the state inspector general’s of- 
fice has raised concerns similar to Hammond’s about Big 
Dig oversight in reports on various parts of the project. In 
a March 1990 report, for instance, the IG assailed the 
state’s “cavalier approach to contract management.” Then- 
project director William Twomey called the IG’s assertion 
“off the mark.” 

Other critiques of the artery/tunnel project have been 
similarly dismissed. 

Artery/tunnel director Zuk called another critical report 
issued last year by the IG’s office on the project’s opera- 
tions-control center “fundamentally flawed” and “limited 
by a narrow vision.” 

A report released last March by US Department of 
Transportation inspectors blamed “Massachusetts politics” 
for the slipping deadlines and the dramatic increases in the 
project’s staffing and labor costs. Responding to the allega- 
tions in the Boston Globe, Zuk called the report “factually 
incorrect and blatantly unfair.” 

Despite Zuk’s frustration with overseers’ alleged failure 
to comprehend the full scope and complexity of the pro- 
ject, he nevertheless fends off proposals for additional su- 
pervision that might very well clear up some of the persis- 
tent discrepancies and factual errors his office has criti- 
cized. When the topic of further scrutiny was raised during 
a House Post Audit and Oversight Committee hearing in 
March, Zuk questioned “the value added in that func- 
tion. . . . [I}f anything, I think this is the most overseen 
project in the history of the world.” 

Zuk uses the same broad-brush defense in response to 
questions about the Porter Street sewer project. 

“The Central Artery/Tunnel Project believes that the 
mechanism in place to manage the claims and changes 
process is stringent, effective and acts in the best interest of 
the Commonwealth,” according to a statement issued by 
his office in response to Phoenix inquiries. Q

How come the portraits on coins are always in profile 
but the ones on paper money are always full-face?

An aside to the Teeming Millions: this is not a stupid 
question. This is a great question, although I'll grant 
you Ted Koppel probably isn’t going to devote a show to 
it. Though full-face portraits on coins aren’t completely 
unknown, they’re definitely rare, showing up mostly on 
commemoratives. The reason is that it’s damned hard 
to get a realistic likeness in full-face, given the con- 
straints of the medium. The relief on modern mass-cir- 
culation coins is low, typically just 16/1000ths of an 
inch, which permits them to be cranked out by the boat- 
load on high-speed equipment. That doesn’t give the 
coin designer much room for the detailing that makes a 
full-face portrait recognizable on paper money or on a 
stamp. But shown a profile, you can often tell who’s 
being depicted from the silhouette alone. 

Not that coin designers are necessarily happy about 
the situation. Judging from my investigations in the art 
museums, I’d say most portraitists prefer full-face or 
three-quarter views, no doubt because they are more 
interesting to draw. That’s why you commonly see them 
on paper currency. Occasionally coin designers get a 
chance to do full-face portraits on commemoratives, 
which are more carefully struck and can be made in 
higher relief. Even so, the eye sockets often have to be 
set so deep the subject looks like a famine victim. 

This being the rancorous ’90s, we are now obliged to 
drag in politics. Though profiles have always been com- 
mon on coins, full-face portraits were somewhat in 
vogue in the Middle Ages (mainly because they were 
simple to execute with the primitive tools of the time). 
However, they were totally unrealistic, and as 
Renaissance princes acquired more power they began to 
look askance at the amateurish full-face depictions of 
their august selves. Forsooth, they said, my two-year- 
old could do better than that. Guess I better have the 
royal coiner disemboweled. Mint masters switched to 
the profile pronto. 

Coin historian Richard Dory has dug up two exam- 
ples of English coins illustrating the change during the 
reign of Henry VII, from 1485 to 1509. The portrait on 
the first coin, apparently minted early on, is a nonde- 
script full-face view that could have been most anybody. 
Henry, who had reached the throne by overthrowing his 
predecessor, probably concluded that it would be smart 
to let people know who was in charge, and the later coin 
shows him quite realistically in profile. Or at least it 
shows somebody realistically. Paranoia having been no 
less a factor then than it is today, the subject might have 
been the royal gardener, so as to confuse would-be 
assassins. Be that as it may, profiles on coins have been 
pretty much standard ever since.

Though hardly graphic porn, the 
book explores the author’s troubled 
relationship with her own sexually 
adventurous past. Chernin’s eventual 
acceptance of the period she’s clear- 
ly ashamed of suggests the difficulty 
many women have in making peace 
with their own erotic ego. 

Almudena Grandes’s The Ages of 
Luly ventures into more turbulent 
waters, with a heroine whose sexual 
fapacity is expressed through ever- 
more abject forms of submission. 
Last year this novel took Europe by 
storm, with good reason. Its charac- 
ters are vividly drawn, it’s sexy in 
both matter-of-fact tone and erotic 
detail, and it forces us into the face of 
one of modern feminism’s most dis» 
turbing insolubles: that sexual aggres~ 
sion and free choice lead some wom- 
en to choose humiliation at the hands 
of men. Sex, as Grandes graphically il- 
lustrates, does not conform to the 
rigid prescriptions governing political 
correctness. Her conclusion is not tidy. 

Few of the conclusions in these 
books are. The writers who probe our 
most confounding social questions 
through their erotica this summer don’t 
deign to answer the questions they take 
up; they mean to provoke us into an- 
swers of our own, Erotica, by its very 
nature provocative, turns out to be a 
surprisingly effective goad into the deep 
waters of cultural inspection.

As the name may suggest, of course, Euro comfort 
shoes are not cheap, so before you set out to replace those 
gawd-awful white socks and clunkers, check out the fol- 
lowing guide. You may save yourself a few steps. 


Methodology 


We’ve narrowed the field to shoes that are comfortable 
on the average North American foot, which is a direct de- 
scendant of Fred Flintstone’s: wide across the toes, narrow 
at the heels. If you have the kind of slender, banana-like 
foot that’s comfortable in practically any shoe, you’re prob-

ably not in the market for comfort shoes in the first place. 

We've also considered only those shoes that lend them- 
selves to walks of an hour or more — at least a few miles. 
This eliminates the lower-priced and less serious manufac- 
turers, many of whom offer an improvement over the old 
bunion-builders but aren’t going to cut it on a jaunt from 
Coolidge Corner to the North End. 

In rating each shoe, we focused on both comfort and 
style. A five-star (or five-shoe) rating means the shoe in 
question is an ideal blend of physical support and good 
looks; a fewer-star rating mean the shoe falls short in one 
or both categories. 

Of course, beauty and comfort are in the eyes — and 
on the feet — of the beholder. What feels like walking on 
air to one person may feel agonizing to another. And 
beauty in footwear may mean Birkenstocks to one woman, 
Via Spiga to another. 
Keep in mind that these 
are subjective judgments. 

Finally, a word about 
prices: most high-quality 
comfort shoes cost up- 
wards of $100 — not a minor expenditure. But consider- 
ing there are more than 26 bones, 56 ligaments, 38 mus- 
cles, and several yards of tendons in each of your feet, is 
$100 too much to invest in walking shoes? 


Updated and traditional multi-strap sandal 


* Birkenstocks Se 

Birkenstocks were the first lightweight, cork-soled com- 
fort shoe; after a few wearings, they fit you and you alone, 
and for this reason they retain a strong following. No list- 
ing would be complete without them — Birkies are ex- 
ceedingly comfortable — but they fall a bit short on the 
style factor. Still, if the shoe fits. . . . They cost $80 to 
$85. 


* Joseph Seibel Bie Bic Bee Bee 


This manufacturer makes a very attractive and comfort- 
able three-strap, open-back sandal with the added feature of 


critical items bulging in my pockets or dangling 
from my torso. I’m a devout walker... a 
pavement pounder . . . an observer of people . . . a seeker 
of public toilets. In those early years, | used to pause on the 
sidewalk in front of a StrideRite store and stare longingly 
into the window at the baby shoes — which were shaped 
like actual feet. My fantasy of being ON. equal 


footing with a toddler took many years to realize. 


little bumps on the sole that stimulate circulation in the foot 
as you walk. They feel great. And, though they have the 
same basic adjustable-strap design as Birkies, they’d never 
be mistaken for Birkenstocks. You could wear these with a 
dress and still feel dolled up. A good value at about $80. 


* The Clark “Chelsea” Se Sie 

This one has a design similar to the Seibel: three ad- 
justable straps plus a sling and a sole that’s every bit as 
comfortable. But I find the uppers to be a bit stiff and 
scratchy. They’d take some breaking in before I’d consider 
them high-mileage shoes. In short: you save a little on the 
purchase price, but you need to consider your investment 
in Band-Aids. Cost: about $55. 


* Bama Bee Bee Bio Bee Bee 


I bought my first pairs of Bamas in Germany years ago, 
and I’m happy to see them here now. There are plenty of 
great Bama styles to choose from, all terrifically comfort- 
able. In the multi-strap sandal style, consider the Bama Glad- 
iator sandal, which has an excellent fit, stable placement on 
the foot, and a soft, supportive sole. These go for about $95. 


* Mephisto Bie Bic Bie eo Hee 


Mephisto is, without a doubt, the finest walking shoe 
manufacturer today. I own a pair of the city sandals, 
which resemble the sandals little European boys once 
wore. They are colossally comfortable and cute, in their 
own way. They were the most expensive of all the walking 
shoes I tried, at about $130, but worth every nickel. 
Mephisto has also contributed to the staggering number of 
variations on the adjustable-strap sandal. One style almost 
resembles a woman’s flat, with three straps and a sling; 
another consists of a low wedge with an open back; a 
third, a particularly nice style for dresses, has two straps, a 
sling, and a low wedge. Available in a nice selection of col- 
ors, as well. Cost: $110 to $130.

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Solving the cargo problem... and other accessory tips 


nce you're outfitted with the proper shoes, 
you'll find the best form of everyday trans- 
portation is just beneath your ankles. Soon 
you'll automatically factor in how long it takes to 
walk to work, to the post office, to the grocery 
store, and so on. (Three miles per hour is a 
pretty good clip.) But there are a few 
more things to consider before you’re a 
bona fide road warrior. 
For instance, how do you carry your 
money safely? What if you start to get 
a sunburn and you're far from home? 
How do you carry those papers you 
sabe 4 home from work? What small 
comforts can you tote along easily? 
I always walk with a small survival kit: a 
belly pack containing a few tissues, lip balm, 
chewing gum, dimes for the phone, enough 
cash for cab fare, and a string bag. When it’s 
really hot, I add a lightweight collapsible um- 
brella and a small pump bottle filled with water. 
The lip balm and chewing gum keep me from 
feeling parched. The empty string bag adds al- 
most nothing to my cargo, but expands to tote 
anything I might purchase, or to hold clothes I 
may want to peel off along my route. If I walk at 
midday or under a scorching sun, I bring my tiny 
umbrella for shade (it hangs off the belly-pack strap) 
and the pump bottle, which I use to spray cool water on 
my face. This little bit of luggage keeps me comfortable 
for a much longer hike. I keep a single house-key on a 
lanyard around my neck so I don’t have to carry a wad 
of keys on a chain. And before I do any of the above, I 


coat myself with sunblock instead of body lotion after 
my morning shower. 

The dimes and cab fare home are mostly a safety pre- 
caution, but I also like knowing that I can keep walking 
in a direction I’ve found interesting without worrying 
whether I’ll have the steam to get back. I consider it ad- 


} venture money — it’s what I saved by not using other 


forms of transportation. 
Another tip: take a long-sleeved white shirt with 
you.

Crude fun in the Back Bay

ick’s Last Resort has a 
carefully cultivated im- 
age of crudeness. The 
Dallas-based chain 
swept into town on a 
wave of jocular advertising about how 
sleazy and venal the place is. Lotta mot- 
tos, like “The Shame of the Back Bay.” 
The ad campaign looks a lot like the sell 
for Building 19, with similar cartoons and 
put-downs. The charm of the approach 
goes back to the 50s and to Mad maga- 
zine, written by “the usual gang of idiots.” 

Apparently, the original Dick’s Last Re- 
sort was intended to be a more elegant 
place, but under duress it moved into a 
warehouse and toward this kind of mer- 
chandising. By now, the company has built 
a whole nightclub empire around selling a 
low-rent image in high-rent areas. 

So here we are in some of the most ex- 
pensive retail space in Bos- 
ton, reveling in the fantasy 
that we have just stepped 
into a Texas roadhouse 
where anything goes. 

You sit down at a peeling 
table under a velvet Elvis, 
order a “Bucket from Hell,” 
and listen to a loud rock 


you’re surveying the wreck- 
age — the waitress sits 
down with you and shouts 
over the music, “You ain’t 
finished eating till I say so!” 


One of the more un-Bos- 
ton seasonings at Dick’s 
Last Resort is a soupgon of 
adolescent sexual humor, 
like the EAT ME T-shirts the 
place sells and the running 
gag about oysters on the 
half-shell. When you go 
into the bathrooms, you 
don’t get just condom dis- 
pensers for safety and pay 
phones for escape — you 
get machines full of stupid- 
funny sex toys with lurid come-ons, like 
cock rings and creams to delay male or- 
gasm and pulp-magazine instructions for 
blow jobs. 

It’s all slick and computerized and 
portion-controlled, like a theme park, 
which is pretty much what an 8000- 
square-foot restaurant has to be. But I 
did have a lot of fun at this one, and so 
did my kids. The place may not really be 
a lowlife bar, but it is usefully loud — 
your kids can be as raucous as they 
want, and you won’t really have to talk 
much on that first date. 

The food is vaguely Southern, start- 
ing with a basket of hot molasses bread, 
a dish of coleslaw, and a plate of pick- 
les, olives, carrot sticks, and pickled 
peppers. 

Entrees are remarkably simple, and the 
portions aren’t even that amazing. The 
Buckets from Hell have been devilishly 
outfitted with paper tops that make them 
look full when they actually have a nor- 
mal heap of French fries (skin on — can 
be greasy) in them. The barbecue chick- 
en ($9.95) is a half-chicken on a plate, a 
little undercooked in spots, with the 
sauce mostly burnt on. The lobster in a 
bucket (variably priced) is a whole chick- 
en lobster. That’s a market term for a 
small one, visitors. The fried shrimp 
($12.95) comprises eight nice ones, with

a typical cocktail sauce. There are also 
pretty good barbecued shrimp (really 
grilled on a skewer) for $13.95. Plus 
pretty dull boiled shrimp ($9.95), and a 
combination platter of all three ($13.95). 

The full slab of pork ribs ($13.95) is a 
genuine rack, with no taste of fire or 
smoke but a reasonable amount of meati- 
ness to the fattiness. Again, the sauce is 
burned on in a manner that my faction of 
barbecue fans considers very amateurish. 

The “wine” list runs to a collection of 
world beers in bottles. One cute trick is 
to serve a 20-ounce bottle of Heineken 
like champagne, in a bucket of ice. 

The blackboard menu challenges, Ask 
ABOUT OUR DEZOITS. 

I had to read that one out loud to get 
the New Orleans/Brooklyn inflection 
right: “Okay, what aboutcha dezoits?” 

Our particular waitress sounded a lot 
less New Orleans than Revere Beach. 
“Snickah’s Bah Pie” was her best idea. 
It’s a kind of peanut-butter/cheesecake 
thing with a pie shell, 
chocolate chips, nuts, and 
such. Trés Southern. The 
joke dessert was the 
“Kevawkian,” the next iter- 
ation of death-by-choco- 
late jokes. The actual de- 
vice is a moderately dan- 
gerous chocolate-mousse 
cake. The apple crisp is 
less like death-by-health 
food than death-to-health 
food. Sour. Very sour. And 
cheesecake out of a box. 

Service at Dick’s Last Re- 
sort, though intentionally 
gruff, was in fact very good. 
And the comic effects are 
the same ones Durgin-Park 
waitresses have used for 
generations. The atmo- 
sphere is pretty fun, though 
you don’t have much sense 
of place. You could be in a 
Dick’s in Chicago, Texas, 
or California. I am told you 
could be in Johnny Fox’s, in 
Dublin, by the look and 
sound of the place. 

The decoration is eclectic and fun, but 
in a more white-trash kind of way than 
Serendipity3 or TGI Fridays. A trophy 
striped bass. Remington’s clichéd Indian 
print The End of the Trail. A blackboard 
that says DIXIELAND FOREVER. The basic 
rule of this type of decor is that there has 
to be too much stuff for you to take in, 
and if some of it is just a superwide high- 
school picture from 1932, from no place 
in particular, that still works if there is a 
car bumper next to it and the chairs don’t 
match. 

Music is provided most nights by a ro- 
tating selection of bands. Our night was 
Blue-Eyed Sole. Nothing to do with 
Phish. This was in fact an oldies band 
specializing in Big Chill-era soul music 
— pretty “lite,” though they used enough 
Latin percussion to make a rock-cham- 
ber-music effect at times. 

Although I can be cynical about the 
contrivance behind Dick’s Last Resort, 
and the generally unadventurous menu, 
this kind of mass entertainment is what 
America does. And Dick’s Last Resort is a 
good product, a system in which a wait- 
ress can have some fun being a waitress 
and a customer can have some fun being 
a customer. William Carlos Williams 
warned that the pure products of America 
go Mad; but this product is delightfully 
impure, so it’s only Cracked. QO

omic books have come a long way since 
Cr Superheroes still rule the comic uni- 
verse, but they’ve now got competition from 
the likes of Neil Gaimon’s noirish The Sandman, An- 
drew Vacchys’s hard-boiled Hard Looks, and adapta- 
tions of Anne Rice’s vampire chronicles. On the grass- 
roots level, independently published magazines like the 
Boston-based quarterly Don’t Shoot It’s Only Comics 
have emerged to offer underground comics artists a re- 
spectable forum. 
Published by Massachusetts College of Art graduate 
Jef Taylor, Don’t Shoot It’s Only Comics grew out of a 
comics magazine Taylor helped put together at school.

“You will be told,” he writes, “A: comics are not fine 
art (don’t tell Dave Sim, Art Spiegelman, or any Euro- 
pean cartoonist). Or B: you can’t make a career ($$) 
out of comics (don’t tell Eastman and Laird, Matt 
Groening, or anyone at Disney).” 

With a current issue that features 76 pages, a glossy

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area, Newbury Comics, Bibliodrome, and Million Year 
Picnic carry the magazine 

Some of Don’t Shoot’s contributors have found other 
outlets for their work. Locally Ron Rege, whose “Two 
Girls, One Friend” is in Don’t Shoot #10, has done CD- 
cover art for Taang! recording artists Swirlies. Sasha 
Rakezic, a Serbian artist whose work Taylor describes as 
“gloomy and ironic,” and who has contributed to past is- 
sues of Don’t Shoot, has a book coming out on Fanta- 
graphics under his pen name, Alexander Zograf. 

“I’m optimistic about comics reaching Joe Business- 
man and Mary Housewife,” Taylor concludes. “Ten 
years ago The Far Side was considered flagrantly bizarre, 
and now hundreds of panel artists rip off Gary Larsen.”

White magic 


Kieslowski proves all directors are not equal

he first manifestation of the 
title color in Krzysztof Kies- 
lowski’s White is auspicious: 
a pigeon shits on the coat of 
Polish expatriate hairdresser 
Karol Karol (Zbigniew Zamachowski) as 
he shuffles up the stairs to the Paris court- 


room where his wife is waiting to divorce 
him. Traditionally a sign of good luck, the 
pigeon incident instead signals a frenzy of 
everyone shitting on Karol. 

His_beautiful French wife, Dominique 
(Julie Delpy), states as her grounds for di- 
vorce her husband’s impotence. Cross-ex- 
amined by the judge in French through a 
Polish interpreter, Karol is crushed and 
humiliated. “What about equality?” he 
cries. But his comic debasement is just be- 
ginning. After briefly driving the white bus 
in the men’s room, puking out his shame 
and grief, he loses his ATM card and all 
his money, is sought by the police after his 
wife falsely accuses him of setting fire to 
their hairdressing salon, and is left in the 
Métro with a single suitcase and a comb 








on which he plays tunes for spare change. 
The second in Kieslowski’s trilogy of 
films based on the French tricolor and the 
French Revolutionary triad of virtues (last 
year’s sublime and elegiac Blue, focusing 
on “liberty,” came first; Red, based on 
“fraternity” and a triumph at Cannes this 
spring, will follow), White takes as its issue 
“equality” and as its form absurdist black 
comedy. It’s more like an early Roman 
Polanski film than the kind of mystic and 
mystifying enigmas expected from the di- 
rector of Blue and The Double Life of 
Véronique. But White is no less profound, 
poetic, or moving for that; it’s the best 
movie so far this year, if not this decade. 
As Karol, Zbigniew Zamachowski is a 
major reason for the film’s excellence. A 
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pear-shaped loser with a hard edge of 
pathos, determination, and unexpected re- 
sourcefulness, he is the movie’s cohering 
center, his face a mirror first of outra- 
geous misfortune and then of startling cal- 
culation. Kieslowski, who’s known for his 
outstanding direction of such beautiful ac- 
tresses as Véronique’s Irene Jacob and 
Blue’s Juliette Binoche (Binoche mistaken- 
ly steps into the courtroom as Karol makes 
his plea for equality, then promptly disap- 
pears to confront her own destiny in 
Blue), here returns to the lumpen male 
psyche he probed in A Short Film About 
Killing (1988). And he allows Zama- 
chowski to achieve epiphanies of pain and 
resilience, of foolishness and wisdom, 
evoking the Charlie Chaplin on whom the 
director had instructed his actor to base 
the character. 

Karol has a sinister side to his sweet- 
ness, however, and he’s a lot slier and 
more obsessed than his nondescript looks 
would warrant. In the Métro he meets 
Mikolaj (Janusz Gajos, who seems to con- 
tain the pain and humor of all Polish histo- 
ry in his despairing, bemused eyes), a fel- 
low countryman heading back to Warsaw. 
He talks Mikolaj into taking him along — 
hidden in his suitcase for the four-hour 
flight. Carrying only a purloined bust of a 
girl resembling Dominique and a two- 
franc piece, Karol returns to his roots, to 
be beaten up in the middle of a snow-cov- 
ered garbage dump. “Jesus,” he says, 
“home at last.” 

Poland, as he soon learns, is part of Eu- | 
rope now. It’s a Wild East of opportunity, | 
and with genial ruthlessness the returned | 
native restores his equality and then some, | 
first earning money working at his broth- | 
er’s salon, then turning to more lucrative, | 
morally dubious means — black-marke- 
teering, contract killing, real estate. Soon 
he’s the capitalist mogul of a huge, shady 
corporation — and that’s when he puts his 
real scheme into effect. 

It’s ingenious and perverse, and like the 
film itself it unfolds elliptically and with 
sudden bursts of recognition that take 
your breath away. White is much more 
than an ingenious plot, however. It’s 
haunted by images that recur and disperse 
the self-assurance of the narrative and the 
protagonist: the angelic bust, the comb, 
the silver French coin, a flashback to the 
wedding of Karol and Dominique — suf- 
fused with light and the white of her veil, 
the thrown rice, and the wings of pigeons 
taking flight. And there’s another sequence 
that repeats, of a seeming reconciliation, 
which when finally enacted is shocking 
and exhilarating. 

For though at first Dominique seems to 
be the villain, Kieslowski does not accept 
such easy distinctions. In the end she’s a 
tearful, smiling face communicating some 
message of love in a wordless code. Kie- 
slowski may well now be the world’s great- 
est filmmaker; in any event, he’s a master 
at showing how the chaos of the soul and 
the ineluctability of linked human destinies 
(traces of Blue and Red intrude into White, 
reasserting his notion of synchronicity) 
cannot be contained in such abstractions as 
liberty, equality, and fraternity. QO

olish director Krzysztof Kieslowski is known 
pe: his enigmatic, exhilarating, and unhappy 

endings. Blue, the opening installment of his 
tricolor trilogy, begins with a fatal car crash and then 
gets really morose. In White, there seems a chance that 
things just might work out, but once again, tears stain 
the finale. In town promoting the film, White’s star, 
Zbigniew Zamachowski, says that an upbeat reconcilia- 
tion of sorts can be expected in the concluding film, 
Red, in which he also appears, and which received high 
praise (but no prizes) at the Cannes film festival. 

“I think that everything will be clear — what happens 
in Red,” he says through an interpreter. “It’s compara- 
ble to a happy ending, because all the characters of all 
three films meet in the last part.” 

One unhappy ending for Red, however, will be that of 
Kieslowski’s career. As he suggested when conducting 
interviews for Blue, he is retiring from filmmaking after 
the trilogy. 

“Unfortunately, I’m afraid that that’s true,” Zama- 
chowski admits. “But of course we have hope that he’s 
going to be doing more films. I think he is very tired. Be- 
tween the 10 films of The Decalogue {a series based on 
the Ten Commandments, two of which — A Short Film 
About Killing and A Short Film About Love — have been 
released here] and The Double Life of Véronique, plus the 
trilogy, that comes out to 14 films in five years. I think 
that’s probably a world record. No wonder he’s tired.” 


Zamachowski himself has been no slouch since grad- 
uating from acting school, in 1985. He’s been in 40 TV 


_and film productions, playing major parts in 10, He first 


worked with Kieslowski in the last film of The Deca- 
logue; the director approached him with the. role of 
Karol Karol in the trilogy. 

“The conversation with Krzysztof before we filmed 
this movie lasted a half an hour. But I think probably the 
reason for this was we had known each other before and 
because of the trust that he always gives to his actors. 
He told me in playing Karol to remember the roles of 
Charlie Chaplin. He didn’t want me to copy Charlie 
Chaplin, because you can’t do it. But he wanted me to 
have in my mind the aura which surrounds his films. 
And to remember how Chaplin is able to balance what is 
tragic and what is comic in his films. I think that this 
was the key to this role and the key to this film.” 

And what of equality and the color white? Kieslowski 
was asked what the color blue meant to him when inter- 
viewed about that film; he said, “Blue jeans.” Zama- 
chowski is equally coy when asked about White. 

“White jeans,” he says, laughing sheepishly. “I don’t 
think you should really delve into interpreting the film in 
this way. I mean, it can only be good if you’re looking 
for connections. During the time we were making this 
film, we never talked about how we play the color white. 
You can’t play it. I think I can say what Kieslowski has 
said many times about this thing, that they’re not so 


much films about freedom, equality, and brotherhood, 
but about the lack of those. I think this is the nature of 
man. I don’t think we want to be equal, but that we 
want to be better. Probably not so pleasant, but never- 
theless the truth.” 

In terms of his own career, White means exposure to 
an international audience — a genuine boost after audi- 
tioning for and losing out on a part in Spielberg's 
Schindler’s List, which was shot in Poland. Asked 
whether success could lure him out of his homeland the 
way it did Karol Karol, Zamachowski is reflective. 

“| think after 33 years of life here it would be a very 
difficult thing for me. If I could at any time work in the 
West, I would be very happy: But I don’t think I would 
like to make that kind of a radical change, to move 
someplace for good. In 1983, a lot of people had made 
up their minds to move. I decided to stay. 

“To tell the truth, I don’t have any remorse about 
having stayed. I'm even surprised I was able to live 
through this. Through our entire life, we had been used 
to this kind of life, pretty much from birth. And when it 
was kind of like the war period in Poland, it was uncer- 
tain whether or not I could continue my studies. But 
thank God that film school was some kind of enclave in 
Poland. With that, I was able to finish without doing 
moral damage to myself.” 

Does he think making a Hollywood film would moral- 
ly damage him? 

“I doubt it would ever happen, with my lack of know- 
ing the English language.” 

When reminded that such a failing never stopped 
Sylvester Stallone, Zamachowski laughs. 

“Nothing,” he says, “stops Sylvester Stallone.”

The Lion King does 
Disney mostly proud

EW YORK — One out of 
every 10 kids in New 
York City is here in Radio 
City Music Hall for this 
exclusive pre-opening en- 
gagement of The Lion King. The other 
nine are outside, standing in line in 95-de- 
gree heat to buy tickets for future shows. I 
was a kid myself the last time I went to 
Radio City — I won’t say when, but the 
movie was The Brothers Karamazov, with 
Yul Brynner. 

The place still looks like the inside of a 
blood orange; this morning, color contrast 
is provided by the green glow-tube haloes 
every child seems to be wearing. Flash- 
bulbs are popping everywhere; the organist 
is playing “Heigh-Ho, Heigh-Ho” and 
“Zippedee-Doo-Dah.” I’ll miss the organ- 
ist and the stage show when the movie 
opens in Boston this Friday — even 
though the Radio City extravaganza is, 
apart from the Rockette maids in “Be Our 
Guest,” too saccharine for adults and too 
scary and assaultive for children (the five- 
year-old next to me was reduced to tears 
and eventually had to be taken out). 

That leaves The Lion King, with its sto- 
ry of Mufasa, king of the Pride Lands, his 
mate Sarabi, and their cub, Simba (Bantu 
for lion), who must grow up and prove 
himself worthy to assume his father’s 
place. It’s a confusing process that has 
the Disney folks groping everywhere in 
their attempt to become hip for the ’90s. 
Simba looks like Macaulay Culkin, and 
indeed the plot is right out of those 50s 
Disney TV shows where the towheaded 
kid and his faithful mutt foil the baddies 
and save the town. But Simba’s pals — a 
meerkat named Timon and a warthog 
named Pumbaa — are obviously modeled 
on Ren and Stimpy. The film also nods to 
Richard III (Mufasa has a wicked 





younger brother, Scar, who wants the 
Pride Lands throne for himself) and the 
first and last of C.S. Lewis’s Narnia 
Chronicles. The soundtrack offers both 
okay whitebread pop by Tim Rice and El- 
ton John (more enjoyable in John’s own 
versions on the CD) and an exhilarating 
original score by Hans Zimmer with 
African choruses. (Also a humorous snip- 
pet of “The Lion Sleeps Tonight” and a 
theme blatantly poached from Mozart’s 
Ave verum corpus. At least Disney bor- 
rows from the best — “Be Our Guest” 
plundered the opening march of Mahler’s 
Third Symphony.) 


It’s to their credit that the Disney people 
have melded these incompatible inspira- 
tions into a pretty good movie. The open- 
ing shots of the African savannah are 
fuzzy, almost impressionistic, like late 
Titian or Turner. The continent’s worth of 
animals — elephants, zebras, hippos, gi- 
raffes, ostriches, all sorts of antelope — 
gathered to greet the newly born Simba 
recapture that old-time Disney magic; the 
justly hyped wildebeest stampede that 
sends Simba into exile is awesome as well 
as terrifying. As the hornbill Zazu, Mu- 
fasa’s major-domo and Simba’s tutor, 
Rowan Atkinson (TV’s Black Adder) keeps 
a stiff upper lip — er, beak — worthy of 
Winston Churchill. Robert Guillaume 
brings a tribal chieftain’s authority to Rafi- 
ki, the venerable mandrill who beats sense 
into the adult Simba. Best of all is Scar: 
his sly treachery is worthy of Shake- 
speare’s master overreacher, and Jeremy 
Irons responds as if born to play Richard 
Il. 

If only it were Scar’s movie. As Simba, 
Matthew Broderick gets stuck with clichés 
like “This is my kingdom. If I don’t fight 
for it, who will?” The stone-jawed Mufasa 
(James Earl Jones), who’s given to posing 


in profile, looks like a caricature of Lionel 
Barrymore — it’s as if the Disney artists 
were animated only by the concept of evil. 
The three hyenas — Shenzi, Banzai, and 
Ed — who become Scar’s stooges conjure 
unpleasant black stereotypes (Shenzi’s 
voice is Whoopi Goldberg). And in con- 
trast to Beauty and the Beast and Aladdin, 
females don’t figure here: Nala (Moira 
Kelly), Simba’s childhood friend and fu- 
ture mate, is one-dimensional, and Sarabi 
has hardly any part at all. 

Don’t get me wrong: this ambitious, 
honorable effort could turn out to be the 
best mainstream movie — not to mention 
marketing opportunity — of the summer. 
But a film whose New Age/PC ethos is ex- 
pressed by “The Circle of Life” (Mufasa 
explains that it’s all right to eat the ante- 
lope, since “when we die, we become 
grass, and the antelope eat the grass”) 
isn’t going to measure up to Beauty or Al- 
addin, let alone the subtly subversive Lady 
and the Tramp. The only subversive ele- 
ment here is the African chanting; it 
evoked a Lion King with Whoopi Goldberg 
as Nala and Denzel Washington or LeVar 
Burton as Simba.

OS ANGELES — The real-life jungle animals 
—— including a lion, a giraffe, a zebra, and an ele- 
phant — that greet reporters at the Lion King 
press conference have a size and majesty that reduce even 
jaded journalists to rapt, childlike wonder. That’s the 
state Disney hopes to inspire in viewers with The Lion 
King, the studio’s first animated feature based on an orig- 
inal story, and the only one with an all-animal cast. 

“The point of having these animals here today is for 
you to get as close to them as we have, and maybe you 
will understand why 700 artists, for four years, stayed as 
inspired as they did,” says studio chief Jeffrey Katzen- 
berg, for whom Disney’s animated features are his great- 
est source of pride. “Not one of us has forgotten that 
moment {when we first approached these creatures].” 

During this project’s genesis, animal trainer Jim 
Fowler brought a similar menagerie to the Disney ani- 
mation studios to aid them in achieving verisimilitude. 
“We really hadn't done too much with animals recently. 
This was going to be about real lions, who move around 
with real weight and dignity, not cartoony characters,” 
explains Andreas Deja, who drew Scar, the lion-cub 
hero’s villainous uncle. Deja and the other supervising 
animators consider themselves as much actors as the 
voice talent. With quadrupeds, he says, “you find out 
what your limitations are in terms of acting. These char- 
acters have to stay on four legs. I can’t take Scar and 
put him on his two hind legs and have him start gestur-

ing around. You don’t have the hands to help you with 
the acting. So you are much more on the face, the body. 
More subtlety comes into play.” 

The animators’ greatest challenge may have been the 
wildebeest stampede, which, like the similar sequence in 
Jurassic Park, was accomplished largely with computer 
animation. In this scene, Scar causes the death of his 
royal brother Mufasa, though he lets young Simba take 
the blame. Of the scene’s possibly traumatic, Bambi-like 
effect on kids, Katzenberg says, “We tried to approach 
this with a great deal of sensitivity. These are lessons that 
we all grow up with. They make these movies special. In 
context, it is a very powerful dramatic moment —— one 
that is set up and delivered on through the whole story.” 

Katzenberg takes pains to assert that The Lion King 
is, “if not the funniest movie that we've produced, cer- 
tainly among them.” To prove it, he has on hand 
Nathan Lane and Ernie Sabella (of Broadway’s Guys 
and Dolls revival), who play Simba’s pals. Says Lane, 
“If this movie does have any Shakespearean overtones 
in that an evil uncle usurps his brother’s throne, I guess 
you could call Pumbaa and Timon the rude mechani- 
cals, the low comic relief.” (Producer Don Hahn calls 
them “Rosencrantz and Guildenstern meet Ren and 
Stimpy.”) 

Lane continues, “Pumbaa is a lovable warthog played 
by Ernie and is actually the first Disney character to fart 


flatulent character who was the eighth dwarf, Stinky, 
but he was cut during previews. 

“I play Timon, a lovable meerkat. A meerkat is the 
prairie dog of South Africa. They’re known for their 
wonderful dispositions and their ability to perform elab- 
orate musical numbers on the Serengeti. Ours is sort of 
a put-on-a-happy-face number called ‘Hakuna Matata,’ 
which is Swahili for ‘$300 million worldwide.’ ” 

“Hakuna Matata” (actually it means, “No worries”) is 
one of five songs composed for the film by Elton John, 
with lyrics by Tim Rice. “I was approached by Disney to 
work on their animated films when I was wandering 
around the lot, hoping someone might make a film of 
Evita,” Rice explains. “I’m still wandering around the 
lot.” Rice signed on before he agreed to help Alan 
Menken finish the songs from Aladdin that Howard 
Ashman hadn’t lived to complete. For The Lion King, 
Rice suggested John, with whom he collaborated on one 
song on the singer’s 1982 album Jump Up. He was 
pleasantly surprised when “somehow, whether it was 
charm, charisma, or cash, they managed to get Elton 
John.” 

Unlike Rice’s previous collaborators, including 
Menken and Andrew Lloyd Webber, John insisted that 
Rice write the lyrics first, and he would then compose 
the tune in just 20 minutes. “For me, it was fantastic to 
sit in the studio and watch one of the greatest com- 
posers of the 20th century writing a tune so quickly,” 
Rice marvels. 

Perhaps Lion King’s greatest innovation is that it’s the 
first Disney cartoon feature with an intact nuclear fami- 
ly. “It’s very unusual,” agrees Hahn. “Usually there’s a 
missing parent. We finally have a mother.”

Wyatt Earp is a three-hour 
trip that goes nowhere 


Earp legend, My Darling Clementine 
(1946), reflected the postwar era’s redefi- 
nition of a weary world, the trade-off be- 
tween fighting for a just cause and failing 
to question the way of life that’s being 
fought over. 

To today’s audiences, the Old West out- 
laws must look a lot like the violent gangs 
and armed-to-the-teeth homeowners they 
see around them. It’s a situation both fa- 
miliar and ripe for cinematic drama and 
conflict. When Westerns go wrong, how- 
ever, what’s left is too much bang-bang 
and a whole lot of buffalo. 

This ’90s rendition of the Earp saga, 
which reunites the Oscar-nominated 
Lawrence Kasdan (The Big Chill, Silvera- 
do) and the Oscar-winning Kevin Costner 
(Dances with Wolves), belongs with the 
buffaloes — it’s an overlong, boring, ulti- 
mately clueless attempt to chart the real 
life of the legendary lawman. Kasdan, the 
movie’s co-writer/director/producer, has 
said that in his films, “things just happen, 
like in real life.” Clocking in at over three 
hours, Wyatt Earp has few “things” hap- 
pening; it’s merely a series of events. And 
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in the end, the hero’s descent into mind- 
less killing makes him both unsympathetic 
and unreadable. 

Kasdan’s version begins with a flash-for- 
ward set in a Tombstone saloon and de- 
picting the lawman’s decision to fight his 
enemies at the O.K. Corral. This tactic 
raises the false expectation that the O.K. 
gunfight might be a framing story, or the 
defining moment in Wyatt’s life. It is nei- 
ther. When the barroom scene is reprised 
some two hours later, you can practically 
hear the audience sigh, “Are we there yet?” 

But Wyatt’s coming of age is not without 
interest. That’s due largely to an engaging 
cast, including Kevin Costner, who plays 
yet another upholder of the law who com- 
promises his ideals. Costner excels in his 
portraits of forthright, earnest, socially inept 
young men. Wyatt’s courtship of his first 
wife, Urilla (Annabeth Gish), is especially 
appealing; “I will win you. I will start to- 
day,” he says to the startled young woman. 

Fueled by his stern father’s advice to 
hold the family together (“What matters 
most is blood. Everyone else is just 
strangers.”) and shattered by Urilla’s un- 
timely death, this idealistic man disinte- 
grates. He heads West and becomes an 
outlaw when, in a drunken frenzy, he 
beats a man and steals his horse. The 
Earp patriarch (Gene Hackman) rescues 
his son from hanging, repeats the blood/ 
strangers advice a few times, and vanish- 
es. Hackman’s slight role is everything 
you’ve heard in the TV teasers and noth- 
ing more. It’s a measure of Nicholas 
Earp’s (and Gene Hackman’s) strength 
that he can so thoroughly dominate the 
course of the story. 

Wyatt eventually assumes the role of en- 
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forcer, the job no one wants to do; and no 
one appreciates him when he does it well. 
His rigidity makes him unpopular, but his 
bravery makes him legendary. After his 
brother Morgan is murdered, Wyatt’s 
quest for justice and his obsessive pursuit 
of the killers — any killers — makes him 
an outcast, a man whose era has come to 
an end before he’s ready to let it go. Along 
the way (and it’s a very long way), the film 
introduces numerous Earp brothers and 
wives, Wyatt’s familiar allies: Doc Holliday 
(Dennis Quaid), the Masterson brothers 
(Tom Sizemore as the tough one and Bill 
Pullman as, yes, the affable one). 

What’s missing in this Wyatt Earp are 
the well-defined opponents: the Clantons 
and the McLaurys, who had a history of 
antagonizing Wyatt even before the inci- 
dent at the O.K. Some recognizable actors 
(Adam Baldwin, Jeff Fahey) barely register 
among the crowd of bad guys — whose 
main offense, it seems, is riding through 
town shooting out windows. Costner’s 
Earp regards them as faceless scum; the 
real Earp may have felt the same way, but 
that doesn’t enlighten audiences. 

The women of Wyatt Earp have it much 
worse. They exist mainly to object to the 
way Wyatt runs his family and his town, 
setting up a phony conflict between the 
supposedly male desire for personal free- 
dom and the supposedly female desire for 
community and calm. The most vivid fe- 
male character, Wyatt’s third wife, is played 
with some flintiness by Joanna Going, but 
she’s essentially a fantasy figure. Neither 
relevant nor very entertaining, Kasdan’s 
Wyatt Earp forgets to include the three 
prime ingredients of the Western — good 
guys, bad guys, and strong women. Q

Costner had strong and often contrary ideas 

about how Wyatt Earp ought to turn out. One 
early script called for a six-hour mini-series, or two 
three-hour films, one for release this summer, one for 
the holidays. But Kasdan rewrote the story, and Costner 
accepted the fact that certain scenes — neither will go 
into much detail about which ones — would be omitted 
or vastly changed. Kasdan says an earlier script had a 
scene in which Earp’s rival in love shows the lawman a 
nude picture of his third wife: “It was hamhanded.” The 
scene is still in the movie, but Earp’s reaction is now 
more subdued. 

Costner admits that at one point he wasn’t sure this 
Wyatt Earp should have been made because he thought 
the story was “terribly familiar. Unless this story can be 
more than just the O.K. Corral, it cannot and will not be

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made, but great writing kind of found a way. The scenes 
between Wyatt and the women are just as entertaining 
as the O.K. Corral.” 

Costner won’t discuss the negotiations that went on 
during the making of Wyatt Earp, but he gives a hint at 
how free he feels to oppose his director. Asked what he 
learned from Clint Eastwood, the director he worked with 
in A Perfect World and the multi-Oscar winner for Unfor- 
given, he replies evenly, “I can’t remember anything.” 

Kasdan says the languid pace of Wyatt Earp is inten- 
tional, and he likens the film to a mural. Does that mean 
it’s like watching paint dry? “The movies I like all me-

Making this world a little more familiar for Wyatt was 
his series of wives. Emphasizing the women in Earp’s 
life was important to both director and actor, though 
Kasdan says, “Obviously since you can’t spend a lot of 
time with these [female] characters, you want a wonder- 
ful actress to appear, to be strong, and make an imme- 
diate impression.” 

Kasdan believes his film too will make an immediate and 
lasting impression. He’s not afraid it will get lost in the 
multitude of Wyatt Earp movies, telefilms, books, and doc- 
umentaries. “Any kind of legend is open to debate. In some 
ways it’s impossible to know what a man did or didn’t do. 
Even in his own mind there was some confusion. 

“I know in my own life I'll sometimes be sitting there 
in the mess that I’ve made and I'll think, well, how did 
this start? What did I do? Did I do the wrong thing? 
Did J create this?”

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BHAJI AT THE BEACH 


Racism and sexism seldom come in shades of black and 
white, so it’s refreshing to see that in British-Indian direc- 
tor Gurinder Chadha’s delightful and trenchant debut fea- 
ture, Bhaji at the Beach, these ills are multi-colored. In the 
same school of gritty social comedies that includes Mike 
Leigh and Ken Loach, Bhaji is a kind of Life Is Curried 
(bhaji is a spicy, anglicized appetizer), a multicultural fable 
of a group of Indian women from London who make a day 
trip to Blackpool, in the course of which they learn truths 
about prejudice, tolerance, and identity. 

Luckily for them and for us the lesson is not cut and 
dried. Although Simi (Shaheen Khan), the organizer of the 
trip, is a spirited ideologue (she proclaims the trip a holi- 
day from patriarchal and racial oppression and wishes all 
to have “a female good time”), the rest of the group are far 
from unified in point of view. Among the younger genera- 
tion is Ginder (Kim Vithana), who’s fleeing an abusive tra- 
ditional marriage to Ranjit (Jimmi Harkishin) with their 
son. Similarly troubled is pregnant Hashida (Sarita Kha- 
juria), who’s broken up with her Jamaican boyfriend Oliver 
(Mo Sesay) because of the strain that her elders’ racism 
has brought to the relationship. Representing those tradi- 
tionalists are crotchedy Pushpa (Zohra Segal) and feckless 
Asha (Lalita Ahmed), whose values are as unfashionable as 
their stodgy saris. 

The trip proves no holiday from social problems, of 
course. Drunken skinheads routinely moon the vacationers 
or pelt their van with beer cans. Ranjit and Oliver both 
pursue their mates, and the many levels of intolerance 
mount up into a virtual caste system. In one café scene 
Ginder is called a whore by Pushpa, who in turn is called a 
heathen by the proprietress. Ginder tosses her tea in Push- 
pa’s face, then knocks everything off the proprietress’s 
counter before exiting into the night. 

Bhaji, though, is just a snack food, and Chadha isn’t 
about to leave her audience with a lot of undigested bile. 
Led by the jolly Bhangra music of the soundtrack, the con- 
flicts reconcile so sleekly that it seems we’re about to see 
Enchanted April, Tandoori Style. Not to worry — Chadha 
serves up plenty of ugliness and outrage with the humor 
and sweetness. Bhaji is a satisfying, savory slice of life that 
carries a kick. At the Coolidge Corner.

THE BLUE KITE 

Tian Zhuangzhuang’s engrossing third film (following 
1986’s The Horse Thief) tells the story of a boy named Tie- 
tou, whose early life spans the period between Stalin’s 
death in 1953 and the Cultural Revolution of the late ’60s. 
What is it like growing up in China? With its casual refer- 
ences to labor reform and the Great Leap Forward, The 
Blue Kite is hardly your average coming-of-age movie. In 
fact, it’s just the sort of implicitly critical work — not coin- 
cidentally by a fifth-generation Chinese director — that’s 
banned in its native land. 

Set in and around a village courtyard, the story follows 
Tietou and his extended family group. Together they suffer 
the effects of capricious political philosophies as well as or- 
dinary reversals of fortune. Tietou’s father is sent to a labor 
camp because he has the bad judgment to go to the toilet 
during a reform meeting. His kindly stepfather dies of mal- 
nutrition. People marry, go blind, join the army, put up 
with the smallmindedness of their neighbors, end up in 
prison only to reappear years later. 

Remarkably, Tian presents the turmoils of Mao’s regime 
as a series of day-to-day hardships and petty annoyances 
that are barely discernible from the harsh winters and 
numbing effects of poverty. At least, that’s the way it seems 
to Tietou. For the rest of us, The Blue Kite is a poignant 
look at how a repressive regime deforms individual lives. At 
the Brattle.

or many aspiring comic-book writers and 

inkers, having a successful independent title 

with creative control means self-publishing. 

It doesn’t take much capital to print a comic 

book, and with distribution help from an es- 
tablished publisher (there are nearly 200 in the US), any- 
one with a little talent can hope to fulfill the dream of his 
or her own comic empire. Who knows who might become 
the next Stan Lee, or what strange idea might have the ap- 
peal of the Ninja Turtles. 

Along those lines, the new Chatham-based Thunderball 
Comics has just released its very first comic book. The Hoe 
is the story of a gardening implement from Yale, Idaho, 
who fights crime in Spokane, Washington. Dressed in an 
old overcoat and packing a nickel-plated Colt .45, the Hoe 
mixes fighting crime with telling jokes like, “What’s 
Smokey the Bear’s middle name?” 

Why is a comic publisher from Chatham writing about a 
do-gooder farm tool in the Northwest? In conversation, 
editor-in-chief Andrew Buckley and associate editor 
Jamile Bassett — boyhood friends from Chatham — talk 
mostly about market research and niche marketing, about 
targeting groups like women and older readers. Buckley 
explains that “women tend to like the character of the 
Hoe; big muscles are a turnoff. We have so many charac- 
ters. We’re going to hit all the niches. But in a progressive 
way — weird and dark, sort of.” They promise to adhere 
to a monthly schedule of regular issues and spinoff titles. 
The back cover of The Hoe plugs their next title, Johnny 
Nowhere, which is due this month. 

Buckley explains that they view Thunderball 
‘Comics as “an opportunity machine to spawn other 
opportunities.” They started work on Thunderball in 
January 1993. Before the lure of the comic industry 
snagged them, Buckley — a political consultant —— 7% 
had been, among other things, executive director of JJ 
the Republican Central Committee in Spokane 
County, where he and his wife lived briefly. Now he 
does freelance legal and historical research. Bassett, 
who studied French literature in college, tutors in 
French and tends bar on the Cape. 

The second half of The Hoe’s first issue reads like 
the initial offering of a start-up company. When the 
plot isn’t following the Hoe, it’s telling the story of 
the National Commission on Costumed Heroes 
(NCCH) and their dividing up of the US into re- 
gional sections, each having a costumed hero with 
regional appeal. These heroes have names like Ra- 
gin’ Cajun, Lady Liberty, and Dr. Justice. They 
don’t have any superpowers, just good marketing 
skills and great tailors. In Maine, for example, aspir-

ening enough to attract commercial sponsorship — with- 
out which the Commission can not survive. So he changes 
his identity to the Black Fly. 

Thunderball has created the NCCH and its turf-con- 
scious costumed heroes in hopes of generating regional 
support for spinoff stories and comics. The next issue of | 
The Hoe takes place partly in Spokane and partly in Cam- | 
bridge — where it follows our own region’s hero, the un- | 
fortunately named Gray, as he fights bad guys at MIT | 
and under the Mass Ave bridge. Each issue will also de- | 
scribe the gaming (as in Dungeons and Dragons) charac- 
teristics of at least one of the heroes, so that the books 
will appeal to players. Buckley explains, “We’re intense 
gamers as well.” 

When The Hoe reads like a marketing plan, I wish it 
showed more love of comic storytelling and less interest in 
“opportunity machines.” The Hoe himself does have some 
sort of spiritual power. He comes into existence when a 
Idaho farmer with a taste for Raymond Chandler has a 
heart attack in the fields while digging with his trusty hoe. | 
Somehow the farmer’s good will animates the hoe and it 
heads off to the big city to fight muggers and serial killers. 

At its best, though, the comic belongs to the recent | 
genre of superhero satire. Titles like The Flea and Mad- | 
man take the superhero concept and turn it on its head. | 
This started in Dave Sims’s Cerebus, with the character of 
Captain Cockroach. In stories like The One and Maximor- 
tal, Rick Veitch has done the most to define this genre; his 
masterpiece, Bratpack, viciously reconstructs the DC su- 
perheroes’ sidekicks, like Robin and Wonder Girl, as sex- 
and drug-addicted psychotics. It’s when The Hoe reads 
like satire that it really digs in. QO

of Walt Disney, inspired him as a child. The 
performer also studied at — get this — a 
prep school for the Accademia dell’Arte. 

Then Marchetto had a vision; he 
dreamed of a paper Marilyn Monroe. And, 
as they say in Field of Dreams, he built it — 
along with cutout cartoon versions of icons 
ranging from Queen Elizabeth (with hand- 
bag) to Madonna (who removes metallic 
traffic-cone-size bra cups to reveal equally 
conical tits) — so “they” would come. And 
believe me, they should. Marchetto’s one- 
man, 40-character paper pageant and lip- 
synchathon (everything from Puccini to 
“Goldfinger”) is only one hour long, but it’s 
unlike any hour I have ever spent. This guy 
may rip off more celebrity images than Jim 
Bailey crossed with Charles Ludlam and 
outfitted by Whoop-Dee-Doo!’s Howard 
Crabtree, yet derivative he is not. 

Both a meditation on the two-dimen- 
sionality of celebrityhood and the parading 
of a kaleidoscopically changing human pa- 
per doll with the dark-eyed face of Harvey 
Fierstein, Marchetto’s performance is a 
delightful, blaring barrage that begins with 
a blatting fanfare to gusts of dry-ice smoke 
and ends with the performer — for once 
shorn of his paper trappings and looking, 
in a spaghetti-strapped black body suit, a 
bit like an Italian sausage — tossing 
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sweaty bits of crepe paper (perhaps to 
demonstrate that his roots go low into 
lazzi, he wipes his armpits with them) at 
the crowd. In between, he performs a 
manic sort of origami ritual upon himself 
(even a little bunraku), donning, manipu- 
lating, and folding paper disguises — in- 
cluding wigs and props — that transform 
him, with dizzying speed, from one carica- 
ture to another to another to another. He 
also captures his victims with expressive, if 
shamelessly campy, gesture and face — 
not to mention a tongue that belongs on 
an anteater but that Marchetto gives to, 
among others, the Mona Lisa (singing 
“Venus,” complete with frame).

Some of Marchetto’s subjects make 
quick and singular appearances: Snow 
White (singing in Italian, with Marchetto 
crossing his eyes to those impossibly simpy 
high notes); Elton John, doing a sort of 
Pearl Vision striptease, as his flashy glass- 
es give way to smaller and smaller, yet still 
garish, under-eyewear; Madama Butterfly, 
stabbing herself with a flip-flopping mylar 
dagger that nonetheless draws shimmering

blood; Charlie Chaplin, drawing cane from 
breast pocket as if it were a long yellow 
ribbon; Elvis, with a paper tube of a jet- 
black pompadour, a swiveling paper pelvis, 
and a guitar that unrolls. 

Other characters metamorphose (molt?) 
on stage, as Marchetto flips, peels, and re- 
folds. Bellowing Briinnhilde, quaffing a 2- 
D beer, becomes a kibitzing German peas- 
ant girl who becomes an elderly, still vamp- 
ing Marlene Dietrich, her false teeth pro- 
duced like a rabbit from a hat. (Caricature 
is by nature politically incorrect, and 
Marchetto zaps a few nationalities, not to 
mention ethnicities.) A befeathered Indian 
chief is transformed first into a poncho’d 
and mustachioed singing Mexican, then 
(amazingly) into Dolly Parton bobbing on 
a mule, her huge paper cleavage hitting her 
chin as the beast plods along. 

Sometimes Marchetto hits two targets at 
once, as when he’s Ella Fitzgerald waver- 
ing uneasily astride the shoulders of Louis 
Armstrong as the two warble and growl 
“Let’s Call the Whole Thing Off.” But, ah, 
Streisand, in profile, wafting “People” 
through a proboscis that looks like a flesh- 
colored mudslide, then turns into Pinoc- 
chio’s! That may be the unkindest cut- 
and-paste of all. Q

Door Theatre, feels like

| beck’s epic about the Great Depression. 


The conditions were downright inhuman 
the night I attended — a performance that 


| hosted, along with torrid heat, drenching 
| humidity, and swirling dust, mosquitoes 
| that, after 20 years of feasting on audi- 


ences, have evolved into lean, mean suck- 
ing machines. So the ODT has something 


| the Tony Award-winning Broadway pro- 


duction of Frank Galati’s stage. adaptation 


(for Steppenwolf Theater Company) 
didn’t have — atmosphere. And that keeps 
this respectable production honest, if not 
particularly exciting. At more than two and 
a half hours, the show moves about as fast 
as the Joad family jalopy when lurching up 
the Rockies. 

Not that Galati’s play is built for speed 
— it follows Steinbeck rather closely, 
which means that the novel’s repetitions 
are, alas, incorporated into the play. My 
feeling about the book has always been 
ambivalent — admiration for its gritty 
sweep but impatience with its message- 
mongering proletarian Christs and its 
clumsy prose, which marries the hoky with 
the holy. You know that with each brutal 
beating or broken promise Tom Joad will 
turn more radical, that Ma will break into

speeches about how you “got ta keep the 
family together,” that retired preacher 
John Casey will yak about how God is “the 
people,” and that every time the Joads hit a 
camp some poor soul will explain, for the 
umpteenth time, that the moguls in Cali- 
fornia are calling for more workers so that 
wages can be cut even lower. 

Since Galati necessarily concentrates on 
the Joads, the book’s mythic power — 
which springs from Steinbeck’s descrip- 
tions of a collective savagery of soul — is 
lost. Any changes would enrage purists, no 
doubt. But it seems to me that, in failing to 
take into account what’s happening to 
unions and management today, Galati’s 
script becomes an exercise in nostalgia for 
the good old days of saintly workers, nasty 
bosses, and matriarchal family values. 

That said, The Grapes of Wrath delivers 
some pretty emotional Americana, and the 
steady ODT production never becomes 
vulgar or patronizing — only Shawn 
Dion, as a man returning from California 
after losing his wife and child, hambones 
blatantly. The rest of the large cast make a 
decent stab at Galati’s miniaturized melo- 
drama. The overall impression is of solid 
but lackluster work — it’s as if the Kettle- 
bowl’s dust clouds had grimed up the per- 
formers’ gears. 

Michael Lee Wiseman makes for a 
tough but ultimately uninspiring Tom 
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WRATH delivers some pretty emotional Americana without becoming patronizing. 


Joad; he delivers his big speech about be- 
ing wherever injustice is found without 
evangelical fervor. Susan Bigger’s Ma Joad 
is earth-mother monochromatic, a feisty 
matron rather than a working-class hero- 
ine (though the actress adds some dignity 
to her portrait in the final scene). Mike 
Thurston, as preacher Jim Casey, looks 
like Mark Twain and can’t rise above the 
impression. Dependable actors Robert De- 
veau and Donna Asali are wasted in minor 
roles, though they provide glimpses of the 
power the rest of the production lacks. 
The aforementioned apt atmosphere both 
helps and hinders the striking staging, 
which is set at both ends of the Kettlebowl. 
Director Kevin Fennessy often relies on 
light from campfires, and the chiaroscuro 
can be quite beautiful, particularly in 
Grapes’ final scene, where Rose of Sharon 
(Kelly Lawman) offers to feed a starving 
man at the foot of a giant oak. Peter Bu- 
fano’s folk music, played by some fine fid- 
dlers, is also engaging, though it’s poorly 
integrated into the action — in a show this 
slow, the musicians should move as fast as 
their bows do. And if the natural lighting is 
spectacular, it’s not always handled wisely. 
At times it’s so dark that you can’t make 
out the actors’ faces, a sure sign that am- 
biance, rather than artistry, is in the driver’s 
seat. And that the director, like the Joads, 
isn’t quite sure where in hell he’s headed. O

great barroom drama 4 la The Iceman 
Cometh. It’s a workmanlike but worth- 
while one, about the two boozers, one a 
failed New York stock analyst, the other a 
Midwestern surgeon whose scalpel did 
a.m. jigs, whose 1935 bonding sparked the 
founding of Alcoholics Anonymous. And 
that was long before O’Neill took 12 steps 
to anything loftier than Jimmy the Priest’s. 

Bill W. and Dr. Bob has been around for 
a while; there have been workshop stagings 
at the New Repertory Theatre and under 
the auspices of the Gloucester Prevention 
Network. This is, however, the first full 
professional staging for the play by psychia- 
trist and author (The House of God) 
Samuel Shem and clinical psychiatrist Janet 
Surrey, married collaborators affiliated with 
Harvard and Wellesley who specialize in the 
treatment of addiction. The staging — a 
simple affair, designed to travel — is a joint 
(no, not that kind) production of Emerson 
Stage, the Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency, the Harvard Community Health 
Plan Foundation, and the Harvard Medical 
School’s Division on Addiction. 

That’s not exactly the Shuberts, and the 
play, not surprisingly, has at least as much 
social as artistic reason for existing. It is 
not, however, dull or preachy; it weaves 
together two pretty scary tales that merge 
into a success story; and it’s redeemed by 
a sense of humor, indeed, at times, a sense 
of the absurd — as when Dr. Bob Smith 
concludes, after he and Bill Wilson have 
tried to come up with converts to their 
program by picking up psychopaths in 
bars, that “we need to find a steady supply 
of more reliable drunks.” 

After a medley of period-setting riffs 
(from ragtime to Simple Gifts) by on-stage

Bill W. and Dr. Bob charts 
the founding of AA 


Bill W., Shem and Surrey endeavor to 
make the taciturn Smith as big a force in 
the play, and in the development of AA, as 
the hustling Wilson. As it happens, both 
men, though they met by chance in Akron, 
Ohio, were from Vermont — “a good state 
to come from,” deadpans Dr. Bob, “if you 
want to start a program for drunks.” 

Bill W. and Dr. Bob doesn’t need to be 
as long as it is (two and a half hours); the 
first act, which moves among financial re- 
versal, self-loathing, and marital numbing 
in New York (Bill W.’s) and Our 
Town-—ish days of wine and stethoscopes 
in Akron (Dr. Bob’s), gets to the ground- 
breaking meeting slowly — and on the 
way features such stilted twaddle as Lois 
Wilson’s remark to her go-getting young 
hubby, “I’ve always loved that in you, your 
boundless sense of possibility.” Thank 
God for Anne Smith’s more to-the-point, 
“Go ahead, kill yourself.” 

Finally a just-sober Bill W. finds himself 
in Akron on a business deal that goes belly- 
up, and he comes up with the Big Flash: 
what he needs to keep him on the wagon 
isn’t a doctor or a preacher or the Oxford 
Groups (a spiritual society that would drive 
me to drink) but a fellow alcoholic. Togeth- 
er, by sharing their stories, they will keep 
their heads above water — and hooch. 

The second act features two no longer 
wild and crazy guys on a mission: to turn 
around a third alcoholic, to prove that 
their program works. This leads to a few 
scenes that are more lurid than need be, 
and therefore unintentionally funny — as 
when Bruce Ward, as a volatile loon who 
happens also to be a drunk, brandishes a 
knife at the Aunt Em—like Anne. 

There is a lot of long-suffering wifehood 
and some wooden monologuizing in Bill 
W. and Dr. Bob. But the play never bogs 
down in evangelizing or statistics. There is 
valuable information about the recognition 
of alcoholism as a disease (treated, at the 
New York hospital where Bill W. is a re- 
cidivist, with a therapy of Karo Syrup, 
tomatoes, and sauerkraut!), though the 
play never gets directly at what’s involved 
in what seems like an awfully Saul-like 
conversion for these “hopeless” drunks. 

Barbara Farrar is quite good as the 
dowdy but determined Anne. Most of the 
minor characters are cliché’d; even Lois 
(Sheila Stasack) leans that way. But the 
focal points are Bill W. and Dr. Bob — 
here about as likely a twosome as Willy 
Loman and Orville Redenbacher (whom 
Edwin J. McDonough, who plays Bob, re- 
sembles). Anderson Matthews, though he 
relies too heavily on a jutting chin and 
fierce little frown, captures the self-immo- 
lating drive of Bill W., turning the sales- 
man of AA into a cross between Horatio 
Alger and Sylvia Plath. His Vermont ac- 
cent’s touch-and-go, but McDonough’s is 
great — his folksy atheist of a Dr. Bob is 
what Thornton Wilder would have come 
up with if he’d penned The Days of Wine

aria Magdalena Cam- 
pos-Pons grew up in a 
mill town near a sugar 
plantation in Cuba. 
Her installation at the 
Bunting Institute, “History of a People 
Who Were Not Heroes: Growing Up in a 
Slave Barrack,” is minimalist in form and 
rich in memory, a spare meditation on the 
tiny community that shaped her and that 
still echoes in her dreams. 

A glass doorway hangs near the en- 
trance to the gallery, its panels dotted with 
sepia-toned photo transparencies of the 
town taken a century ago. Embedded in 
the glass, the photos echo the fleeting, see- 
through nature of memory. They also tes- 
tify to how little the town has changed in 
the past hundred years. This doorway to 
the past leads you into Campos-Pons’s 
childhood, and further back through her 
deeply felt connection to her ancestors. It 
replicates the entrance to a building where 








| she lived as a child. At 13, she discovered 


that the building had been a slave barrack, 
where her ancestors had lived and labored. 

The rest of the exhibit is simple and 
grounded. There’s a brick tower, a small 
wall hung with lattices of brick, glass, and 
clay, and a white brick dome, representing 
a fountain. Each piece is branded with 
text, one word per brick, recounting in 
Spanish the cherished place each building 
holds in her heart and those of her mother 
and sisters, whom she interviewed as she 
prepared the installation. 

“I did it with my family,” she explains. 
“There’s a submersion of how we define 
history, and how we define heroes. I put 
the focus on these people, humble people, 
my family. White and black, growing up 


| on a sugar mill.” 


The artist translates the text in a booklet 
that accompanies the exhibit, but she says 
that a literal translation would be rougher 
and more vernacular than the one she has 
provided. “On the tower, each side is a

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fragment of conversation. Memories are 
fragmented.” 

Three videos run concurrently in a side 
room, but the sounds of running water, 
children singing, and hinges creaking spill 
out into the gallery. Like the text, the 
sounds flesh out the minimalist sculpture, 
rooting them poignantly in childhood 
memory. “History of a People Who Were 
Not Heroes” is the first of a three-part in- 
stallation, and the videos give us a glimpse 
of what’s to come: old family photographs 
projected on mosquito netting draped over 
a rocking chair; images of old trees glow- 
ing eerily from water cupped in a woman’s 
hands. 

Those works will be about family and 
about leaving home. This installation gives 
us the solid skeleton of that home, and 
that skeleton has taken on a towering sig- 
nificance in the making of this artist. “We 
think of the great ruins of Western culture 
in Greece,” Campos-Pons notes. “These 
are my ruins, in my town, that nobody 
knows about. But I think about them with 
the same grandiosity.”

Elsa Dorfman practices what she 
preaches. The photographer has taken her 
20x24 Polaroid camera and illustrated 
“Forty Ways To Fight the Fight Against 
AIDS,” a down-to-earth brochure put out 
by the Living With . . .

facts.”) A portrait of David Meyer shows

bucket, and surrounded by feather 
dusters, Tuff Stuff, and Tilex. 

Mauricio Mufioz and Dannie Kelley 
look like soldiers going off to war against 
AIDS, only their uniforms are chef's hats 
and shirts, not Army fatigues. Mufioz 
brandishes a rolling pin like a billy club; 
Kelly holds a vat beneath his arm and a 
whisk in his hand. Together they look like 
the fife player and the drummer boy 
marching into battle. They’re from Com- 
munity Servings, which dishes up hot 
meals for people with AIDS. Number 
Eight: “Help provide meals.” 

Dorfman has done her job. Now it’s up 
to us to do ours. QO

Paradise moshed 


Power, pain, and brain is new metal’s formula

he mosh pit’s an amoeba — 
pulsing and humping until it 
spills over the dance floor 
and spreads up the railings, 
where the occasional high 
diver clambers and hesitates for a moment 
before plunging back into the mother or- 
ganism. Raised fists wave, young men and 
women surf on a sea of upstretched arms. 
And they’re scorched by twin towers of 
sound, held in thrall by the sheer power of 
wattage and the hammering of hard rock’s 
most basic building block: the power trio. 

Like Led Zeppelin, this one is augment- 
ed by a singer who’s lording it over the 
crowd with supreme confidence. Unlike 
Led Zeppelin, this one’s singer has a bird- 
cage chest, bad posture, and a hooked 
nose, and he speaks with a nasal grate. 
And his name’s Maynard. 

Which means, in case you haven’t no- 
ticed, that the face of heavy metal has 
changed. And that though the basic thun- 
der is still intact, bands like Tool, Pantera, 
| Biohazard, Helmet, and the Rollins Band 
are taking its sound in directions Ozzy 
| Osbourne’s heard only in his nightmares. 
“Paranoid” indeed. This new breed of 
| heads-down rockers has blasted ahead of 
| remaining old-timers like Ozzy and Rob 
| Halford of Fight on the charts, and they’ve 
| done it without resorting to clichés like “I 
| Need Your Love.” At their best, their 

songs buck decades of unimaginative lyric 


writing, struggling with fresh and complex 
human issues like the sexual abuse of chil- 
dren, the dynamics of money, race, and 
power, and the environment. (Okay, two 
out of three ain’t bad.) Biohazard’s name 
alone is an obvious political statement that 
brings to mind everything from Love 
Canal to hospital-waste strewn beaches to 
AIDS .-tainted blood samples in a flicker. 

But content isn’t enough to make a 
band kick it on the charts and in the hearts 
of young, mostly testosterone-charged lis- 
teners. Not in these days of loud and hard. 
Everyone from Metallica to Ministry has 
seen to that. Power’s the thing. Sure, a 
song like “Prison Sex” makes its way onto 
MTV, jolting listeners with its subter- 
ranean take on molestation and control. 
But a band like the song’s authors, Tool, 
who were responsible for whipping up the 
above-mentioned frothy mosh scene at 
Avalon earlier this year, live and die by the 
same sword Robert Plant carried — even 
if the scraggy-mohawked Maynard James 
Keenan doesn’t strike quite as Aryan a fig- 
ure while holding it aloft. For all its appar- 
ent change — the replacement of Gollem 
with Daryl Gates, the influence of Black 
Flag rather than the blues, the emphasis 
on sonic impact rather than instrumental 
prowess — metal still hooks fans for the 
same reason as coffee: the big jolt. 

And Tool may be the finest of the new 
breed. Without being aware of it. That 
they would think of themselves as a metal 
band seems extremely unlikely — their 
press kit makes them appear more like an 


art project. Guitarist and founder Adam 
Jones was a filmmaker who’d found work 
in LA doing sculpture and make-up for 
movie special effects. Singer Keenan was 
an art-school grad working on set design 
in the film industry. They met through a 
mutual friend; after recruiting drummer 
Danny Carey and bassist Paul D’Amour, 
they recorded demos, played a fistful of 
gigs, and were being courted by labels. 
Things happened fast, and two years after 
Keenan and Jones met, Tool were the un- 
expected smash of Lollapalooza ’93, tour- 
ing behind their debut EP, Opiate (Zoo). 

Opiate was a shout of rage, from the de- 
monic clergyman on its cover to the 
gnashed-teethed wail of its guitars and 
Keenan’s nostrilly Drano-washed yelping 
of songs like “Cold and Ugly,” which was 
recorded live and caught Tool lunging 
through tempos that took as much from 
hardcore as from hard rock. Jones de- 
signed the 3-D-jacket art, which includes 
an interior gatefold packed with dried sea- 
horses, small mammal skulls, teeth, dis- 
torted religious symbolism, and a Polaroid 
of a man having sex with a skinned corpse. 
(Another argument for — or against — 
trying the “Personals?”) Compelling im- 
ages, but they were well surpassed by the 
music. 

For Undertow, Tool’s ambitious, com- 
plicated follow-up, the cover concept is 
also the band’s: a pig with the CD’s title 
shaved in its side, impaled on a bed of 
forks. And the striking video for “Prison 
Sex” was an MTV night-time favorite fea- 
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turing a childlike mannequin under the 
creepy ministrations of an android-like 
character — also their concept. Like the 
album’s music, it’s disconcerting, claus- 
trophobic, and requires thoughtful inter- 
pretation. 

The pig’s an obvious and effective 
metaphor for what Undertow aims to illu- 
minate. They’re after the fucked-up details 
of life, the way people driven by greed and 
ego screw up themselves and one another. 
Tool see vengeance as a useful dam against 
life’s river of shit, but they’re smart enough 
to know it’s not pretty or necessarily posi- 
tive. That’s what makes the venomous “In- 
tolerance” one of last year’s more interest- 
ing songs. Over its guitar-administered 
whiplash, Keenan bites off the monosylla- 
bles of the chorus “You lie, you cheat, you 
steal” with a viciousness that becomes 
blind seething — the accuser himself be- 
comes a monster, albeit a lesser one. 

On CD, Too!l’s mix is dense and jolting, 
a more organic cousin to the aural turmoil 
of Ministry or Nine Inch Nails. On stage, 
the foursome’s punk-metal clangor comes 
cleaner. Keenan’s Hop-Frog presence and 
wound-up, wind-sucking delivery of num- 
bers like “Swamp Song,” whose outraged 
tag “Fucker, I hope it sucks you down” is 
an awesome summation of anger, can 
drive fans to writhing frenzy. But Tool’s 
star at the February Avalon show was the 
meaty riffs slung from Jones’s very tradi- 
tional-sounding guitar. “Swamp Song” 
has a lick at its core as driving as the one 
Jimmy Page nailed to “Immigrant Song.” 
And for all the new-metal-hero bouquets 
laid at Jones’s feet by the guitar maga- 
zines, there was nothing in his playing or 
his Les-Paul-plus-big-amp set-up that 
Hendrix or Page hadn’t done when Jones 
was still piloting tricycles. 

Although the suggestion may appall 
Tool’s players, who get uncomfortable 
when they’re called a metal band, they may 
yet become the Led Zeppelin of the ’90s. 
Besides their riff-rock orientation, Tool — 
like Zep — have art-school alums, intensi- 
ty to spare, and a swelling underground 
following (for the record, the critics and 
radio turned up their noses at Led Zep- 
pelin’s first two LPs); and they’re taking 
an established musical form into new terri- 
tory. As Zeppelin transformed the blues 
into something Shakespearean, Tool are 
the finest among a wave of bands who are 
taking the simple grind of hardcore roots 
to a more instrumentally and lyrically 
evolved place. 

Purists grumbled when Zeppelin — in 
their eyes — took a big dump on Willie 
Dixon’s turf; after the Tool concert, gripes 
were heard in the crowd over the slower- 
than-CD (and hardcore) tempos Tool em- 
ployed, though they were necessary to 
make the lyric nuances and big riffs stand 
out. 

The link between the post-punk rush of 
hardcore and the glories of heavy metal is 
personified by current MTV darling Henry 
Rollins. His vastly influential previous out- 
fit Black Flag began as a typical thrash- 
youth band jazzed by the rush of the Ra- 
mones. But founder/guitarist Greg Ginn 
was as smitten by Black Sabbath as by 
John Coltrane. So Black Flag sported the 
long hair that was anathema to the hard- 
core crowd, and eventually Ginn’s riffs be- 
came so well chiseled (compared to the 
pagan barre-chord rush of hardcore) that 
the group came to resemble the best met- 
allists musically, too, weaving elements of 
free-playing into their core. And their 
lyrics frequently became topical, eventually 
working well beyond the angstful mes- 
sages of hardcore. 

Ginn went on to pursue his guitar hero- 
ics with Gone, and in the late ’80s and 
early 90s the Rollins Band upheld all the 
best elements of Black Flag. Rollins main- 
tained his attack stance, playing concerts 
in nothing but shorts, a sweat-and-tattoo- 
covered, pumped-up superman preaching 
liberty and justice for all. And his backing 
power trio — especially guitarist Chris 
Haskett — toyed with hushed-to-shouted 
dynamics in free-flowing sets that darted 
from folk strumming to slashing power 
chords to avant-jazz tinkering in a heart- 
beat. Their noise was bracing and beauti- 
ful, and best captured on 1992’s The End 
of Silence (Imago). The Rollins Band’s 
current radio hit “Liar” also shares these 
qualities in its jazzy chords backing a 
sweet rap that explodes into sonic fury. 

Rollins’s demanding musical aesthetic 
and lyric concerns have captivated and in- 
fluenced a generation of players largely be- 
cause of his own searing performing per- 
sona. Until this year’s Rollins Band set at 
Avalon, it’s been impossible not to be 
moved by a Rollins show — whether by 
his trio’s instrumental prowess or the im- 











mutable granite that is Henry. 

Although Rollins is attracting the largest 
audience of his career, his May concert at 
Avalon indicated that his sharp edges 
could be wearing down. Virtually all of his 
previous shows in this area were jugger- 
nauts, colored by crack segues and space 
jams that melted the time between songs. 
And Rollins rarely, if ever, spoke. 

This time, he stopped to speak between 
each song — often to lecture. And there 
was only the slightest improvisation on 
stage. Worse was his response to a wag’s 
call of “Who do you think you are, Bono?” 
Rollins’s parry was to point out that, 
though the shouter was probably 10 years 
younger than his 33, he could routinely 
pump more, burn more, run more, out- 
think, out-talk, and “fuck better-looking 
women” than the shouter. Not an intelli- 
gent response. Rather, it was the threat- 
ened onanistic outburst of a egomaniacal, 
sexist rock star — certainly not the Rollins 
I’ve come to respect and admire. Well, 
maybe he’s come full circle to his metal 
roots, because that was the sort of bullshit 
you’d expect from David Lee Roth or John 
Bonham, not a man who once told me he’d 
had to carve his own cave out of the sheer 
rock cliff of life and hoped his work might 
help someone else do the same. Life’s full 
of disappointments; it’s just a downer 
when someone as strong as Rollins be- 
comes one of them — even temporarily. 

You’d expect that kind of off-the-cuff 
remark from a bald-faced, bone-headed 
imitator like Philip Anselmo, the frontman 
of Pantera. Like Rollins, he’s a pumped-up 
growler decked out in tattoos who says 
he’s out for the little guy. Like Rollins, he 
prowls the stage like a caged and extreme- 
ly unhappy mountain gorilla. On CD, his 
passionate snarl has real impact, as does 
the band’s post-hardcore sheen. And gui- 
tarist “Dimebag” Darrell, largely through 
the clever use of effects, builds well-tex- 
tured solos that, in songs like “Becoming,” 
offer captivating sounds. 

Pantera’s new Far Beyond Driven (East 
West), their third CD, debuted on Bill- 
board’s album chart at number one. And it 
was largely their clout that drew 9000-plus 
fans to a metalfest at Great Woods last 
week that also featured Sepultura and Bio- 
hazard. But, truly, their performance was 
the poorest I’ve seen in an arena setting in 
years. Mired in one tempo and playing 
with virtually no dynamics save for two 
ballad-like intros, Pantera were a bloated 
wall of sludge. Not only were the guitar 
solos by “Dimebag” unimaginative scalar 
diddling, but his lead tone was an abysmal, 
ball-less tweet. 

Worst of all was Anselmo’s demeanor. 
His vocals were unintelligible, and he often 
stopped the flow of the concert for min- 
utes at a time to milk the audience for 
praise and applause — a cheerleader for a 

team incapable of scoring. But the prob- 
lems with Pantera run deeper. To put it 
simply, they’re assholes. During the con- 
cert, Anselmo bragged that he, “Dime- 
bag,” and bassist Rex hadn’t graduated 
from high school, that their new-found 
wealth was a reward for their lack of 
diplomas, that dropping out was an act of 
rebellion against straight society. Which is 
the oldest hippie-shit copout in the book, 
man. And when he addressed the few 
“girls” in the crowd, it was to tell them he 
liked their “sex parts.” (What a sensitive 
guy; what a smooth line.) 
Another part of Pantera’s shtick — 
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which is what every posturing minute of 
their performance seemed — is pro-pot 
whooping. Hey, a good cause. Legalize it! 
But Pantera’s response to the criminaliza- 
tion of marijuana — which does, I believe, 
suck — is a song like Far from Driven’s 
“Use My Third Arm.” That’s Anselmo’s 
metaphor for a weapon. And as far as any 
pot-busting cop is concerned, he says he’d 
like to “kill that fuck to show him 
up ... Stab his ass.” The song’s coda: 
“Half-assed for most his life. Piss-poor lit- 
tle ham. Narc-boy — a fake-fuck limp- 
dick. Sucking up to the man. And the 
world. We need a fucking cold war.” 

Not only is this stupid posturing, but 
“Use My Third Arm” advocates homicide 
in a way Ice-T’s “Cop Killer” — a story, 
not a call to arms — never did. Worse, 
“limp-dick,” “piss poor little ham,” “narc- 
boy” are juvenile, pathetically unimagina- 
tive. With writing like this, we don’t need to 
be told Anselmo couldn’t cut high school. If 
you still don’t think that they stepped all 
over Ice-T’s shit because he’s black, this 
drivel should make you reconsider. 

Anselmo sings about being “born again” 
in “Becoming,” as something strong and 
godlike. And he repeats his vision of an 





iron-willed, youth-dominated, one-mind- 
ed, intolerant culture in a number of 
songs. He’s most visceral in “Strength Be- 
yond Strength,” shouting that he’s “bone, 
brain, and cock. Deep down stronger than 
all. A sad state of affairs. A crippled Amer- 
ica. A pipe dream butt-fucked. Immune, 
stronger than all. A lament for the rookie 
officer, punk-ass weak little lamb. For the 
mob, truly, does rule at this particular 
time. We’ve grown into a monster. An ar- 
rogant, explosive motherfucker hard as a 
rock. Shut like a lock. Finally, the presi- 
dent in submission. He holds out his hand 
on your television and draws back a 
stump. It’s too late for some. Far too late.” 
Anselmo bitched about MTV news’ por- 
traying his band as would-be Nazis. With 
lyrics like this, he’s painting his own heart 
black. 
The only band at the Great Woods show

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with the creative juice to keep ascending 
seem to be Biohazard, the best thing to 
come out of Brooklyn since Spike Lee. 
Their new State of the World Address 
(Warner Bros.) is pretentiously titled, but 
pretension’s been part of the metal canon 
since long before “Jazz Odyssey.” And 
what Biohazard are offering in their latest 
is a white paper on their world — an ur- 
ban neighborhood that’s been eaten by 
drug deals and strewn with the bodies of 
friends who’ve been swallowed whole by 
powder or gunned down in the streets. 
Their inner-city roots and unpretentious 
tastes account for the well-articulated rap 
cadences of singer Billy Graziadei and the 
guitar lines of lead player Bobby Hambel, 
whose rhythms ebb and flow with a similar 
vocal bent until he’s called upon to deliver a 
spiky solo. Then he soars with a proficiency 
that Pantera’s “Dimebag” will probably 
never command, even on acoustic guitar. 
That Biohazard use acoustic guitar at all 
implies a greater sense of dynamics and 
textures than most of the new generation 
of metalists. Graziadei even plays a little 
piano on State of the World Address. But 
they don’t need to change their stripes to 
win attention. Like the best rap, their mix

has plenty of open air, and when Hambel 
busts a smart move like the air-shredding 
wah-wah-and-feedback solo that closes 
the Vietnam-vet tribute “Remember,” 
there’s no ignoring the band. 

Their flexibility and social awareness, as 
much as their electricity, is what made 
their collaboration with Onyx, “Slam,” the 
highlight of last year’s critically praised 
rap/rock combination platter the Judgment 
Night soundtrack. Pluralism is part of their 
agenda, which can’t be said for Pantera; 
and Biohazard put that message across 
again on State of the World Address’s 
“How It Is,” sharing the mike with Cy- 
press Hill’s Sen Dog. 

Equality in an unfair world, fighting for 
the little guy, or simply fighting for life, is 
part of the fabric of the songs of today’s 
most ambitious new-metalists. Even when 
the message is rebellion, bucking the pow- 
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er structure, the only major group whose 
lyrics aim for a new domination rather 
than a new liberation are the ill-educated 
Pantera. (Has Anselmo been reading Niet- 
zsche without Cliff's Notes, or did he 
thumb through Mein Kampf while he ig- 
nored his history books?) 

But rock is pop music, an entertain- 
ment. Information and education are op- 
tional. What’s not is the need to zap a lis- 
tener’s buttons. If rock doesn’t rock you, it 
ain’t rockin’ — or something like that. 

Helmet and Therapy? are rockin’, and 
they’re doing it without a socio-political 
agenda. Practicing their belief in pop val- 
ues like hooks and the occasional melody. 
Helmet established themselves as alterna- 
tive-rock and critical darlings with their 
big-time debut, 1992’s Meantime (Inter- 
scope). The honeymoon will continue with 
Betty, which darts all over the map while 
maintaining its hard edge. The opening 
“Wilma’s Rainbow,” about an unambitious 
modern golddigger, builds its chorus 
around a pop hook sweetened by vocal 
harmonies — something virtually all other 
modern metal mongers have abandoned. 
Helmet’s predilection for heavy unison 
riffs makes “Biscuits for Smut” sound like 





a refugee from Led Zeppelin, and that’s 
great. (Unfortunately, without the addi- 
tional textures the studio makes available, 
their unison riffing gets dull in concert.) 
And you can sing “When the Levee 
Breaks” over “Tic” with barely a hiccup. 
Like Zeppelin, Hendrix, and Cream, who 
laid the best early blueprints for hard rock, 
Helmet know that a good tune is often the 
most direct way to hearts and charts. 

Therapy? approach the tuneful hard 
edge from another angle. Their guitar 
churn-and-burn is filtered through punk 
and new-wave influences, so even while 
they’re crowing about hiding the kitchen 
knives or nailing the phony protagonist of 
“Hellbelly” for trying to be “Jesus without 
the suffering,” you can dance or sing 
along to the big fat hooks of last year’s 
Troublegum (A&M). Lyrics like “The 
world is fucked/And so am I,” however, 
keep their moshing credibility intact. 

But the line between Therapy? and 
groups like postpunk heroes Hiisker Dii is 
a thin one. It’s only the current climate of 
the alternative rock marketplace that 
makes Therapy? seem metal-inclined at 
all. And to someone intoxicated by the 
sludge of Pantera, Therapy? — with their 
buoyance and pop twist — probably 
sound like Ratt. 

Shit, if the industry weren’t so niche- 
oriented, maybe Biohazard would be co- 
headlining this summer’s big rap shows 
with Onyx or Cypress Hill, and the plural- 
ism that Brooklyn’s Billy Graziadei and 
crew preach could be practiced on a scale 
that could have some real impact. Music’s 
always been a powerful bond for young | 
people. If Biohazard can help crack that 
ice, they’ll be a great band indeed. 

But the bottom line in this current metal 
resurgence is that testosterone appeal has 
once again become an important market- 
ing factor in the effort to glean frustrated 
young people’s dollars. And with employ- 
ment and the economy still zotzed, there 
are plenty of frustrated folks out there 
looking to have their feelings voiced by a 
Kurt Cobain, a Henry Rollins — or simply 
a raging triumvirate of thundering guitar- 
bass-drums. C

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ANN JILLIAN & 
KATEY SAGAL: 
POP MISTRESSES 


American movie and TV actresses 
have a hard time achieving parallel 
success as pop singers. What do they 
know of hip-hop DJing or the mosh 
pit? And Ann Jillian and Katey Sagal, 
both with new CDs — who are they 
to do what they’ve done? Caucasian 
actresses well past their 30th birth- 
days, and here they are, singing 
satiny jazz and aromatic seductions! 
Hell, they wear their hair in démodé 
bangs, fgod’s sake! Not a Mohawk 
between ’em. But at least Sagal opens 
Well... (Virgin) with a red-clay soul 
number in which she soars like a 
highly glamorized version of 
Tina Turner. A stretch, sure, 
but she’s trying to sound 
kick-ass, Great Woods, Mat- 
ty in the Morning. And yes, 
she does play a sleazy Peg 
Bundy on Married with Chil- 
dren, a show that a properly 
Seattle-ized kid can dig. 

As for Jillian, where does 
she get off singing “the 
songs of Steve Allen?” 
Didn’t he die about 200 
years ago? But listen to In 
The Middle of Love (AER 
Music Group). All those 
funkless, soft-shoe arrange- 
ments — the blowzy brass- 
section flourishes especially: 
it’s like watching movie re- 
runs from the distant white- 
bread past. And her elocu- 
tionist’s voice, and the anti- 
quated language? “How 
dare you, sir? Suggest a 
taxi? I thought I sensed an 
invitation . . . a small seclud- 
ed table.” Who talks like that 
anymore? She pronounces 
every syllable clearly! Listen 
to her: “These dim cafés are 
not my usual haunts. . . per- 
haps in Paris or Rome... .” 
All of it kind of lisped, in the 
soft, small tones of a sex ob- 
ject offering her honor to 
a...cad? 

Jillian recapitulates Mari- 





| lyn Monroe’s tabletop jazz, 
| or Dinah Shore’s, and she 


evokes Julie London’s living- 
room blues: music of unsur- 
passed nuance in the face of 
uncontrollable passion. Then 
there’s the cloying prettiness 


of a song like “One Little py aataney SAGAL: she opens Well . . . with a red-clay soul number in 
which she soars like a highly glamorized version of Tina Turner. 


Thing,” the sad-toned small- 
ness of Allen’s piano accom- 
paniment, the unprotected 
infatuation and matter-of-fact ten- 
derness in Jillian’s singing. 

True, these are 1986 tracks from 
the made-for-TV movie of Jillian’s 
life story. But this is 1994, and a 
tweety duet like “Pals” can only send 
the wrong message. Songs about 
leaving Chicago in the pouring rain 
and hating New York, and never one 
mention of the "hood! A bleached- 
blonde, pink-skinned woman who 
trills away her tears, recollects the 
lights of Broadway, and who — 
singing the way the rich woman my 
grandmother used to clean house for 
spoke — misses “lunch with a bunch 
at 21” might have found favor with 
the late Jackie O, but what’s she got 
to say to Young Strong Women of 
the Third World? 

As for Katey Sagal, her voice 
heaves, like the heavy beat that carries 
her, from brilliant high notes to 
weary, humid low ones. If a Nashville 
scamp like Lorrie Morgan uses the 
same techniques. to extend her emo- 
tional reach, so do the European ac- 
tresses whose work Sagal’s CD 
evokes. Juliette Greco, Ana Oxa, Pa- 
tricia Kaas all sing the perfumed gloss 
that Sagal applies to “Best Part” and 
“Act of Faith.” And as Sagal pouts 
over the deep beats and pushy melody 
of “Peace,” I hear intimations of 
Sinéad O’Connor or even Kate Bush: 
No, it ain’t Yo Yo slammin’ down the 


pagnol or even Liz Phair talking back; 
but it sounds sorta sexy, it’s got 
melody, and in some places — try 
“All Is Well” — you can almost hear 
Sagal yodel. Which you won’t find 
real-life Georgians like Trisha Year- 
wood daring to do, now will ya?

AFANASSIEV, POLLINI: 
KREISLER BUILDING 


Will the real Valéry Afanassiev please 
stand up? The booklet accompanying 
this Russian expatriate pianist’s latest 
Denon CD — Robert Schumann’s 
Kreisleriana and Waldszenen (“Forest 
Scenes”) — offers, instead of liner 
notes, a theater work (written by 


on love and death. The middle section 
of I ripples hypnotically; the stormy 
second intermezzo of II glitters with 
Werther-like yearning (only Claudio 
Arrau finds as much here); IV evokes 
the “Starry Crown” movement of 
Schumann’s C-major Fantasie. Wald- 
zenen is similarly dark and enigmat- 
ic; it could be called “Scenes from 
Caspar David Friedrich.” Not first 
choices (try Heidrun Holtmann or 
Luise Vosgerchian in Kreisleriana, Ar- 
rau or Andreas Haefliger in Wald- 
szenen), but an ear-opener. 

Maurizio Pollini does not yield his 
secrets so easily. The playing of this 
great Northern Italian pianist is like 
Greek sculpture: pure, chaste, 
exquisitely molded. You could be lis- 
tening to the Golden Mean. If these 
recordings of Kreisleriana and Schu- 
mann’s equally transcendent Davids- 
biindlerténze (Exclusive) were autho- 
rized studio efforts, they’d be indis- 
pensable. In fact, they’re live perfor- 
mances from 1982 and 1984; the CD 
sheet — there’s no booklet — identi- 
fies the place as Salisbury but surely 

















Afanassiev, of course) whose players 
are a psychiatrist, a pianist, and a 
bunraku puppet, a lifesize replica of 
the pianist. In the eight performance 
pieces (one for each movement of 
Kreisleriana), the psychiatrist holds 
forth on the condition of the pa- 
tient/pianist, demonstrating his fa- 
miliarity with E.T.A. Hoffmann’s un- 
finished novel The Life and Opinions 
of Tomcat Murr, Together with a 
Fragmentary Biography, on Some 
Random Sheets of Scrap Paper, of the 
Conductor Johannes Kreisler, which 
inspired Schumann’s composition. 
The eight movements are played by 
the patient/pianist. Or is it the pa- 
tient/puppet? 

After listening to the recording, 
which is, every bit as mindboggling as 
the theater work, you may wonder 
whether the puppet isn’t Afanassiev. 
This is Schumann deconstructed by a 
team of Lacans and Derridas and 
played by a Zen version of Rasputin. 
Afanassiev pounds out the odd-num- 
bered movements of Kreisleriana in 
brusque, staccato fashion, eschewing 
such bourgeois niceties as dynamics 
and phrasing. And he stretches the 
more lyrical even-numbered move- 
ments into the aural equivalent of 
Zeno’s Achilles-and-the-tortoise 
paradox. 

What emerges is the metaphysical 
skeleton of Schumann’s hyper-ro- 
mantic work, a profound meditation 
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meant Salzburg. 

Pollini has always been more com- 
fortable with Schumann’s impulsive 
Florestan rather than the composer’s 
other invented alter ego, the Jean Paul- 
like dreamer Eusebius. These interpre- 
tations are headlong (30:44 for Kreis- 
leriana, as against Afanassiev’s 41:35), 
horizontal rather than vertical, all line 
and momentum, little color or weight. 
Kreisleriana’s II stints on sehnsucht 
(the ultimate in German Romantic 
longing), and that second intermezzo 
is so tight the phrases disconnect. In 
Davidsbiindlertinze (Eusebius to Car- 
naval’s Florestan, as Arlene Croce 
points out), the heart-rending coda to 
No. 14 is tossed off; so is the childlike 
farewell waltz of No. 18, where the 
ominous 12 bass C’s — midnight, 
madness, or death — count for very 
little. Perhaps Pollini hadn’t come to 
terms with these pieces; perhaps the 
recording doesn’t do him justice. 

Or perhaps his insights are just too 
subtle for my ears. In any case, no 
Pollini CD should be passed up — 
you never know what will disclose it- | 
self after repeated listenings. But I 
hope his Kreisleriana and Davids- | 
biindlertdnze will appear in DG stu- 
dio versions — especially since the 
only truly outstanding recording of 
Davidsbiindlerténze is Gordon 
Boelzner’s, on the now deleted video 
of Balanchine’s 1980 ballet.

Songwriter Freedy Johnston 
plays in the key of life

ife can get claustrophobic 

from time to time, so it’s no 

surprise that many people 

have a bit of Rear Window in 

them. Those who don’t go 
detecting, 4 la Jimmy Stuart, occasionally 
wind up fabricating, a la Freedy Johnston. 
When the singer turned into a poetic peep- 
ing tom in “Tearing Down This Place,” on 
Can You Fly (Bar None, 1992), he created 
one of the most piercing romantic fan- 
tasies of that year. 

As a (de)construction worker razing a 
house, Johnston looked at the abandoned 
site and generated daydreams about night 
things: “Here’s the room where they lay 
awake through a complicated night/He was 
staring at the wall/And she cried and cried 
and cried.” Nothing extraordinary on pa- 
per, granted. But as his reedy voice explains 
the situation, it seems more likely that he’s 
looking into a mirror, not a window. 

Jump to the title cut of This Perfect 
World (Elektra, in stores June 28), 
Freedy’s major-label debut, and you'll find 
similar quandaries. Everything’s fine in 
Loveville, as long as the doors are nailed 
shut and there’s no Windex around. This 
perfect world is a perfectly stifling emo- 
tional biosphere, where memory’s in- 
escapable, where the weeds of regret and 
vindictiveness thrive. Johnston sings as if it 
were a comfort zone. 

Actually, that’s just one reading of the 
song — Freedy can be simultaneously am- 
biguous and precise. A Steely Dan fan 
who has told interviewers he’s done a “dis- 
service” if he doesn’t leave room for varied 


interpretation of his vignettes, Johnston is 
as intrigued by wordplay as he is handy at 
hooks. Although memorable particulars 
abound in his songs, their subjects are of- 
ten skirted. 

That was the case on Can You Fly, 
which earned Johnston his status as one of 
the more sophisticated singer-songwriters 
to come along in years. This Perfect World 
is an odd if enticing follow-up peppered 
with beguiling moments. It reminds me of 
days I spent snooping around Fagen/ 
Becker puzzles like “Your Gold Teeth” or 
“Throw Back the Little Ones,” hoping to 
have the meanings crystallize while being 
satisfied with the luster of the music. 

Johnston recently told Billboard that his 
new CD is “twice or 10 times better” than 
its predecessor, and it’s not only the enig- 
matic quality he’s taken with. Producer 
Butch Vig (Nirvana, Smashing Pumpkins), 
who signed on because he didn’t want to do 
another “big rock record,” has sharpened 
umpteen aspects of Freedy’s sonic charac- 
ter. Vig knows about little guitars as well as 
big ones. This Perfect World blends laconic 
lyrics into crisp folk rock that’s tickled with 
tweaking the classicism it reveres. Like 
R.E.M.’s “Losing My Religion” (talk about 
enigmas), it’s the kind of stuff that sounds 
sublime even when you listen with one ear. 

Johnston’s also adept at squaring oppo- 
sites. The action of his lyrics often tangles 
with the music’s demeanor. Check the jubi- 
lant jangle of “Two Lovers Stop Their 
Hearts”; it could have been pried loose 
from the Beatles’ Something Else or a Shoes 
album — swaying and swinging and loving 
its own pop self. It’s not exactly the tune 
our Romeo and Juliet hear as they climb a 
hill, turn toward the bridge they’re about to 
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MIRROR MAN: Johnston’s characters have come to New York to 
take its challenge, and for the most part they’ve failed. 


jump from, and opt for an answer to frus- 
tration that’s much older than most Gen X 
suicide rhetoric would have us believe. 
Their end-it-all decision is a relief com- 
pared with the dreary purgatory of those 
who populate the CD’s other tunes. One 
fellow wakes up evicted and, sauntering 
over the Brooklyn Bridge, finds out the 
Statue of Liberty is his only pal in town. 
Another couldn’t sustain a conversation “if 
it wasn’t for the lies, lies, lies.” A third per- 
son — who shows up twice — is named 
Evie: she can’t move the stone that thwarts 
her garden’s growth, and she mars a new 
relationship by ceaselessly crying over it. 
New York is a crucible for these charac- 
ters; they’ve all taken risks and lost — 
which is turning out to be Johnston’s pre-

dominant topic. In “Gone like the Water,” 
an out-of-towner heads to Gotham; in “I 
Can Hear the Laughs,” a kid imagines 
what they’ll say back home if he stumbles 
into oblivion. (Another relevant interview 
quote: “I never write a song if I don’t have 
a plot.”) 

At NYC’s Bottom Line last month, the 
frustration of such scenarios was turned to 
potency. Johnston’s on-stage animation 
conjured as many images of Sandinista-era 
Joe Strummer as it did Flag-era James Tay- 
lor. The grinding jaw and the rippling ten- 
sion of his vocals gave the songs a crazed 
drama that captivated the entire room. 
Combined with the hard-boiled gleam of 
This Perfect World, it proved that Freedy is, 
ready to fascinate a wider audience. Q 
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Stompbox mix metal and dada 
on their major-label debut 


by Brett Milano 


uch has already been 

made of the fact that 

Stompbox’s Stress (re- 

leased last week on 

Sony/Columbia) is 
loaded with hits — other people’s hits. Or 
at least, the titles of other people’s hits. 
Among the album’s 12 tracks are band- 
written numbers called “Fool for the City,” 
“Forever in Blue Jeans,” and “Carry On 
(My Wayward Son).” 

Like the Dambuilders’ 50 state songs or 
Morphine’s missing bass strings, Stomp- 
box’s song titles constitute an obvious at- 
tention grabber. But in this case, the bor- 
rowed titles say a lot about the band’s ir- 
reverence, their sense of humor, and — 
| yeah — their originality as well. Not that 
they draw a whole lot of inspiration from 
Kansas, Foghat, or Neil Diamond, but in 
some perverse way, Stompbox may be the 
most commercial band to break out of 
Boston in years — at least when you con- 
sider that right now grisly, minor-key metal 
is more commercial than mainstream pop. 

Stompbox hardly planned it that way. 
When they first gigged, in 1988-’89, they 


were among the misfit loud bands (with 
Strip Mind, then called Seka, Heyday, and 
trailblazers Slaughter Shack) who offered 
an alternative to the alternative; they were 
lucky to play Bunratty’s on a Monday. But 
that was before metal became a big local 
trend, before Slaughter Shack and Seka 
went on to win the Rumble, and before na- 
tional bands like Helmet, Metallica, and 
Soundgarden went multi-platinum. And 
Stompbox’s label probably doesn’t mind 
that Stress strongly recalls those three 
bands at one time or another. 

“We’ve heard those comparisons for 
years, so it’s no different now,” says drum- 
mer Zephan Courtney. “People think that 
major labels want to change bands around, 
but they really have a niche in mind and 
they go out and expand on it. We just hap- 
pened to come into the loop at the right 
time.” The band have provoked enough 
love/hate reactions over the years that they 
don’t mind being slagged off; they’re happy 
to quote the negative review they got re- 
cently in Billboard. They don’t even mind 
that one local writer has referred to them in 
print as “Shitbox,” figuring they'll take all 
the Spinal Tap parallels they can get. 

“This isn’t rocket science here; we’re 
playing rock and roll,” adds singer Erich 
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Thaler. “We do take our art seriously, but 
we’ve seen This Is Spinal Tap too many 
times to take it too seriously. I mean, 
we’ve even gotten lost backstage.” 

“I’ve always found that foolproof energy 
goes hand in hand with aggressive cock 
rock,” deadpans guitarist Jeff Turlik. 

So how does Stress stack up? Not great, 
not awful. Stompbox’s style hasn’t 
changed much since the Bunratty’s days. 
They still keep things as ominous as possi- 
ble, what with the dirgy tempos, the mi- 
nor-key riff slinging, and Thaler’s vocals. 
In terms of purity, Thaler makes Dicky 
Barrett sound like Juliana Hatfield. (He 
literally vomits at the tail end of “Now 
What’s It Worth”; this beautiful moment 
was caught by a hidden bathroom mike 
when he had food poisoning.) 

But the song selection and Sylvia 
Massey’s production make the band seem 
more one-dimensional than they are. The 
album plays up’ the’ drony, 
Helmet/Soundgarden-type numbers, with- 
out developing the band’s hardcore roots or 
their still-budding experimental side. (It 
was a mistake to do the two songs they 
recorded with members of Biohazard, in- 
cluding a cover of Gang Green’s “Alcohol,” 
as a promo single rather than official album 
tracks.) To judge by their packed CD-re- 
lease party at the Paradise last week, their 
grasp of dynamics is a lot stronger on stage, 
where there’s more power and a sense of 
fun — not to mention the band’s unlikely 
visual presence. Turlik looks likably nerdy 
as he churns out the power chords; the 
bearded, long-haired Thaler looks as if he’d 
be more at home fronting the Spin Doctors, 
exhorting the crowd to mosh “as long as 
you maintain a peaceful vibe.” 

“We used to look a little more like we 
sound,” bassist Pat Gleespen suggests. 
Thaler adds, “It’s the humongous myth of 
pop culture, that people are the same as 
what they create. I like it when people 
think we’re weird; they see us and they’re 
going to think certain things about what we 
are. Besides, cutting your hair is . . . it’s 
like wiping your ass, that’s all. That’s all 
hair really is. It’s dead cells, it’s feces.” 

As for those song titles, they relate only 
tangentially to the songs themselves. “A lot 
of those titles can mean different things,” 
Gleespen points out. “A phrase like ‘Fool 
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for the City,’ there’s a lot of meanings you 
can put on that. But it’s also a lot of 
dadaist, nonsensical cross-referencing. A 
title is really just a commodity; if a song 
didn’t have to be sold, we wouldn’t have to 
name it anything.” 

They’ve written a new song about a guy 
who can’t shake his addictions and called 
it “Definitely Won’t Get Fooled Again”; 
when thinking about how their lives had 
changed since signing to a major, they 
gave a nod to Lynyrd Skynyrd and wrote 
“Working for Sony.” Far more pointed, 
though, is one title that’s gone largely un- 
noticed: “The Making of Pump,” which 
was lifted from a commercially released 
Aerosmith video. I like Aerosmith too, but 
at least part of the lyric (“Workin’ for the 
system when the system’s workin’ you”) 
seems to stem from the sense of betrayal 
that a fan might feel when rock heroes re- 
lease a product about a product. 

The best news about Stress is that the 
band’s ambitions do come through on occa- 
sion, particularly in the left-field guitar solos 
that Turlik throws in (“Anyone can play 
barre chords forever, but I like to think 
we’ve come a little further”). The album’s 
two oddest tracks are its best. The instru- 
mental “Esoteric Song” tries on a lyrical 
sound that’s no less menacing that their 
thrashers. And the closing “Carry On” 
pushes the menace to the limit, with a heavi- 
ly fuzzed-out lead vocal and a disembodied 
chorus melody. Tracks like these raise hopes 
for a second Stompbox disc, if only so they 
can go ahead with their current stated plan 
of calling the next album Chicago XVII.

ODDS & ENDS. Imagine Juliette Lewis 
as a prison inmate seducing a cop to the 
tune of a Spore song. That’s precisely 
what you’ll see in Oliver Stone’s next 
movie, Natural Born Killers, which uses 
the song “Fun” (from Spore’s debut EP 
on Taang!) in one of its opening scenes. 
Ninety seconds’ worth of the Spore track 
blares on the soundtrack to accompany the 
dirty deed (apparently, Lewis’s character 
works fast); Mona Elliott’s high-intensity 
screams on the tune seemed to fit the 
mood. “It was pure luck,” says Mary Ellen 
Leahy of Taang! “The executive producer 
heard the record, fell in love with it, and 
persuaded them to use it; and nobody was 
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shopping Spore to movies at the time. 
That’s something that never happens.” 

Modern Farmer have become a major-la- 
bel band, with the imminent reissue of their 
Monolyth album Hard Row To Hoe on Vic- 
tory/PolyGram. This makes them unlikely 
labelmates of the reconstituted Yes and 
ELP, along with guitarist Reeves Gabrels’s 
other band, Tin Machine . . . Scarce are fi- 
nally releasing a CD, though not the big-la- 
bel debut yet. The small Rock-a-Rama label 
has a six-track EP drawn from the singles 
and demos they made last year. It’s worth 
having, though its sound leaves one hoping 
for fuller production when the “real” album 
comes out on A&M later this year. 

And two new clubland attractions have 
begun on Tuesday nights. T.T. the Bear’s 
Place has begun a series of 18-plus indie- 
rock nights; it got off to a strong begin- 
ning last week with a very “plugged” duo 
set by Mary Timony and Joan Wasser 
(Helium/Dambuilders). Don’t ask why, 
but bike messengers get in free. Mean- 
while, in the “Hell has frozen over” cate- 
gory, the Rat has begun a bondage-and- 
fetish series on Tuesdays. But before you 
head over there in your rubber halter top 
and chains, keep in mind that you’ve still 
gotta walk through Kenmore Square.

Festival diary 


The Globe’s annual fete 


spans a small-but-cool world

he typical complaints were 

leveled against this year’s 

Boston Globe Jazz Festival: 

dull, predictable, conserva- 

tive. The Festival has become 
a convenient commercial battleground on 
which to fight for the fate of jazz’s soul, 
especially in Boston, where the only major 
venues for the music are two clubs in lux- 
ury hotels. In this climate, don’t depend 
on the Globe for big-time experimentation. 
The Festival is what it is: a medium-bud- 
get deal that hews to the mainstream with 
some left-of-center ripples. 

What we did get this year, given the 
overall scope of the festival (seven days of 
music in a town that can barely support 
two full-time jazz clubs), wasn’t such thin 
gruel. For Big Deals we got the ubiquitous 
Joe Henderson, respectable soul/jazz 
crooner Lou Rawls, and the — okay — ir- 
relevant Herbie Mann Reunion Band (all 
at the Hatch Shell last Sunday, and re- 
viewed in last week’s Arts section). And, 
oh yeah, there was the Festival’s official 
prelude of a month ago, when the South 
Shore-based Kenny Hadley Big Band 


whupped Mercer Ellington’s version of his 
father’s orchestra in the “Big Band Ball” at 
the Park Plaza. 

But the little ripples that transcend jazz 
politics were everywhere. There was a rare 
local appearance by saxophonist Joe Lo- 
vano’s experimental Universal Language 
band. There was the warmth of spirit that 
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survived broiling temperatures and then a 
thunderstorm at the closing concert at Ja- 
maica Pond last Saturday. In one concert 
that transcended all categories, world-class 
“local” legendary drummer Alan Dawson 
was feted by his old boss Dave Brubeck in 
a sublime set. 

Nonetheless, the Festival is an imperfect 
beast. “I don’t like the line-up this year,” a 
friend told me shortly after James “Blood” 
Ulmer’s harmolodic funk guitar trio rat- 
tled the after-work crowd at Copley 
Square last Friday, “but I never do.” Hey, 
what else is new? 

Love the Festival or hate it, here’s what 
we were able to see and hear from the 
schedule of 10 events that began on Mon- 
day and ended Saturday in the rain at Ja- 
maica Pond. 

Tuesday June 14. Tonight, after a short 
a cappella set by the trio Friends and their 
parent group, the St. Mark’s Gospel Choir 
of Roxbury, Shirley Caesar took over 
Tremont Street’s Converse Hall with her 
powerful backing vocal quartet and band 
(bass, guitar, drums, piano, organ). 

Caesar has a commanding secular pres- 
ence, like Koko Taylor answering a differ- 
ent calling. A handsome woman in a long 
pleated purple skirt and shiny purple jack- 
et, she stalked the stage, singing and 
preaching, cuing the band, fixing a fire- 
and-brimstone stare on the audience one 
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WEDNESDAY: master percussionist Alan Dawson has the speed 
and power of the great bashers but the economy and grace of a dancer. 
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moment, bestowing a warm smile the next, 
occasionally mopping her brow with a 
black handkerchief. 

As a singer, Caesar showed less techni- 
cal flash than her back-up singers. Her 
speciality is not sustained ecstatic melis- 
mas or upper-register flurries, but the dra- 
matic dynamic shift. From the midst of a 
testifying stomp, her cry of “Higher!” 
would fire like a shotgun blast. These ef- 
fects can be terrifying when she drama- 
tizes Christ’s trip up Calvary, comic when 
she relates her personal debate with a Je- 
hovah’s Witness. For most of the show, 
she worked the hall’s center aisle, breaking 
into dance, drawing on individual audi- 
ence members to take the mike and sing 
Jesus’s name. Despite rocking peaks, her 
spoken preaching dissipated a lot of ener- 
gy, especially when she equated AIDS — 
along with cancer and diabetes — as part 
of the wages of sin. After two hours and 
10 minutes of performing, her extended, 
spoken farewells were anticlimactic. 

Wednesday June 15. Tonight at the 
Berklee Performance Center, the Festival 
honored master percussionist Alan Daw- 
son. Dawson, who turns 65 on July 14, 
has the speed and power of the great bash- 
ers but the economy and grace of a 
dancer. The opening set presented an ar- 
ray of Boston talent — saxists Andy 
McGhee and Bill Pierce, guitarist Gray 
Sargent, trumpeter Herb Pomeroy, bassist 
John Lockwood, and the Memphis-born 
pianist James Williams, who has become 
something of an adopted Boston son. 

The set was notable for McGhee’s soft, 
feathery statement of the theme on “In a 
Sentimental Mood,” Pierce’s forceful so- 
prano on Williams’s “1977 A.D.,” and the 
varied texture and open spaces of 
Pomeroy’s work throughout. At intermis- 
sion, Dawson was presented with an 
Achievement in Jazz Award from the New 
England Foundation for the Arts, and a 
testimonial by Pomeroy, who compared 
him with the swing masters who are re- 
membered as “musicians, not drummers” 
— Davey Tough, Sid Catlett, and Jo Jones. 

Then Dawson, Brubeck, and bassist 
Jack Six re-created their rhythm section 
from the late ’60s and early ’70s. 
Brubeck’s detractors have called him a 
non-swinging keyboard pounder, but 
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tonight his work was all lyricism and soft 
light. There was the wonderful opening 
tango section of “St. Louis Blues,”and his 
continual return throughout the set to 
stride figures in his left hand. In “Here’s 
That Rainy Day,” Brubeck and Dawson 
threw each other rhythmic patterns, danc- 
ing freely, with Six as the steady fulcrum 
between them. It was a fitting climax when 
Dawson, in his final solo of the night, on 
“I Got Rhythm,” played the first phrase of 
the melody on his drums. 

Thursday June 16. Tom Harrell’s trum- 
pet solos have a beautiful symmetry and 
logic, and he’s able to extend a melodic in- 
vention in a long arc over the length of a 
chorus. This is all the more remarkable be- 
cause Harrell suffers from clinically diag- 
nosed schizophrenia and has long taken a 
medication that prevents any activity on 
stage besides playing — no comments to 
the audience or, it seems, to the band. 
With horn to his lips, he counts off the 
tunes, plays perfectly, and the rest of the 
time stands silently, hands by his side, 
shoulders hunched forward. 

Tonight at Boston University’s Tsai Per- 
formance Center, his band played a set of 
Harrell originals, all with tricky rhythms 
and plenty of harmonic invention. But 
there were no ballads, no tradings of 
fours, no dynamic shifts — none of the 
stuff that can give a straight-ahead jazz set 
variety and pace. After a while in this set- 
ting, even Harrell’s playing took on a 
monochromatic sameness. Only pianist 
Donald Brown’s singing blues lines 
seemed to come from another place. 

Joe Lovano’s band, by contrast, was an 
explosion of color. The saxist writes elabo- 
rate multi-part compositions with plenty of 
front-line counterpoint. The third piece of 
the set, “Chelsea Rendezvous,” had an Or- 
nette Coleman folk-like theme that was 
merely a touchstone for a whole variety of 
ensemble textures, whether it was Tim Ha- 
gans’s muted trumpet matched with Lo- 
vano’s bass clarinet, or the hollow pop of a 
small percussion toy set against the slapping 
bow of Scott Lee’s bass. When, after the so- 
los in the final number, the front-line trio 
(including soprano vocalist Judi Silvano) 


| came together to sing the uptempo, boppish 


head, it had the dramatic exuberance of an 
ensemble finale in a Mozart opera. 





Friday June 17. Copley Square, killing 
heat, little shade, and a Festival concert 
presented by Columbia Records. James 
“Blood” Ulmer opened with the trio that 
he’s played with, off and on, for 15 years 
— G. Calvin Weston on drums and Amin 
Ali on bass. It’s bizarre to hear how Ulmer 
has progressed. In the early days of his 
fame, his noisy blips and squawks, in- 
spired by his work with Ornette Coleman, 
were decidedly non-linear. Now he plays 
and sings standard blues progressions, 
even retro blues rock. But there are still 
the excursions into melodic fragments and 
rapid trills awash in the overtones of dis- 
tortion and his own signature acidic, trebly 
single-note bends and slurs. 

Blood was followed by Black/Note, a 
quintet of young lions from LA doing the 
retro hard-bop thing. Throughout their 
nearly hour-long set in the sun, they never 
removed their sport jackets. But the music 
was surprisingly good. Trumpeter Gilbert 
Castellanos has a nasty, Lee Morgan edge, 
and pianist Ark Sanko has an appealing 
taste for chaotic chordal explosions. 

Vocalist Nnenna Freelon, a Cambridge 
native about to release her second 
Columbia CD, finished the afternoon with 
smooth vocals, emphasizing them choreo- 
graphically in the Betty Carter manner. 
The material was often modern standards 
plus lyrics — Wayne Shorter’s “Foot- 
prints” and “Infant Eyes,” Dizzy Gille- 
spie’s “Birks Works.” One of Freelon’s 
tricks is to sing a ballad standard — “Yes- 
terdays,” for instance — uptempo, or to 
do a modern, modal-ized arrangement of 
“I Didn’t Know What Time It Was.” She’s 
a pleasant singer, but for today at least, 
her most admirable trait was her poise. 
Not even the momentary appearance on 
stage of an uninvited, tall, shirtless fat man 
shook her cool, or the band’s. 

Saturday June 18. Maybe it was the 
heat. Had George Garzone’s powerful 
tenor ever sounded better? He was playing 
with the Bruce Gertz Quintet in a muggy 
valley by Jamaica Pond. His articulation 
was monstrous. Delicate runs blossomed 
into light shrieks in the high register be- 
fore diving into a deep, dark melody. Gui- 
tarist Rick Peckham was nearly as satisfy- 
ing; acoustic bassist Gertz even picked up 
an electric to play a fancy version of Cole 
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Porter’s “I Love 
You” as a duet 
against drummer 
George Schuller’s 
brushes. 

Vocalist Mili Ber- 
mejo continues to 
be the unlikeliest of 
crowd pleasers. 
Her range is not 
huge, her. voice is 
not especially pow- 
erful, and most of 
her songs are in 
Spanish. But she 
knows how to make 
music. Perhaps 
that’s because her 
band always work 
as a band, and not 
merely as a backing 
group. Her hus- 
band/partner, 
bassist Dan Green- 
span, works in 
beautiful counter- 
point with her vo- 
cals. She, Green- 
span, and pianist 
Tim Ray (who also 
played with Gertz) 
have been the core 
of the band for sev- 
en years. Lately, 
percussionist Per- 
nel Saturnino has 
joined drummer 
Dan Rieser to 
strengthen the 
group’s command 
of Afro-Cuban rhy- 
thms. 

Seven tunes into 
guitarist Ronnie 
Earl’s set, the rain started coming. “Hey, 
I’m not stopping,” Earl told the crowd. “I 
waited all summer to play at this thing.” 
And then he unleashed the opening chords 
to a furious boogie. The set had been what 
you might call “typical Ronnie” — which is 
a good deal. There was an opening medi- 
um-tempo boogie, Ronnie riffing against 
himself, chords against single notes, high 
register against low, pianist Bruce Katz lay- 
ing down some nifty Otis Spann—inspired

chords. There were those sweet sustains, 
squeezed out, it seems, from the knobs on 
Earl’s guitar. And best of all, the little rush- 
es of notes and incredibly hushed pianissi- 
mo passages — slow, delicious phrases 
that floated miraculously intact across the 
air from the distant stage to the shaded hill 
where I sat. Even when the rain really 
started coming, and they pulled the plug on 
Ronnie Earl, the Festival that afternoon 
seemed a pretty good place to be.

n a hip-hop climate where the he- 

donistic gangsta edge of Snoop 

Doggy Dogg and Dr. Dre rules, the 

politically correct, culturally aware 

positivism of Arrested Development 
is as much an anomaly as their misplaced 
moniker. Nonetheless, they scored a plat- 
inum hit — dressed in colorful Afro-cen- 
tric garb, voicing progressive political 
views, and espousing spiritual wisdom on 
MTV — with “Tennessee,” the first single 
off their stellarly successful debut, Three 
Years, 5 Months, and 2 Days in the Life 
of... (EMI/ERG). 

Lead vocalist Speech wrote “Tennessee” 
as a reflection on the deaths of his brother 
and his grandmother. His thoughtful, 
prayerful statement of grief had smooth 
conversational raps, fat drum beats, and 
melodic singing that made it apt Top 40 
radio fare and eventually won over some 
staunch opponents from the hardcore 
crowd. It didn’t hurt that AD got across- 
the-board airplay, whereas the gangstas 
get virtually none. 

What’s more, Arrested Development’s 
atypical role in current hip-hop culture 
worked in their favor; by not excluding 
anyone, they were embraced by everyone. 3 
Years went triple platinum; their newest, 
Zingalamaduni (Swahili for “beehive of 
culture”), is poised for similar success. 
With eclectic sampling, healthy doses of 
| soul, and a globally conscious message, the 
Chrysalis-released Zingalamaduni main- 
tains the integrity of the debut album while 
its music continues to explore. Samples of

Native American chanting bring a strong 
cultural/musical mix into the mainstream. 
And mainstream they are. Following in 
the footsteps of “Tennessee,” the first sin- 
gle from the new album, “Ease My Mind,” 
is already getting prominent airplay. Bust- 
ing a funky bass, bluesy guitars, melodic 
singing, and mixing it all up with lyrical 
raps and some old-school scratching, the 
song flows and soothes. And its message 
aims to be an antidote to inner turmoil. 
The song’s really talking about material- 
ism, Speech explains on the phone from 
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New York. “Here in America, sheer mate- 
rialism is so rampant that we’re talking 
about making sure you stay away from 
that, making sure you make a conscious 
decision to be rooted with the Creator.” 

The Creator comes up again as “the an- 
swer” on the track “United Minds.” “As far 
as our personal religious beliefs,” says 
Speech, “they’re so different, but we all 
agree on one Creator. So we used ‘God’ as 
a term that people could relate to. It really 
doesn’t sway to any particular religion.” 

A vivacious rallying cry for world unity, 
“United Minds” preaches community in- 
volvement, encouraging us to be “not white, 
not black, just conscious — it’s not about 
race, we’re all in this together.” The upbeat 
track is a natural for the urban radio. 

Not that the peaceful Arrested Develop- 
ment avoid violence altogether. On 3 
Years’ “People Everyday,” Speech beats 
down a man hassling him and his date: 
“That’s the story y’all, of a black man act- 
ing like a nigga and getting stomped by an 
African.” On Zingalamaduni, there’s 
“United Front,” which addresses black- 
on-black violence with the line “Save those 
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rounds for a real confrontation.” 

“I think that protection and self-defense 
is very necessary,” comments Speech. 
“But Arrested Development has never 
been a band that outwardly talks about vi- 
olence. And I think we should save those 
rounds for a worthy confrontation as op- 
posed to using them for useless reasons — 
killing off the many black men that are be- 
ing killed today in the streets of America.” 

Bringing the positive vibe back into the 
album are cuts like the cheery “Africa’s In- 
side Me,” which encourages everyone to 
embrace the beauty of African culture, and 
“Ache’n for Acres,” which stresses the em- 
powerment and freedom that come with 
owning land. Shunning common icons of 
hip-hop affluence, Speech sings, “Ain’t 
gettin’ no Caddy, no Benz, no Jeep. Until I 
got some money for some land to keep.” 

That’s a refreshing view. Indeed, at times 
Arrested Development are optimistic to the 
point of being maudlin. But with their dis- 
tinct brand of hip-hop on Zingalamaduni 
picking up where 3 Years left off, the group 
continue to prove that hip-hop can be 
mainstream without being Hammer. Q

Saint). This new collection of five 
compositions for five different 
groups covers the full spectrum of 
Threadgill’s art. The opening, 
downsized version of “Gateway,” 
originally written for his six-piece 
septet, preserves its declarative 
boldness and contrapuntal com- 
plexity in a quintet version.

But when the band 
pull out a strong hook, notably the 
folk-rockish “Weathervane,” they 
plug into the hope that keeps their 
troubled characters alive.

Seal defies 
the easy labels of soul, folk, rock, 
and other glib comparisons (to 
Peter Gabriel, for instance). Seal 
is quieter and more thoughtful 
than 1991's identically titled debut

airwaves). Moving easily between 
whispers and screams, Seal’s 
voice has a passionate, often frag- 
ile resonance amid the gauzy lay- 
ers of guitars, synth keyboards, 
and percussion, giving intimacy 
and warmth to producer Trevor 
Horn’s normally bombastic, high- 
tech style.

The funkin’ “Monday Morning” 
is a head-swaying tune that tan- 
gles a poppy Mike and the 
Mechanics drumbeat verse with a 
Prince-meets-the-Bangles “Manic 
Monday” chorus. In “Be Mine,” a 
playful chord progression supports 
Karen Paurus’s lacy vocals as she 
confidently telis some loser, “A job 
would be nice, a life would be bet- 
ter.” Soon we're “Lost in the 
Moon,” with a spacy whining guitar 
and dashes of Pink Floyd har- 
monies. “Freedom” starts out on 
acoustic guitar, then thumps into 
the full band before exploding into 
a gospel-influenced bridge. The 
flaws are so-so lyrics and two 
tunes: the over-familiar “Minute 
(That You Opened Your Mouth)” 
and “55405,” which sounds like a 
Domino's jingle.

**1/2 YEAH, YEAH, YEAH, Jon 
Svetkey (Svetkey/End Construc- 
tion). Cambridge acoustic-guitarist 
Svetkey appears to have some 
skill in the art of the hook — the 
songs on Yeah, Yeah, Yeah would 
deter even the most ardent air- 
wave surfer from moving on down 
the dial. Especially pop-worthy are 
“Big City” and — the album's best 
track — “What We Talk About 
(When We Talk About Love).” 
Despite the occasional awkwardly 
contrived rhyme or phrase, Svet- 
key’s songs are mature, his guitar 
lines sweet. And his voice is con- 
vincing when he sticks to his 
strong midrange. Background 
vocals on a couple of pieces help 
out, adding some nice flesh to the 
body of the compositions.

** Johnnie Johnson and the 
Kentucky Headhunters, THAT'LL 
WORK (Elektra Nonesuch). The 
title describes the tepid results of 
this decidedly odd collaboration 
between: Johnson, ‘Chuck Berry’s 





original piano player, and the latest 
defenders of the Southern-rock 
banner. Competent rock blues that 
never really ignites, this disc suffers 
from a mild case of schizoid style. 
Johnson's boogie-woogie key- 
board style starts and ends at the 
intersection where jump biues and 
jazz meet. Although the Head- 
hunters occasionally capture the 
swing feel of Johnson’s music, 
their brand of boogie relies on a 
heavier backbeat that often turns 
to sludge rock. The tunes that do 
work are the title cut, “Johnnie’s- 
Breakdown,” and “The Feel,” a 
rambunctious body mover. These 
two get Johnson's piano and Greg 
Martin’s tight guitar leads out front 
and let the rhythm section take 
care of the rest.

*** POOKA (Elektra). Did this 
female duo from England never 
learn the rules of songwriting, or 
do they just not care? Whatever 
the answer, one thing’s certain: 
Pooka’s indifference toward folk- 
pop conventions and their love of 
surprise make this a sure con- 
tender for debut of the year. 

Most of these 12 songs feature 
acoustic-guitar/voice instrumenta- 
tion, but the few departures 
demonstrate considerable arrang- 
ing skill — the eerie synth strings 
on “Bluebell” and the apocalyptic 
slide guitar on “Rolling Stone.” 
Chord progressions and melodies 
take jarring turns yet remain 
accessible; strands of counter- 
phrases in offbeat rhythm come 
out of nowhere; tempos turch 
around crazily within songs. 
“Breeze” features a range-busting 
three-octave vocal line; “Boomer- 
ang” and “Between My Knees” 
orbit around delightfully twisted 
guitar figures. And the closing 
“Sleepwalking” tackles quarter- 
tone harmony with girlish exuber- 
ance. Not just refreshingly un- 
orthodox, Pooka is captivating.

**1/2 Lorrie Morgan, WAR 
PAINT (BMG). Fast, tight, and 
slick, these songs, with their 
unfailing professionalism, don’t 
Carry away my daytime rationality, 
and probably they’re not supposed 
to. Hard-nosed honky-tonk sends 
its own kind of merciless message 
to an audience attuned to the 
rhythm of workaday hurry; Mor- 
gan’s snarly alto confirms the feel- 
ing. But | expect more from the 
glowing, siren voice of “Watch Me” 
and “What Part of No” (her 1992 
hits) than a 40-hour work week. | 
expect a voice as righteous as 
Wynonna’s and soaring as a 
dance diva’s. 

Except for “Exit 99” and the title 
song, Morgan's third CD never 
rises to that level. She claims 
these songs have “fun, depth, and 
soul,” but the best | can say for the 
slow blues of “Don’t Touch Me” is 
that she likes Patsy Cline, and the 
most | can accord to “My Night To 
Howl,” “1-800 Use To Be,” and 
“The Hard Part Was Easy” is that 
she still knows how to twirl in the 
spotlight and skim the surface of a 
sad joke. Morgan can do better — 
much, much better.

Each film is a perfect 
fragment with its own twist of mys- 
tery; yet it’s linked to its neighbors. 
The first is “Aria,” in which a tiny 
black spot on the horizon slowly 
nears the camera.

HOW IS IT PASSED ON? One way is shooting up drugs 
with someone whos infected and sharing the needle. But most
